Francis Murphy, “Apostle of 
Temperance,” Dies In California 


NEVER INVOKED LAW’S AID 


Made First Public Speech When 
Sentenced For Killing a Man -As 


Orator He Reformed Hundreds ot 
Thousands of Drunkards 


Los Augeles, Cal, July 1.—Francis 
Murphy, the famvus temperance lec- 
turer, died yesterday following a long 
ilmess and general collapse. 

Murphy was born in Ireland April 24. 
1836, and came to this country when he 
was 16 years old. He arrived with a 
amall sum of money, which was at once 
spent in drink. Murphy knocked 
around for a while and then became pro- 
prietor of aw inn iu Portland, Me., where 
he was his own best patron at the bar. 
He wound up in jail and then his re 
form followed. 

He went into the temperauce move 
ment with his whole soul and strength. 
He never would invoke the aid of law 
to prevent men from drinking. In his 
udvocacy of temperance Murphy kuew 
ueither creed nor race. His purpose 
was to reach the bardened drunkards 


to lift them up, and his eloquent sin- 
cerity won him great success. 

It was in 1869 that Murphy was 
placed on trial for his life in Maine 


on the charge of killing a man named 
Murphy by pushing him downstairs. 
‘The case was hard fought on both sides, 
and the jury returned the verdict of 
“not guilty of murder, but guilty of 
manslaughter.” 

It was when brought into court to be 
sentenced that Murphy made his first 
public speech. He arose in the dock and 
told the story of bis Hfe with such elo- 
there were few dry eyes 
in the courtroom when he bad finished. 
He was given the rem*-k«bly light sen- 
tence of two mont? 

With the memory . plea in court 
still fresh in his mind, he weut from 
the jail to the Allen mission in Port- 
land, where he made au impassioned 
temperance speech. It was from this 
little start that he became one of the 
greatest temperance orators of the 
world. He begun work as a temperance 
orator without a dollar. He traveled 
the country over telling the story of his 
life. 

In 1881 and 1882 he made a triumphal 
tour of Great Britain, his endeavors 
in the temperance cause being endorsed 
by distinguished persons. Over 900,000 
people signed the temperance pledge 
there. 

Big, white-haired and ruddy-faced, 
Murphy was an admirable specimen of 
a reformed man. A magnetism in bis 
makeup irresistibly drew men to him, 
especially those who had had similar 
experiences to his own. He married 
Elizabeth J. Ginn of New York. He 
served in the Union army during the 
Civil war.

had drugged and assaulted her.

Another Washington 
the Herald-says the findings and re- 
commendations of the submarine tor- 
pedo boat board, which recently con- 
ducted a series of tests of boats sub- 
mitted in competition, were = an- 
nounced Saturday by Secretary of 
the Navy Metcalf. 

The report of the board is unani- 
mous in favor of the superiority of 
the Octopus type, and this view is 
concurred in by the board on con- 
struction to which the report and the 
bids were submitted, and is approved 
by the secretary of the navy. 

Pursuant to the report, the entire 
award of $3,000,000 authorized by 
Congress at its recent session for the 
purchase of submarine boats will go 
to the Electric Boat Company of 
New York, whose work is done by 
the Fore River Shipbuilding Com- 
pany of Quincy. 

The Fore River Company has al- 
ready commenced work preparatory 
to building the mammoth battleship. 
The drafting room, where all - the 
plans will be prepared, has been 
cleaned of everything but what is 
needed in the drawings. Some work 
has also been done to that end in 
the mould loft. It will be in that 
place that all the lines of the big 
vessel will be laid down, and one of 
the first steps toward deciding upon 
these will be the construction of a 
wooden model which will be an exact 
counterpart of the steel craft that 
will later be constructed. 

Work upon this model will begin 
within the next few weeks. It will 
be from this that all the details or 
the material needed will be secured. 
The iron work will all be turned out 
at the yard foundry. 

General Manager Smith says that 
the work already on hand at the 
yard would require tie employment 
of 1,000 extra men for a period of 
from six to eight months, while from 
the day that the keel of the big ship 
is laid until she is finished there will 
be from 1,200 to 1,500 men working 
upon her. This will include men 
in the shops, drafting department, 
timekeepers, bookkeepers and super- 
intendents of one kind or another. 

Mr. Smith could not determine the 
actual amount of money that would 
be paid out in wages to men em- 
ployed upon the big naval vessel, but 
said it wou'd be a tidy sum. With 
the men at work on this vessel there 
will be employed at the Fore River 
yards, basing calculations upon 
average contracts generally re- 
ceived and making no allowance for 
growth over 7,500 men at the yard 
all the time. 

The keel of the battleship will not 
be laid much before September, but 
from that time until she is completed, 
which will be in about three years 
afterward, work will be rushed every 
minute.

Red Cross Liner Plunged Into 
Big Coastal Steamer 


MADE BIG HOLE AMIDSHIPS 


Passengers and Crew Safely Trans- 
ferred to Uninjured{Steamer--Dam- 
aged Vessel, With Decks Awash, 
Ils Picked Up by Tugs and Beached 


Halifax, July 3—During thick fog 
early last night the Red Cross liner 
Rosalind, Captain Clarke, from New 


coastal steamer Senlac, Captain Me- 
Kinnon, outward bound for St. John. 
The steamers crashed in the widest part 
of the harbor. 

The Rosalind struck the Senlac amid- 
ships, near the engine room, which 
soon filled with water, putting 
fires out. The Senlac commenced to

of the Senhnc, a line was thrown from 
the Red Cross liner aboard the other 
vessel and made fast, while the pas- 
sengers and crew scrambled aboard the 
Rosalind. The line was then cut and 
the Senlac, with her decks awash, 
drifted seaward. 

At the time of the collision both 
steamers Were sounding their whistles, 
and the repeated tooting brought sev- 
eral motor boats from McNab’s island 
to the scene. The boats bad consider- 
able difficulty in locating the steamers; 
but one sighted the Senlac still afloat 
and steamed up to the Rosalind, where- 
upon the liner was stopped and the 
captain, mate and pilot of the Senluc 
were taken on the motor boat back to 
the submerged steamer. They boarded 
her and remained on the deck until tugs 
arrived and took the Senlac in tow and 
beached her off Dartmouth. 

The Rosalind was not damaged and 
steamed up to her dock. The steamer 
was crowded with passengers, but there 
was no panic, as the officers assured 
them that the steamer was uninjured.

THE TRUSTS 


Samuel Smilax 
Advocates 
Kitchen Gardens 
And Gives Rules 


(No. 2 by Samuel Smilax.) 
Lettuce has done unusually well 
this season. For early lettuce, the 
simplest way is to build a rough 


board frame the size of one of your 
seed 


outside windows. 
broadcast in 
cover it 


Plant the 
October, quite late; 
with dead leayes, and com- 
post. In 
ing March take off one of your outside 
windows lay it over the frame. 
ground will thaw out in a few days. 
Then remove the dressing and leaves 
and if your frame is on a south ex- 
posure the new lettuce will show in 
six or eight days. Very cold nights 
throw any old carpet or covering 
over to keep out frost. This sea- 
son we had our first lettuce, the 
“May King,” on the 4th day of May 
and radishes May 20. 

In raising lettuce never let it get 
dry. In hot or cold weather keep 
it moist. Water every morning and 
night, and it will grow crisp and 
tender from May until October. Do 
not wait for it to head up. Break, 
not cut off the outside largest leaves 
with your thumb and finger. This 
seals the fibre left on the root and 
in a‘ week another leaf, equally large 
will take its place. 

These rules refer to a small family 
garden, and are within the means of 
all. Most anyoné who is not too 
lazy to exert himself. At the present 
time, when prices for meat, fish and 
vegetables, are so high, you almost 
need an opera glass to see them, and 
they give you an acute cold chill in 
your pocket book. How very satis- 
factory it is to partake of the fruit 
of own garden, and by a little salu- 
tary sacrifice. Let the different 
trusts, and combines keep their fish, 
flesh and fowl, in cold storage. 

What is more appetizing on a sul- 
try day than a cool crisp _ lettuce 
salad. Gather the lettuce early in 
the morning put it in a shallow dish, 
with cold water, and cover, to keep 
the water over it. Then put it in 
the ice box. This simple rule adds 
at least fifty per cent. to its dainti- 
ness and flavor. When preparing, 
break it up coarsely, add the oil, then 
the sugar, and over all a gentle rain 
of lemon juice. 

Dozens of things can be added to 
this combination, such as fish, 
chicken, lobster, radish, onion, card, 
kale, eggs, ete., etc, 

As a tonic and sedative for ladies, 
nothing is supenior to a kitchen gar- 
den, the ozone, the exercise, the com- 
panionship of flowers, blooms, birds 
and toads are much more conducive 
to physical, and intellectual, better- 
ment than any other employment. 
You get gradually nearer the great 
heart of nature, and I have no doubt 
the birds and flowers and insects en- 
joy your graceful presence fully as 
much as we men folk do. If not why 
did an all wise Father create you 
in a garden, and give you a man to 
boss round among the turnips and 
squash vines. I respect your feelings 
too much to mention apples, for if 
I did I should have Susan “to reckon 
with.” b 

To obtain all the pleasure possible 
you need to have a little tool which 
we call a “scratcher,” a little three 
tooth rake with which to stir up the 
soil, for most any plant will grow 
more rapidly if the soil is kept from 
forming a dry hard cake. A micros- 
cope is also almost a necessity, as 
many insects not visible to the naked 
eye can be readily inspected with 
this little instrument. Its cost is 
only fifty cents. Any jeweller or 
optician will procure it for you. It 
has a durable brass frame, and 
stands on three legs, a great deal 
more firmly than some of our High 
school pupils did in their 
legged race.”

been watered this season, but when 
thirsty, had sense enough to creep 
down deep into the moist cool soil 
and help themselves. 

I believe many people are all 
wrong in their method of watering 
gardens, the foliage’and leaf of a 
plant. are its lungs, not its stomach, 
and as very few people take water 
in to their lungs unless they fall 
overboard, so with plants the less 
water used on the foliage the better 
they thrive. 

My tomato plants, except about the 
roots, have not had a drop of water, 
except of course rain, and they are 
the most sturdy and rugged I have 
seen this season. What you want 
to do this year, right now, is to put 
in all the early corn you can, for 
a dry hot season is probable, and a 
corn chowder,” the kind Susan makes 
is a perfect dream of gastromomic 
high art. 

Perhaps I can persuade her to al- 
low me to give the receipt in my 
next paper, which will give you many 
valuable hints about bugs, aphis 
cut worm, and other familiar friends 
and enemies I meet and chat within 
our kitchen garden.

Then there are sites in the vicinity of 
Third hill at Wollaston near the 
Metropolitan reservoir, or the Taylor 
farm on Hancock street, or the Adams 
farm on Sea street.

FOR THE OPEN DOOR 


America Would Keep Japan From 
Absorbing Manchuria 


SUPREMACY OF THE PACIFIC 


Our Pretensions in That Direction 
Will Not Be Relinquished--We Are 
Well Prepared to Renew Concern 


on Behalf of China 


Washington, July 3.—Inauguration 
of a new naval policy which involves 
concentration in the Pacific is ex- 
pected to cause determined opposition 
from influential interests on the At- 
lantic coast; further it is fully antici- 
pated that anti-lmperialistic opposition 
will become active and will be aimed 
against what will be distorted as a 
policy calculated at once te embroll 
us with Japan, and also to make the 
navy vastly larger and gore expensive. 

Notwithstanding these difficulties, 
the policy has been determined, and, as 
predicted, is denied. The supremacy 
of the Pacific is not to be relinquished 
to Japan. America’s interest In Ori- 
ental trade, its possessions in the East, 
and its traditional policy of insistence 
on the open door to Chiva will be sus- 
tained. This country remained quiet 
when Japan practically annexed Ko- 
rea, although we had a treaty of friend- 
ship with that empire in which we 
practically were bound to use our in- 
fluence to protect the integrity of the 
realm. Japan was allowed to work out 
ber plans there, but there will be effort 
hereafter to prevent consummation of 
the same Japanese policy as to Man- 
churia and China. 

Recent events indicate that the Jap- 
anese are determined to absorb Man- 
churia and to monopolize the trade of 
China. The United States is not pre- 
pared lightly to surrender its preten- 
sions as a Pacific power. nor its posi- 
tion as the original defender of Chinese 
integrity. All the powers are commit- 
ted to the policy of the open door. 


The United States fs especially well 
situated at present to renew its con- 
cern on behalf of China, because of 
its recent return to that empire of the 
big indemnity which was owing to us. 
The claim of America to leadership, 
then, In behalf of China's preservation, 
is stronger than ever before, based on 
traditional friendship, on recent sub- 
stantial benefits, on our rightful claim 
to recognition as a Pacific power and 
finally on the policy of maiutaining a 
show of sufficient force to maintain 
that position. 

The voice of China must soon be 
raised against Japanese absorption of 
Manchuria, or else forever stilled. 
With an overwhelming naval! force in 
the Pacific, the United States could 
make the joint protest of itself and 
Chine effective. Without that force it 
is uncertain. 

The Pacific fleet of 16 battleships 
will require to be supplemented by a 
squadron of armored cruisers, the naval 
organization making eight armored 
cruisers the squadron unit which ac- 
companies a fleet of 16 battleships. 
This cruiser squadron for the Pacific 
will be composed of the West Virginia, 
Colorado, Pennsylvania, Maryland, 
Tennessee, Washington, Montana and 
North Carolina. The Tennessee and 
Washington are now on their way to 
the Pacific. These huge armored 
cruisers are larger than most of the bat- 
tleships that fought on either side in 
the Russo-Japanese war. 

Along with the battleship fleet and 
armored cruiser squadron there will be 
maintained in the Pacific two torpedo 
flotillas. The problem of maintenance 
of the huge Pacific establishment can- 
not be overstated. The president’s 
naval recommendations for next year 
will include one or more 20,000-ton bat- 
tleships of the greater than, Dread- 
nought type, but the striking feature of 
his program will be a request for addi- 
tional docks in the Pacific. 

The Yovernment is entirely sincere 
in believing that Japan has no designs 
against the Philippines. She would, of 
course, seize them in case of war; but 
that she would undertake war for the 
sake of getting them is not believed for 
a moment. The United States and 
Japan both have their problems of 
jingoism and “yellowism” and both 
must be prepared to cope with any 
eventuality that, however undesired, 
may be forced upon them. 

The @enlal from Oyster Bay speaks 
for itself. The time for the transfer 
of the fleet has not been fixed, but the 
policy of naval concentration in the 
Pacific is established.

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 3.—Published 
reports that 16 battleships of the At- 
lantic fleet of the United States navy 
are to be transferred to the Pacific 
coast because of anti-American feeling 
in Japan are denied by William Loeb, 
President Roosevelt's secretary.

Federal Officers Fail to Locate Hid- 
ing Place of the Oil Magnate 

Cleveland, July 3.—Forest Hill, the 
suburban home of John D. Rockefeller, 
was besieged by United States Marshal 
Chandler and a corpse of deputies rep- 
resenting the department of justice 
from early yesterday morning till after 
nightfall. The efforts of federal officers 
to serve the subpoena issued from 
Judge Landis’ court in Chicago on 
Rockefeller has been unsuccessful and 
Chandler and his deputies today con- 
tinued picketing the Rockefeller estate. 

Access to the lodge was denied a 
deputy marshal yesterday afternoon 
and Chandler announced that he would 
ask the department of justice at Wash- 
ington for further authority in the 
case. Later he was admitted to the 
lodge. and Superintendent Jones of the 
Rockefeller estate informed him that 
he and his deputies could have the 
freedom of the place, a disclaimer be- 
ing entered that the barring of the gate 
against the deputies was meant as an 
affront to federal authority.

PLOT 10 KILL WITTE 


Hatched by Organization Which 
Received Czar’s Blessing 


CHIEF CONSPIRATOR KILLED 


Men Whom He Trusted to Help Him 
Death 


Revolutionists--Light 


Carried Out Sentence of 
Passed by 
May Be Thrown on Other Plots 


St. Petersburg, July 3.—IF'rom revolu- 
tionary sources there has been obtained 
and published full details of a sensa- 
tional reactionary plot to compass the 
murder of Count Witte, 
Russian premier, who represented his 
country at the peace negotiations at 
Portsmouth in 1905. 

This assassination was planned by 
the Moscow branch of the Union of 
True Russian People, the organization 
to which the czar sent a communication 
on June 17 conveying his blessing to 
the ultra-reactionary party and his 
hopes for the success of its purposes. 
The execution of the plot was en- 
trusted to the leader of the Moscow 
branch, a man named Kazautseff, who 
came to St. Petersburg the latter part 
of May aud secured employment in a 
factory as a common laborer. He be 
friended several of his feliow-workmen 
and, after announcing himself as an 
anarchist, he enlisted four men to assist 
him in carrying out his commission. 

It was planned to throw # bomb at 
Witte’s carriage from the window of a 
boarding house on Kamenny island, 
while the count was on his way to at- 
tend a meeting of the council of the 
empire. The plot, however, was be- 
bureau, 
which gave Witte warning. The four 
workmen continued to pretend loyalty 
to Kazantseff in order not to arouse his 
suspicion. 

The day for the assassination was 
fixed and that morning Kuzantseff led 
his supposed assistants to a wood in 
the vicinity of St. Petersburg in order 
to get the bombs from a secret hiding 
place. But at this point the four men 
turned on Kazautseff and killed him, 
carrying out the sentence of death 
passed upon him. 

The revolutionists kept the facts in 
their possession secret in order to aid 
the police in identifying the murderers 
of the young man who was found in a 
wood in the suburbs of this city June 
11 with his throat cut and who was 
supposed to have been executed by 
fellow-terrorists as a spy. Through 
the aid of certain telephone numbers 
this crime has been traced to some 
well known leaders of the Black Hun- 
dreds organization of Moscow. 

The procurator of Moscow yesterday 
searched the lodgings of Kazantseff and 
found considerable compromising ma- 
terial. The widow of Kazantseff, up 
to the present time, had been ignorant 
of the fate of her husband. It is 
hoped that the information obtained 
will give a clue to the murder of Dr. 
Jollos, editor of a newspaper in Mos- 
cow, Who was shot and killed by an un- 
known man, and throw light on other 
murderous plots. 

Count Witte is today the best hated 
member of the ultra-reactionary party.

Stella Pagana, an Italian woman, told 
a story in court of how her savings of 
years had been extorted from her by 
two of her fellow-countrymen, who 
had from time to time demanded money 
by threatening letters. So frequent 
were the demands that her bank ac- 
count was soon gone and finally she 
had to sell her property. She was now 
reduced to penury, but her oppressors 
persisted in their demands that she 
raise money for them. The men were 
held for court. 


Great Explosion of Giant Powder 

Salt Lake City, July 3—Two car- 
loads of giant powder ou a side track 
five miles from this city caught fire 
from burning grass and exploded, jar- 
Ting heavy buildings in this city and 
breaking windows for miles around. 
A local passenger train was a quarter 
of a mile away when the powder ex- 
ploded. Every window in the train was 
broken and passengers were hurled 
from their seats. 


Japanese Naval Men Coming 

London, July 8.—Admiral Yama- 
moto, four captains, a commander and 
a surgeon of the Japanese navy from 
Prince Fushimi’s party, sailed for New 
York today from Liverpool on the 
steamer Carmania.

IN HAYWOOD'S FAVOR | abits trom 


Number of Witnesses Say Or- 
chard’s Testimony Was False 


USE OF “PETTIBONE DOPE” 


State Will Deal Further With It When 
Rebuttal 
That Orchard Threatened to Take 
Steunenberg’s Life 


is Reached--Deciarations 


Boise, Ida., July 3.—Max Malich, Joe 
Mehelich and “Billy” Aikman, three of 
the men variously jmplicated in al- 
leged misconduct at Globeville, Den- 
ver and Crippe Creek, on the word of 
Harry Orchard, went on the stand yes- 
terday as witnesses for William D. 
Haywood and dented Orchard’s testi- 
mony. 

Malich swore that Orchard, and not 
he, suggested the inhuman plot of 
dynamiting a boarding house full of 
Lon-ublon sMeltermen at Globeville, 
and that Orchard originated the idea of 
killag William McDonald, one of 
‘Malich’s business rivals. He said that 
he had been burned by some mysterious 
acid thrown into his house, but denied 
that this acid was really “Pettibone 
dope” that had been left in his room 
by Steve and Annie Adams. He also 
denied that “Pettibone dope” had been 
used in burning his store and testified 
that he was at his ranch when the 
fire occurred. He also swore that Or- 
chard had told him that but for Gov- 
ernor Steunenberg he would be rich 
and that he intended to kill Steunen- 
berg. 

Mehelich and Aikman also put in de- 
nials of all the things Orchard swore 
they did with him. The cross-exami- 
nation of all three witnesses showed a 
purpose on the part of the state to deal 
further with this testimony when the 
rebuttal testimony {s reached. Or- 
chard will be asked to give his version 
of the alleged use of “Pettibone dope” 
in burning Malichi’s store at Globe- 
ville. 

Another ubusual feature was con- 
tributed to this unusual crime, with its 
background of plots and counter-plots, 
criminal, industrial and political, by 
the appearance as a witness for the 
defense of E. L. McParland, a brother 
of Detective McParland, who worked 
up the case against Haywood, Moyer 
and Pettibone and obtained Orchard’s 
confession. This McParland is a shoe 
maker at Manitou. He testified that 
while he was folowing his peaceful 
craft at Victor during the strike he 
Was unceremoniously taken from his 
last by the militia, thrust into the “bull- 
pen” and then deported. 

Eugene Engles swore that Orchard 
told him of the loss of a rich share ip 
the Hercules mine and of his intention 
to kill Steunenberg. Engles told how 
the military authorities at Cripple 
Creek defied the civil courts, how he 
was himself deported from Telluride, 
where he went as counsel! for the fed- 
eration, and how he was deported from 
Cripple Creek the day the mob de- 
stroyed the union store at Goldfield. 
His entry into extended descriptions 
and minute details brought repeated 
objections from the prosecution and 
finally the judge limited him to the 
material facts to save the time of the 
court and jury. 

The defense also produced Thomas 
C. Foster, now a bartender of Bisbee, 
Ariz., and who as a union miner was 
tried and acquitted at Cripple Creek 
on the charge that he had attempted 
to wreck a train on the Florence and 
Cripple Creek railroad. Foster told of 
his experience in the “bullpen” and at- 
tempts of Detectives Scott and Sterling 
to force a confession from him, which 
was followed by 17 days’ solitary con- 
finement, and of his final fiilght from 
the district. 


Harper Leaves Americus Club 

Pittsburg, July 3—T. L. Harper, 
who shot four times at Levi De Wolf, 
a banker, In the latter’s office, has re- 
signed as secretary of the Americus 
club of this city, one of the prominent 
political clubs of the country. Harper 
and De Wolf are said to have had dif- 
ferences regarding the affairs of the 
ciub which resulted in the shooting. 
None of the shots took effect, however. 
Harper is under $2000 bail on a charge 
of felonious shooting with intent to 
kill.

Drowned In Canoe Accident 
East Northfield, Mass; July 3.— 
Philip-K. Green, professor of English 
and mathematics, and Professor David 
A. Durward, assistant in the agricul- 
tural department at the Mount Hermon 
school for boys, were drowned while 
canoeing in the Connecticut river by 
the upsetting of their canoe. Both 
men clung to their frail craft for some 
time, but before assistance could reach 
them they were apparently drawn un- 
der the water by the strong undertow 

and did not again rise to the surface. 

The accident was seen by two men 
who were fishing some distance away, 
but they were unable to render any 
assistance.

Failed Bank Will Pay Interest 

Nashua, N. H., July 3.—The su- 
preme court has handed down a decision 
that the general depositors of the New 
Hampshire Banking company of this 
city are entitled to participate in the 
final dividend, which will be paid out 
by Assignee Farley as interest. The 
decision finally winds up the affairs 
of the bank, which was closed 10 years 
ago.

Initial Trip 
Of S. S. Creole 


The magnificent new steamship 
Creole, built at Quincy, is advertised 
by the Southern Pacific Company to 
make her initial trip on the Morgan 
line between New York and New Or- 
leans on Saturday, July 13. 

Since leaving Quincy this ship, 
which has no superior in the coast- 
wise service, has been fitted at New 
York with carpets, upholstery, linen, 
supplies, ete. It has elegant ac- 
commodations, social hall, library, 
game room, spacious decks, large 
staterooms, bridal suites, piano, 
baths, ete. Add to this an excellent 
cuisine and one has all the comforts 
for a five days’ ocean trip. 

Capt. T. P. C. Halsey, who was in 
Quincy several months will be in 
command, and he is a veteran in the 
service of the company. The chief 
engineer is George W. Salbador, also 
well known in Quincy. It is up to 
the latter to prove that the Curtis 
twin-screw turbine engines installed 
by the Fore River Shipbuilding Co. 
are a success. 

Turbine engines are an _  innova- 
tion, and some doubt whether they 
will make good, but the Fore River 
Company are sanguine.

Police Keep Lid. Down 
The Night Before. 


Several Fire Alarms 
Small Loss by F'ire 


Although the weather the night 
before the glorious Fourth of July 
was all that could be desired never 
has the lid been kept down better. 
There were lots of young Americas 
about, and they made the usual 
amount of noise, but for pure deviltry 
there was but little. The fire alarms 
were but few and in but one was 
there any particular damage done, 
for in each case the recall was sound- 
ed almost immediately. 

The young people began to gather 
about the streets early in the even- 
ug and burn their red fire and ex- 
plode their fireworks, so that by 
midnight the supply of many had 
been exhausted. Then they had to 
content themselves with blowing 
horns and parading about the 
streets. After midnight one could 
occasionally her the report of « 
cannon cracker in the distance but 
there was no regularity about them. 
. There were some bonfires, but it 
would -seem as though they had re- 
served this fun for the night of the 
Fourth. The police were scattered 
about the city very thickly and they 
kept things well in hand, so that no 
great damage was done as far as 
could be learned. At the station. 
in addition to the regular patrol wag- 
on the police had a powerful automo- 
bile so that officers could be rushed 
to any part of the city at short 
notice if they were needed. x 

At the central and other fire sta- 
tions the men were on duty all night 
and made no attempt to get any sleep. 
The firemen had a quiet time of it, 
however, compared with some other 
years. For the first time for twelve 
years the Combination Hose at the 
Central Station did not go out of 
the house the night before the Fourth. 
Each section was supposed to take 


care of its own district, and they 
did it, 
During the evening several mem- 


bers of the City Council Committee 
on Fire Department were at the 
Central Fire Station and were enter- 
tained by Chief Litchfield. Lunch 
was served by Caterer Furnald. 

Most of the clubs of the city kept 
open house all the evening, although 
there was nothing special doing at 
any of them. The evening was so 
warm and mild that most of the peo- 
ple preferred to be upon the street. 

It was quite noisy in City Square 
up to 11 o'clock, but after that it 
was rather quiet until long toward 
morning when the younger element 
came out. The big boys were tired 
out by this time and were getting a 
few winks of sleep wherever they 
could find a place to lie down. The 
young people about the night before 
were not confined to boys for there 
were young ladies parading the 
streets until late. It would have 
been better if their parents had kept 
them at home. 


THE FIRE RECORD. 


The first fire alarm sounded from 
Box 62 at 10.08 P. M. This was for 
a slight fire on the Atlantic bridge 
which was quickly extinguished. 

At 159 an alarm was sounded 
from Box 61 and was for a. slight 
fire on the Squantum street bridge. 
The recall here sounded promptly. 

At 3.18, Box 62 was again sound- 
ed. This time it was for a slight fire 
in the shed of Dennis McCarthy on 
Atlantic street. Loss slight. 

At 3.33 an alarm was sounded 
from Box 75. This was for a fire in 
a building on South street owned by 


Reuben Hersey of Hingham, and 
occupied by Abram Ginsberg. The 
fire started among some old rags 


and was probably the work of an 


|

incendiary. The loss is estimated at 
$50. 

At 4.10 an alarm was sounded from 
Box 43 and was for a fire in an old 
barn on Common street owned by the 
Burns estate. ©The building wis 
pretty well gutted. The cause of the 
fire is supposed to have been in- 
cendiary. 

When the Atlantic departmen: wis 
returning from Box 62 at 5.50 the 
firemen discovered a brisk blaze in 
a house on John street owned by C. 
P. Gardner. The fire which was also 
the work on an incendiary was bu'u- 
ing briskly. The company inunediare- 
ly laid a line ct hose aul succeeded 
in extinguishing ihe fire without 
sounding an alarm. Whkite this fire 
was in progress, Chef Litchtleid 
drove down and seeiug the fire was 
about to pull in an alarra when he 
saw the Atlantic Company weve al 
work at it. The loss ss estimated wt 
$500. 

It was in the vicinity of 3 o'clock 
when some one vented their spite by 
smashing the door of Box 63. This 
caused three blows to »2 sounded on 
the fire alarm circuits. Probébiy 
the parties intended to pull in an 
alarm but was frightened when the 
blows were struck. ; 

The West Quincy Company went 
out on a still alarm at 2 A. M., to 
extinguished a fire that had been 
started in a wagon of James Mc- 
Donnell on Miller street. 

Theré were three bell alarms on 
the afternoon of the Fourth. The 
first was Box 62 which was rung in 
at 1.26 and was for a slight fire in 
the water pipe box on the Atlantic 
street bridge. 

The alarm from Box 37 at 2.11 P. 
M., was for a fire on awning of Peter 
L. Litchfield’s store on Water street 
caused by a fire cracker. 

Box 71 at 9.03 P. M. was for a2 
slight fire on the roof of a barn on 
the corner of Mill and Washington 
streets owned and occupied by Robert 
Townsend. The contents were safely 
removed. 

During the late afternoon Wednes- 
day Chief Litchfield took the pre- 
caution to remove the keys from all 
the boxes. These were either placed 
in the hands of the police or in 
houses adjoining the boxes, so that 
in case they were needed the box 
could be readily opened and the alarm 
sounded. 

CHAPTER OF ACCIDENTS. 

There were a few acciderts the night 
before, and on,the day of the holiday. 

During the early evening while 
Mrs. Remick was in the rear room 
of her home on Chestnut street, a 
38 calibre bullet crashed through the 
screen and buried itself in the wall. 
A few minutes before Mrs. Remick 
had been seated at that window. It 
was a narrow escape for her. The 
bullet came from the direction of 
Washington street. 

Edward Morey, aged 12 years, of 1576 
Sea street, had one of his eyes so badly 
injured that it is thought he will lose 
the sight of it. He had ignited a foun- 
tain but it did not go off. He stooped 
over it to see what the trouble was when 
it exploded and struck him in the eye. 

Theresa Murrell of Washington street, 
while at play on Patch’s wharf on the 
evening of the Fourth, ventured too 
near the edge and fell into the water. 
The frantic screams of her playmates, 
and their mothers who were present, 
attracted the attention of Mr. Murrell, 
father of the child, and hastening to 
the spot, he plunged in and caught her 
as she -was sinking the third time. 
Considerable effort was required to re- 
store her to consciousness, Later in-

fright she suffered no ill affects. 
George Irwin of South Quincy was 
shot io the left thigh by a blank cart- 


ridge. Some of the wadding entered 
inaxing a bad wound. 

George Stoddard of Hersey street, 
Quincy Point, had an eye badly injured 
by the explosion of a fire cracker. 

Those in a position to know, say that 
the night before the Fourth this year, 
was the quietest ever known at Quincy 
Point. But one accident of a serious 
nature was reported. That of George 
Strattard of Hersey place, who picked 
up a lighted sky-rocket, which ex- 
ploded, filling his eyes and face with 
powder. No serious result is expected ; 
and after being treated by Dr. Bushnell 
he was sent home. 

There were some others who re- 
ceived more or less painful burns. 

THE HOLIDAY. 

The Fourth itself was rather quiet. 
There were base ball games both 
morning and afternoon at Merrymount 
park, and most of the playgrounds, 
an account of which will be found 
elsewhere. 

About 10 o’clock the Salvation Army 
band marched from its headquarters 
on Granite street to the depot where 
they met a large number of the army 
from Boston who arrived by train. 
They then marched to Merrymount 
park with their flags and banners 
flying. An all day outing was held. 

The children of the Swedish Baptist 
church “also held their annual picnic 
at Merrymount park and enjoyed a 


fine time. 
A Hebrew society from Boston held 
an all day picnic at New Downer 


Landing and it is estimated that fully 
ten thousand were present. 

Open house was the rule of many 
Quincy families and nearly every- 
body entertained friends during the 
day or evening. 

Representative Hultman as usual 
kept open house all day and enter- 
tained a large number of friends. In 
the evening he had a pretty display 
of fireworks. 

Councilman Stone entertained, a 
large party of friends the night of 
the Fourth and had an elaborate dis- 
play of fireworks which were greatly 
enjoyed by the people in the vicinity 
of River street. 

Thé friends of ex-Councilman George 
H. Wilsun are legion, and as usual on 
a holiday, he had scores of callers at 
his residence on Revere road. 

All the evening the sky was bright 
with private displays of fireworks and 
they made a very pretty sight, so 
that while the city as a city did not 
do anything in the way of celebra- 
tion its citizens saw to it that visitors 
from out of town should know that 
Quincy occupied a large space on 
the map. y 

On the night of the Fourth the 
men at the Central Fire Station had 
another lunch and were on deck all 
night. 


CREDIT DUE POLICE. 


The police arrangements were the 
best this year that they have ever 


been. Chief Burrell had a powerful 
automobile at headquarters ready 
to start at a second’s notice. This 


was in charge of two men. One had 
charge of the running of the machine 
and the other did the cranking. 

As soon as the call came the man 


would give the crank a turn, jump 
in and off they went. The car made 
rapid runs to Quincy Point, South 


Quincy, Houghs Neck and Atlantic. 

The call to Quincy Point was to 
take Officer Bishop to his home at 
West Quincy, where he was called by 
the sickness of his wife, and a re- 
markably quick run was made. 

At Houghs Neck the Sagamore 
club of Atlantic were making it un- 
pleasant for Officers Stewart. The 
Roxbury club of Boston took the 
officer’s part and hastened to his as- 
sistance. They were making it 
warm for the Atlantic boys when the 
approach of the auto patrol caused 
all to scatter. 

The run to South Quincy was made 
to disperse a crowd that had gathered 
and the purpose of the run was ac- 
complished. 

The most vicious crowd of the 
night was at Atlantic, and along to- 
ward morning a squad of officers 
were sent down to break it up. The 
run down Hancock street was made 
at a 40-mile clip. The officers whose 
duty it was to ride in the auto that 
night had an experience of a life 
time in fast riding. 

But few arrests were made, being 
largely for drunkenness.

Young Man of 24 
Shoots Himself 


George Gourley, aged 24 years, com- 
mitted suicide on the night of the hol- 
iday, shooting himself in the head at 
the home of his brother on Elm place. 
Gourley, who has been despondent of 
late, owing to having separated from 
his wife, and has been living on Kid- 
der street.

Disclaims That Movement of Battle- 
ship Fleet Is In Any Way Dictated 
by International Forebodings--What 
Metcalf Has to Say 


Oyster Bay, N. Y., 
of the world-traveled rumor 
nheet of 16 
to be stationed in the ocean which sep- 
urates this country from Japun is prob- 
ably explained in an official statement 
made public at the executive offices 
bere. 

While not expressly stated, it is inti 
mated that the batileships may go to 
the Pacific iu the near future, but if 
they do it will be in furtheraiice only 
of a plan of routine naval maneuvers. 
Moreover, it is added that the matter 
of destination is undetermined and the 
fleet is quite as likely to be ordered to 
the Mediterranean or the South Atlan- 
tic as to the Pacific. 

In any event, the statemeut empha- 
sizes that no political significance is to 
be attached to the trip. and it is fur- 
ther made clear that the inference that 
friction between individual citizens of 
this country and natives of Japan has 
lnfluenced the government in the dispo- 
sition of its fighting sea force is not 
justified. — 

It is the policy of the navy department 
to get the battleships together occa- 
sionally for an extended cruise.  <Ar- 
rangements for such a cruise are now 
under way. They way or may not ma- 
ture by the coming winter. The offi- 
cial statement as given out by Secre- 
tary Loeb follows: 

“There is no intention of sending a 
fleet at once to the Pacifific. For the 
last two years the administration bas 
been perfecting its plans to arrange for 
a long ocean cruise of the battleship 
fleet, When a sufficient number of war 
ships are gathered. This crulse may 
possibly be to the Pacilic, but might 
possibly be only to the Mediterranean 
or the South Atlantic. It may possibly 
take place next winter, but. on the 
other hand, it may not be convenient 
to arrange it until later. In any event, 
after a few montlis the fleet will be 
brought back togetber to the Atlantic 
coast. 

“Whether the voyage is mude or not, 
whether the fleet stays in the Atlantic 
or goes to the Pacific, will be determined 
simply as a matter of routine in the 
management and drill of the navy. It 
is now part of the settled po.icy of the 
navy department, in its effort to keep 
the navy up to the highest point of ef- 
ficiency, always to keep the battleships 
together, maneuvering as a fleet com- 
posed of several squadrons, and it is 
desirable that this fleet should from 
time to time take a long voyage. is 

“The relations between the United 
States and all other powers never were 
more peaceful and friendly than at the 
present time, and if the fleet were sent 
to the Pacific the fact would possess 
no more significance than the further 
fact that three or four months later it 
would be withdrawn from the Pacific. 
Both would merely be part of the or- 
dinary routine of the naval administra- 
tion.”

Metcalf Makes a Statement 

Oakland, Cal., July 5.—Secretary of 
the Navy Metcalf, in an interview @re, 
confirmed the report that a Jarge part 
of the United States navy will be seen 
in Pacific waters nbext winter. Eighteen 
or 20 of the largest battleships will 
come around Cape Horn on a practice 
cruise and will be seen in San Fran- 
cisco harbor. 

‘Many false impressions have gained 
circulation about the movement,” said 
Metcalf. “I have held all along that 
there was practically no significance 
to this movement from a _ military 
standpoint. I might have stated before 
leaving Washington exactly what I am 
saying now, but I thought that as the 
news concerned the people of the Pa- 
cific coast today would be an appropri- 
ate time to announce the plans. 

“It is the policy of the navy depart- 
ment to keep the fleet in American wa- 
ters as much as possible. It is also our 
policy to keep as large a number of bat- 
tleships together as possible. We 
might as well spend the money in 
American ports as abroad. Inthe past 
we have sent squadrons to various 
European nations with less advantage 
than by keeping them at home. 

“I have planned this cruise around 
Cape Horn for the practice of tbe 
squadron. How long the ships will re- 
main here I cannot say. I can promise 
the people of Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco that they will see one of the finest 
naval spectacles ever witnessed in Pa- 
cific waters. 

“I hope the talk of Japanese troubles 
and of international differences may be 
dropped by the newspapers. There is 
nothing to produce any feeling except 
this talk of the newspapers.

AWAITS CHEMIST’S REPORT 


Medical Referee NotCertain of Cause 
of Mrs. Studley’s, Death 

Derry, N. H., July 5—tThat the 
death of Mrs. Annie H. Studley of Bos- 
ton, whose body was found Tuesday in 
Canobie lake, was due to some other 
cause than drowning, was disclosed by 
the autopsy which was held by Medical 
Referee Newell and his assistant, Dr. 
Fernald. 

The examihation by the physicians 
showed that no water had entered the 
pleural cavity, as would have been the 
case had the woman been drowned, and 
there was very litte water in the 
stomach, AW the organs of the body 
were found ‘to be in a healthy condl- 
tion. The only indication of an assault 
wis about the head, where contusions 
appeared about both the eyes, and at 
the top of the skull. About eight 
ounces of semi-fluid matter was found 
in the stomach, and this, together with 
the stomach itself, will be sent to a 
chemist for examination to determine 
whether any poison was used. 

Dr. Newell said that he was not pre- 
pared to state the cause of death and 
would not make any report until be 
had the result of the chemist’s ex 
amination. He added that the wound 
above the right eye was sufficient to 
have caused death. 

The examination showed conclu- 
sively that the woman did not breathe 
after entering the water, but whether 
the wounds on her head were due to 
falling on the rocks or to biows of an 
assailant, the officials were unable to 
determine. 


Burgiar Killed by Watchman 

Boston, July 5.—One of two robbers 
who entered the scrap iron and junk 
warehouse of Phillip Bloomfield & Co. 
at midnight was shot and instantly 
killed in a duel with the night watch- 
man, William Danita. In the ex- 
change of shots Danita received a bul- 
let in the left breast and is in a critical 
condition. The name of the dead man 
is unknown.

No Boycott on American Goods 

London, July 5—"The leading 
Chambers of Commerce assure we,” 
cables the Tokio correspondent of The 
Daily Telegraph, “that they never even 
entertained the idea of boycotting 
American goods.

Green Bush, Wis., July 5.—Judze

ecurt of Chicago, who is spending a few 
days here, says that he has received 
humerous requests for information 
relative to the report that John D. 
Rockefelier Lad requested permission 
to make a deposition in Massachusetts, 
justead of coming to Chicago to give 
personal evidence in the Standard Oil 
inquiry now under way before Judge 
Landis. 

The judge says that he has received 
no such request from Rockefeller. 
the contrary, be had sent the following 
messages to the United States marshals 
in the districts of New Jersey, 
York and Ohio: 

“I have received word that a sub- 
poena was, served on John D. Rocke- 
feller at Pittsfield, Mass., on July 3. I 
have also received the following mes- 
sage from Pittstiela, dated July 3: ‘I 
understand that a subpoena has been 
issued for my appearance at Chicago 
en Saturday. No-subpoena Is neces- 
sury. I will be there. Jobn D. Rocke- 
feller.’ You will therefore made no 
further effort to serve processes.” 


Rocketeller Off For Chicago 

Pittsfield, Mass., July 5.—Jobn D. 
Rockefeller, who was subpoenaed 
Wednesday, left here last night for Chi- 
cago, where on Saturday he will be in- 
terrogated regarding the affairs of the 
Standard Oil company in the federal 
court. tockefeller assisted several 
children staying at the home of his son- 
in-law, E. P. Prentice, to light fire- 
works during yesterday. 

It is understood that Prentice, in be- 
half of Rockefeller, notified the United 
States authorities at noon Wednesday 
that the head of the Standard Oil com- 
pany would accept service of the sub- 
poena. It is supposed that the attor- 
ney for the company in New York ad- 
vised Rockefeller to receive the docu- 
ment. 


Made and Lost a Fortune 

New York, July 5.—Francis B. 
Thurber, one of the organizers of the 
New York Board of Trade and Trans- 
portation, died yesterday, aged 65. He 
was born at Delhi, N. Y., and In his life- 
time became widely kuown As &@ mer 
chant, publicist and lawyer. He ac- 
quired a fortune as a wholesale grocer, 
but this was swept away in the panic 
of 1893. He was admitted to the bar 
when 57 years of age. 


Two Fighting Poles Killed 

Utica, N. Y., July 5—While celebrat- 
ing the Fourth at Yorkville a number 
of Poles began fighting, with the result 
that two of them are dead. The fight 
started in a saloon and the men were 
ejected by the proprietor. Hostilities 
were resumed In the street and later on 
the canal bank, where two of the par- 
ty were kuocked or thrown into the 
water and drowned. The police made 
12 arrests. 


Will Not Overcharge China 

London. July 5.—Replying in the 
house of commons to a question wheth- 
er the British government would fol- 
low the example of the United States 
and release China from the payment 
of all but the actual expenses incurred 
in the suppression of the Boxer upris 
ing, Foreign Secretary Grey said that 
the claim of the British government 
was based on the actual expenditure 
incurred. 


Searched Corsair For Pictures 

Venice, July 5.—The customs au- 
thorities of this port searched J. P. 
Morgan’s yacht Corsair, which is lying 
in this harbor, the government having 
been informed that a number of pic- 
tures from the Strozzi collection were 
concealed on board. The search, how- 
ever, was without result. The pro- 
tests of Morgan, who was on board at 
the time, were disregarded. 


Bullet Struck Woman In Back 

Clinton, Mass., July 5.—Pavolo Tir- 
mato, an Italian, was arrested, charged 
with assault with a dangerous weapon, 
and a rifle was found in his possession 
from which it is alleged a ball was 
fired, striking Mrs. Harry Thompson 
in the back while she was sitting at a 
window in her home. The woman will 
probably recover. 


Death In Tornado’s Wake 

St. Paul, July 5.—It is now.believed 
that at least 17 lives were lost in the 
storm which swept western Wisconsin 
Wednesday night. Numerous other 
persons were injured and much dam- 
age to farm property and to dwelling 
houses was reported. According to re 
ports received here, Oakdale was wiped 
out. 


Drove Team Into Train 

Clinton, Mass., July 5 —Gautimo 
Carluce and Philip Gregorint, Italians, 
were killed by a passenger train at 
Sheehan’s crossing. The men were 
driving In a carriage, and apparently 
The men had 
been In this country but a few days 
and had hired the team for a day’s out- 
ing. 


Child Killed by Automobile 

Boston, July 5.—George A. Mul- 
holland, aged 5, was struck and killed 
by an automobile driven by Joseph 
Donovan. The child left the sidewalk 
suddenly and darted in front of the 
automobile before the driver was able 
to stop his machine. No blame is at- 
tached to Donovan for the accident.

Englishmen are apt to forget 
these facts and be carried away by the 
idea of cgmmunity language and 
interests.”

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MONKEY HELPED TO. FISH. 


Accompanied His Master and Was 
Valuable In Landing Catches. 

For some years I lived in a small 
town not far from Frome, and, being 
very fond of fishing, 1 was able to in- 
dulge in my favorite pastime very of- 
ten, as the little river abounded in 
trout, and I had permission to fish 
about eight miles of it. 

The only boat on the lake belonged 
to a Captain C., who rented a large 
house with grounds coming down to 
the lake, and he very kindly allowed 
me the use of the boat at all times. 
~The captain was perhaps the finest fly 
fisherman I have ever seen, an enthu- 
siast at the sport, and was often to be 
seen in the boat, his page boy rowing 
him about.

LEGAL TENDER. 


The Status of Coin, Bank Notes, Gov- 
ernment Notes and Checks. 
Unless an agreement is made the on- 
ly payment known to the law is cash. 
Primarily cash is gold or silver. Gold 
is a legal tender for everything. Sil- 
ver coins (except the dollar) are a legal 
tender for the amount of $10 only and 
the minor coins, the five and one cent 

pieces, to the amount of 25 cents. 

There are many kinds of paper mon- 
ey. Only one can be used in making a 
legal tender in all payments, the notes 
issued by the United States govern- 
ment and commonly called legal tender 
notes. National bank notes are a legal 
tender to the government, but are not 
a legal tender in payment of a debt by 
one individual to another. 

A check is not an absolute payment 
of an obligation. It is no better than 
a note, and 9 note is not money. Most 
however, are settled by 
ebeck. The receiver bas a distinct duty 
to perform. He wust present the check 
Within a reasonable time to the bank 
on which it is drawn. Should he carry 
it in his pocket for several months and 
in the meantime the bank should fail 
he would be the loser.—New York 
Press.

Henry Hudson. 

Beyond the fact that Henry Hudson 
was English nothing is known of his 
birth. In 1607 Hudson sailed from 
London in a tiny vessel—the crew con- 
sisted of ten men and a boy—to discov 
er the Northwest passage. On this voy- 
age the navigator passed the eightieth 
degree of latitude. Two years later 
Hudson sailed for North America and 
discovered the Hudson river, up which 
he sailed 150 miles. In 1610 Hudson 
salled in an English ship named the 
Discovery and discovered Hudson 
strait and Hudson bay, where he win 
tered.

THE DELAYED STEAL 


Scientific Baseball Trick De- 
scribed by Expert Murnane. 


RUNNER TAKES WIDE LEAD. 


“A Wide Awake Lot of Players on the 
Bases Can Defeat a Team of Slug- 


gers,” Says the Famous Veteran 


Critic. 

By TIM MURNANE. 

The delayed steal was worked last 
season as never before until with sev- 
eral teams base running became one 
of the most important parts of the 
game, and it required a clever catcher 
to stop it even with sharp, accurate 
throwing. 

Ever on the alert, the runner would 
take the limit of ground off first. A 
throw to first would see him off for 
second, where he would beat the throw 
five times out of six. 

Then, again, the runner would hold 
his ground until the catcher had start- 
ed the ball back to the pitcher, when 
he. would dart for second. As the sec- 
ond baseman and shortstop were play- 
ing wide and deep, it was a race for 
the base, with the pitcher hesitating as 
to who would take the bail, with the 
chances all in favor of the runner land- 
ing safe. This play was also tried— 
and successfully—with a man on third, 
the runner making home as the ball 
was thrown to second base. The delay

men who were picked to take the ball, 
and while the basemen were sizing up 
the situation the base runners were 
making ground on either or both ends 
of the play. 

A wide awake lot of players on the 
bases, willing to take a chance, will 
defeat a team of sluggers in a season's 
play. Base running is the purest sci- 
ence of the game and the most pic- 
turesque department. 

The double steal, the delayed steal 
and the steal when the hitting is light 
is a hard game to beat and especially 
so if the throwing is not above the 
average. 

With base runners for opponents the 
strongest teams will have to keep a 
sharp lookout, for a fine base runner is 
more dreaded when he comes to the 
bat than the heaviest slugger in the 
business. 

Base running has been overlooked by 
too many baseball managers of the 
present time.

Cigars Will Be 
Rockier Than Rver 


Because there is a good deal of granite 
lying about, in and on the New England 
hills, there will, in the years to come, 
be more and more Copnecticut-filled- 
bound-and-wrapped cigars, says an edi- 
torial in the Boston Advertiser. Itdoes 
not seem likely, at first thought, but we 
have the word of Secretary Wilson of 
the department of agriculture, and it 
mustbe so. Some genius among the de- 
partment’s 2500 or so expert scientists 
has found that in some of the New Eng- 
land granite there is § p. c. of potasb; 
also, he has found a way to get it ont. 
Hitherto we have been paying large 
sums every year to Germany for a pot- 
ash supply, and much potash is needed 
in renewing ground—particularly tobac- 
co ground. 

Now it has been found possible and 
profitable to grind New England 
granite up for the potash and, says 
Secretary Wilson, ‘‘hereafter the Con- 
necticut valley will produce more to- 
bacco than ever.’’ On top of the re- 
port of the shortage of Havana cigars 
this is interesting, if not exciting. If 
the Havana shortage keeps on it may 
have wonderful outcome. The towns of 
Blandford and Otis, for example, may 
be smoothed off to the leve) of Chester 
and Becket, and the substance of their 
rock-ribbed hills may go up in potasb- 
tobacco smoke. And the Connecticut 
cigar will be rockier than ever.

Navy the Washington correspondent

the time the contractors have finished 
the hulls and fittings of the ships. 
Headway has even been made in the 
construction of the great guns for 
the two big 20,000-ton battleships, 
one of which will be built in Quincy. 
Orders for the forgings for these 
guns were placed two months ago 
with the Bethlehem, Midvale and 
Carnegie works. Some of these forg- 
ings already have been delivered at 
the Washington Navy Yard, where 
most of the guns are to be finished 
and assembled and much of the steel 
has been made at the army gun fac- 
tory at Watervliet, N. Y. 
SUBMARINE CONTRACTS. 


News come from Washington that 
the Navy Department will soon take 
up the details of the plans for the 
next submarines, which are to be 
built out of the appropriation of $3,- 
000,000. While the type will be that 
of the Octopus, there is a suggestion 
that the new submarines to be con- 
structed under contract at Quincy, 
shall be larger than the Octopus. 
The naval officers who observed the 
comparative trial of submarines in 
Narragansett Bay were of the opin- 
ion that there would be material ad- 
vantage derived from an _ enlarged 
Octopus, and it is believed that the 
dimensions should be increased by 
providing an increased diameter of 
two feet and increasing the length of 
the boat by ten feet. This would en- 
able the installation of mechanism 
which would add to the efficiency of 
the vessel, Such as increasing the 
submerged speed by one or two 
knots, contributing to her manoeuvyr- 
ing qualities and affording better 
facilities for handling torpedoes. 
The officers say there is plenty of 
room in the present submarines, so 
that those on board do not suffer any 
inconvenience in the way of restrict- 
ed space for moying about. 


Life insurance Activity. 


During the half year just ended the 
New York Life Insurance Company 
paid over $11,000,000 in death claims, 
and over $7,000,000 on matured endow- 
ments and tontines. Nearly $400,000 
was saved policy-holders by non-forfeit- 
ure provisions.

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THE STUDLEY MYSTERY 


Negro’s Story of ‘‘Demented Man” 
Has Failed of Confirmation 

Concord, N. H., July &—George 
Taylor, a negro bootblack of Lawrence, 
Mass., who was detained as a witness 
in connection with the investigation 
of the death of Mrs. Annie Studley of 
Boston, whose body was found last 
Tuesday in Canobie lake, was brought 
here by Deputy Sheriff Wheeler to con- 
front and, if possible, Identify a man 
arrested near Peterboro.

GREAT TRIPLE STORM 


Lightning, Hail, Wind and at 
Abnormal Rainfall 


LASTED OVER THREE HOURS 


Crops, Highways and Buildings In 
Portions of New Hampshire and 
Maine Suffer From the Tempest- 
Wires Put Out of Commission 


Boston, July 8—New Hampshire 
hills and valleys and the neighboring 
county of York, Me., were swept by a 
series of remarkable thunderstorms 
yesterday of a severity unequalled for 


years. No lives, so far as is known, 


were lost, but there were many of the 
barrow escapes so peculiar to the 
freaks of lightning and innumerable 
buildings were struck, five of which 
were destroyed. In addition to the dam- 
age to building property the cost to the 
state and towns for repairs to roads 
which were badly washed will be very 
heavy, while the hail and abnormal 
rainfall; with the bigh winds, did con- 
siderable damage to crops and trees 

The storms were unusual in their ua- 
ture. Following a heavy and steady 
downpour of rain Saturday night, the 
electrical disturbances commenced the 
earlier part of the forenoon. For 
nearly three hours and a half the light- 
ning was nearly continuous and the 
downpour of rain was of almost tropical 
violence. Before the valleys were 
searcely cleared of the first storm an- 
other of equal fury followed and this 
in turn was succeeded by another. 
Railroad trains were delayed by bad 
washouts, but no wrecks are reported. 

In Concord, N. H.. the streets and 
highways were badly wushed and 
strewn with branches of trees torn by 
wind and Iightning, but no houses in 
the city proper were struck. In the 
nearby town of Canterbury the houses 
and barns owned by Georg? W. Silver 
and John Moore were destroyed by 
fire started by lightning, cavsing 2 loss 
of about $6000. 

Derry and the Canobie lake district 
felt the full effects of the storms. The 
unprecedeuted amount of rain that was 
set loose after the electrical disturbance 
commenced at 7 o'clock in the morning 
sent the rivers and streans foaming 
down the valleys with full banks. 
Crops, roads aud property were dam- 
aged. 

In Derry lightning entered a bed- 
room near where Mr. and Mrs. William 
J. Kingsbury were sleepirg. but after 
circling the room, stripping the walls 
of picture mouldings, it entered a pile 
of bedding and started a fire which was 
extinguished before much damage had 
been done. In the neighboring town 
of Chester a barn owned by John A. 
Hazelton was struck by lightning and 
destroyed with Its contents. 

Portsmouth, N. H., was ¢emoralized 
by the tempest, as was the adjoining 
town of Kittery, Me. Several houses 
were struck, causing many small fires. 
Many people had narrow escapes and 
crops in the vicinity were hurt to a 
great extent. In Rye, N. H., the 
steeple of the First Christian church 
was struck and splintered. 

In Biddeford and Saco 
places throughout York county, 
the tempest raged with ereat fury. 
Three persons were stunned by the 
lightning and at least six houses snd 
numerous trees were struck. ‘Tele- 
phone and telegraph wires were made 
useless and for over half an hour there 
was practically a reign of terror.

Miss 
Baxter was swimming and when some 
distance from shore she began to sink 
and called for help. Funck swam to 
her assistance. He was pearing the 
bank with her when she gripped him 
In such a way that he could not help 
himself nor keep above water.

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Rockefeller Unable to Tell Much 
About Standard Oil 


CALLS THE TRUST A BLESSING 


Says Its Prosperity Is Due to Better 
Service to Public Than Others Have 
Given--in No Case Has It Wilfully 
Violated the Law 


Chicago, July 8.—Jobn D. Rockefel- 
ler, president of the Standard Oil com- 
pany of New Jersey, occupied the wit- 
ness stand in the United States district 
court while Judge Landis plied him 
with questions regarding the financial 


strength and the business methods of | 


the corporation of which he is the 
head. > 

Mr. Rockefeller was a very willlng 
and equally unsatisfactory witness. 
He was ready to tell all that he knew, 
but he said that be knew practically 
nothing. The net result of his examl- 
nation was that he believed during the 
years 1908, 1904 and 190%, the period 
covered by the indictments on which 
the Standard O!l company of Indiana 
was recently convicted, the net profits 
of the Standard Oll company of New 
Jersey were approximately 40 percent 
of an outstanding capitalization of 
$100,000,000. 

The investigation held by Judge 
Landis was instituted by him for the 
expressed purpose of determining 
whether or not the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Indiana, which was convicted 
of violation of the law, was really 
owned by the Standard Oii company of 
New Jersey; whether the Union Tank 
ine, Whose cars were used for the ship- 
ments made in violation of law, was 
similarly owned, and also to obtain an 
idea of the financial resources of the 
convicted corporation in order to in- 
flict a fine proportioned to the offense 
and the assets of the convicted com- 
pany. 

It, was stated by officers of the 
Standard Oil company of New Jersey 
that it owned the greater part of the 
stock of both the Union Tauk line and 
the Standard Oil company of Iudiana. 
Specific figures as to the exrnings of 
the parent corporation were given by 
Charles M. Pratt, its secretary. and 
they were close to the estimate given 
Ly Rockefeller. 

When Jobn D. Rockefeller was 
called be walked rapidly toward the 
witness stand. At the conclusion of 
the oath and in response to the usual 
question as to whether he would tell 
the truth, the whole truth and nothing 
but the truth, he bowed bis bead in af- 
firmation, and said: “I do.” 

The witness was questioned entirely 
by Judge Landls. He spoke with much 
deliberation, pondering his answers 
carefully before he gave them. Many 
of them were uttered in so low a tone 
that they were inaudible 10 feet from 
his chair. Before making any reply to 
the questions of the court, the witness 
almost iuvarjably fixed his eyes upon 
his attorneys as if waiting to see 
whether or not they desired to interpose 


objections. Once satisfied on this 
point, he answered promptly. 
Mr. Rockefeller said that he was 


president of the Standard O!] company 
of New-Jersey. but the position is 
purely honorary, and has been for the 
last eight or ten years, as he had not 
been rendering any service whatever. 

After the conclusion of the hearing 
the following statement was given to 
The Associated Press by John D. 
Rockefeller, as president, and John D. 
Archbold, as vice president of the 
Standard Ofl company: 

“Since the enactment of the inter- 
state commerce law in 1887 the Stand- 
ard Ojl company has most carefully 
observed Its provisions and in ro cas2 
has wilfully violated the law. It wel- 
comed the passage of the law and the 
principle of equity which was embodied 
in it. The old system of svecial rates 
and rebates was obnoxious and was 
never a source of profit to the company. 
The net rate paid for freight was al- 
ways used for a basis for the selling 
price In the markets and the consumer 
uniformly had the benefit of it. 

“Moreover, every shipper could se- 
eure such special rates and it was no 
uncommon experience for the Standard 
Oil company to discover that its com- 
petitors had lower rates than it was 
shipping under. 

“The assertion so often made by care- 
less and sensational writers and critics 
that rebates were the basis of Standard 
Oil prosperity is absolutely untrue. Its 
prosperity has come through its correct 
apprehension of the possible magnitude 
and importance of the petroleum bus!- 
ness, through its having provided bet- 
ter and more economical methods for 
doing the business than have its com- 
petitors and through a better service 
to the public in price and quality than 
others have given. 

“It has made the petroleum industry 
great; has held it for this country as 
tgainst foreign competitors, and, we 
assert, has been a blessing and not a 
bane to the country. Its downfall 
through any cause would bea national 
disaster.”

Paris, July 8.—It is stated in mili- 
tery circles that Major Alfred Dreyfus, 
former captain of artillery who was 
sentenced on a charge of treason to Im- 
prisonment on Devil's island, is shortly 
to retire from the army, accepting a 
pension.

ENMITY OF JAPAN 


European Diplomats Think That 
United States Is Acquring It 


——— 


ENGLAND IS EMBARRASSED 


Has an Anti-Japanese Question of 


Her Own to Settle-How Sending 
of Fleet to Pacific Coast is Viewed 


in Various Countries of Europe 


London, July 8.—The present tension 
between the Unlted States and Japan 
is exciting the keenest interest among 
all the European diplomats. None of 


them, however, believe that it will 
reach the stage of warfare, necause the 
heavy burden of debt Japan is carrying 
#s 4 result of her failure to obtain in- 
demnity from Russia forbids her em- 
barking on a similar costly enterprise 
in the next decade. It is recognized, 
nevertheless, that the United States is 
acquiring the enmity of Japan, which 
may prove a handicap in the event of 
trouble with any other power. 

Great Britain finds herself in an em- 
barrassing position also, because she Is 
obliged to- stand between her colonies 
and her ally in the matter of anti-Japan- 
ese laws. ‘The ‘Transvaal has just put 
into operation « law regulating the en- 
try of Asiatics, which applies to Indian 
subjects as weil as to the Japanese and 
the Chinese, and which compel§ them 
to submit to an examination and reg- 
igtry with thumb prints like criminals, 
whch is exceedingly irritating to them. 

Australia threatens further legisla- 
tion on the same lines. Alfred Deakin, 
the Australian premier, declares that 
the chief national question with which 
Australia must deal is the menace of 
the Inflow of Japanese labor. 


Peace Delegates’ Sentiment 

The Hague, July 8.—The sentiment of 
the delegates to the peace conference 
regarding the question that bas arisen 
between the United States and Japan 
is that the situation is unfortunate for 
both countries, 4s the original incident 
causing tension between the two coun- 
tries is disproportionate to the grave re- 
sults which may follow. The question, 
the delegates think, is likely to create 4 
hostile atmosphere, erdaugering their 
reciprocal commerce, to which tue for- 
mer friendly relatious had opeued vast 
fields. 

Although the sending of a fleet by the 
United States to the Pacific coast can- 
not be interpretated as a threat, it is 
generally admitted here that such action 
may give rise to a dangerous popular 
excitement which the administration at 
Washington might not be alle te con- 
trol. 

The Spanish representatives say 
that the United States hag pow found 
a bard uut to crack. The Russians re- 
mark that the predictions of Witte 
that the next war will be between 
Japan and the United States is ap- 
proaching realization. The English, 
French and Japanese delegates  be- 
lieve that the governments at Wasbing- 
ton and Tokio sincerely wish to reach 
an understanding and wil! vot be influ- 
enced by jingoism. 

Some of the Germans here are of the 
opinion that the situation may !cad to 
an American-German entente. 


Germans Think We Would Lose 

Berlin, July 8.—The conviction of an 
ultimate confilct between Jupan and 
the United States appears to be wide- 
spread in Germany. The newspapers 
agree that the ditficulty lies in the ques- 
tion of race, the enonomic antagon'sm 
of the Californians against the Japan- 
ese, and the constitutional impossibility 
of federal coercion. 

It is believed by many that the group 
of ruling statesmen in Japan sre pre- 
paring to fight the United States for the 
mastery of the Pacific, regardless of 
the San Francisco incidents. 

The strategists of the admiralty re- 
gard a naval war between Japan and 
the United States as the most interest- 
ing problem of the day. Careful studies 
that have been worked out are unfavor- 
able to the United States, because the 
American fieet, although cf grester 
power than that of Japan, would hav? 
to seek u fight in Japan’s home waters. 


The Feeling In Russia 

St. Petersburg, July %.—Develop- 
ments in the Japanese-American situa- 
tion up to the present have received 
surprisingly little attentior. in Russia. 
Public opinion generally refuses to be- 
lieve that the misunderstanding will 
lead to war. Still there ‘s no doubt 
that such ap outbreak of hostilities snd 
a series of Japanese defeits would be 
popular In Russia. The weightiest 
opinion, however, is to the effect that 
a Japanese-American war would be 
inopportune, as the Russian financial 
condition with respect to the army and 
navy is so disorganized that Russia for 
a long time will be unable to take ad- 
vantage of .an opening. 


‘For Japan, Now or Never"’ 

Paris, July 8—President Roose- 
velt’s decision to dispatch 2 fleet of 
warships to the Pacific has led the 
gore sensational newspapers in France 
to jump at the conclusion that the sit- 
uation is more delicate than sppears on 
the surface. This view, however, is 
repudiate@ in  responsib:e circles. 
Nevertheless, the possibility of com- 
plications was foreseen when France, 
two months ago, in the spirit of friend- 
ship tendered her good offices with a 
-yiew to having Japan and the United 
States conclude an arrangement cov- 


ering all questions rejating to the Pa- 
elfic, 

Tbe Soleil regards the San Fran- 
eisco Incidents as a mere cloak to the 
real issue, which it thinks may be 
traced to the determination of Japan 
to enforce ber commercial supremacy 
in the China and the Pacific seas. “For 
Japan, now or never,” it adds. “In 10 
years, when the American fleet's pre 
dominency is unchallengable and the 
Panama canal has been completed, it 
will be too late.” 


Japanese Diplomats Surprised 

Tokio, July 8—Contfirmation cf the 
report that a powerful batt'eship 
squadron would be sent te the Pacific 
has been generally received with calm- 
ness, though there is some surprise in 
certain quarters well versed in diplo- 
matic niceties. 

It is said the sudden change of pro- 
gram in the case of the Japanese train- 
ing squadron !ast January, When it 
was first Intended that ‘ts voyage 
should include San Francisco and 
other Pacific coast cities, was evidently 
in deference to the wishes of the Wash- 
ington government, made known to the 
Tokio authorities in an Indirect but 
uumistakeable manner. The change of 
route was decided on only a couple of 
days before the squadron sailed. It 
Was thought then that Japan acted 
wisely in avoiding a Course Which might 
have proved injurious when a strong 
auti-Japanese sentiment was prevailing 
in San Francisco. 

Though officially stated that the dis- 
patch of the battleships to the Pacific 
is not directed towards Japan, it is felt 
here that it is most inopportune when 
an attempt is evidently going ou to im- 
pair the iraditional friendship between 
Japan aud the United States. Although 
no apprehension is entertained here, it 
is thought it would be better to defer 
at this moment anything that would 
be open to the slightest suspicion of 
provocation, especially when a portion 
of the American public is thcugkt to be 
over-sensitive over the present state of 
the relationship of Japan and the 
United States, brought about by preju- 
dice against the Japanese in a section 
of the latter’s dominion 


Cabrera Negotiating For a Navy 

Mexico City, July 8—President Ca 
trera of Guatemala is negotiating for 
the purchase of a navy to meet the an 
ticipated attack of President Zelayas 
ot Nicaragua. It is learned from a high 
suurce that Cabrera had recently se 
cured $500,000 god on a forced loan 
aud that with this sum he will pur 
clase gunboats. Tne Nicaraguan teet 
‘n the Pacific waters consists of three 
«uuboats. She also has three gunboats 
on the Atlantic. 


Posse After Girl's Assailant 
Pittsburg, July 8—DBDlizabeth Metz- 
gar, 14 years old, daughter of a wealthy 
resident of West Newton, was as- 
suulted by a man for whom the authori- 
tes and three parties of citizens are 
low searching. One of the posses, 
headed by relatives of the girl, is heav- 
ily armed, and a lynching is threatened.

@aus and her condition is critical. 


Example ot Colossal ‘‘Nerve”’ 

San Francisco, July 8 —Mayor 
Schmitz bas made a formal demand up- 
on Auditor Norton for his full salary 
for the month of June and for the $300 
contingent fund allowed the mayor's 
oftice for July. The letter contains a 
warning against paying these or any 
uther sums upon the order of James 
L. Gallagher, the acting mayor. 


Famous Painting Ruined 

Paris, July 8.—A dismissed employe 
siashed with a knife Nicholas Poussin’s 
masterpiece, “Winter, or the Deluge,” 
tn the Louvre. When arrested the 
man said that his object was to attract 
attention to his grievance. It is feared 
that the painting, which is valued at 
several hundred thousand fraucs, can- 
not be repaired. 


Bold Robbery In Dublin Castle 

Dublin, July 8—A portion of the 
state regalia, valued at $250,000, has 
been stolen from Dublin castle. Th- 
tafe in which the regalia was kept 
was forced. The jewels stolen were 
those used in the ceremony of investi 
ture In the Order of St. Patrick. Sensa- 
tional developments are expected. 


Swimming Champion Lowers Record 

Paris, July 8—The annual interna- 
tional swimming race In the Seine was 
won by the English champion, David 
Billington, who covered the distance of 
more than seven miles in the record 
time of 2:18. Out of 19 competitors 
only eight finished, includiag the Eng- 
lish woman, Miss Johnson. 


Car’s Plunge Kills Passengers 

Clarksburg, Va., July &—Heavily 
laden with passengers who were enjoy- 
ing an outing, an open trolley car 
jumped the tracks just outside the city 
limits and crashed over an embank- 
ment, instantly kEllling two, fatally in- 
juring ove and seriously injuring nine 
others.

He had received the warrants for 
the state, county, water, sewer and 
park assessments and the aggregate 
is over $144,000, or $11,500 more than 
last year. This has to come from 
the taxpayers. In addition to this

ment. We have made loans of $200,- 
000 the past year for schools with 
$75,000 mere wanted for the Codding- 
ton. Payments of $20,000 must be 
made in addition to interest. The 
tax rate will not be less than $20 
per $1000. I warned you last year 
but you over rode my objections and 
increased the fire ani police force. 

During the passage of the annual 
appropriation order I again warned 
you, and have from time to time 
since then. It is easy to spend money 
but the day of reckoning must come. 
The money must be paid. Do you 
propose to still continue and add to 
the burden? 

The city can not employ its men 
more than eight hours per day. 
What is done by industrial firms to 
make up the half holiday by work- 
ing overtime on other days can not 
be done by the city. If the city was 
able he would have no objections. 

With the knowledge of these facts 
are you ready to put further  bur- 
dens on the city?

Probably twice as many 
will ride when they find carg at the 
gates ready to take them to all parts of 
the city. A loop line is almost imper- 
ative however, to supply all the cars 
needed at morning and night without a 
blockade or delay. Now, if 20 or 30 
cars are required at night to take the 
men home it will be difficult to find 
track room for them. Double tracks 
should be put in on Des Moines road. 
Soon a right of way or new Street 
might at small expense be secured 
from South street to Quincy avenue and 
then most of the shipyard cars could 
be sent by that route more directly to 
the relief of Washington street which 
with its single track is already con- 
gested. 


DELAWARE CLASS. 


Just how to refer to the new battle- 
ship in the absence of a name, has puz- 
zled the Daily Ledger. It has been 
termed a mammoth ship, a Dread- 
nought, the Fore River, etc. ‘‘There 
is no such thing as an American Dread- 
nought, nor is any projected,’’ said a 
distinguished naval officer to the Wash- 
ington correspondent to the Globe. He 
was referring to the two great 20,000- 
ton battleships, contracts for which 
have just been provisionally awarded. 

‘*The new sbips should be called ‘the 
Delaware class,’ for without knowing 
what the second ship is to be called, 
the first vessel of the kind usually fixes 
the name of the class, and Sec. Metcalf 
has christened number 28 Delawsre,'’ 
said this officer. 

The officer then pointed out the dif- 
ference between the English Dread- 
nought and the American Delaware 
classes, going into some details as to 
the plans for the latter, which it is not 
deemed politic by the navy department 
to make public, even at this late date. 
Generally stated, the salient points of 
difference are to be found in the ar- 
rangement of the armament.

AMERICAN POLICY 


To Concentrate Forces Where 
the Eye Can Detect Menace 


NO VIOLATION OF PRUDENCE 


——— 


Nations Hereafter Will Be Ready to 
Strike Before Signs of Diplomatic 
Rupture Appear--Japan Set Pace 
in War With Russia 


London, July 9.—The Daily Mail, in 


&n editorial article on the Japanese- 


American situation, says: 

“Around the immense arena of the 
Pacific ocean the embattled nations of 
the world are gathering as the na- 
tions gathered around the Mediter- 
ranean 2000 years ago. Careful ob- 
servers will universally agree that the 
great events of the twentieth century 
probably will be occupied with the rim 
of this vast saucer. 

“War between Japan and America is 
a'most unthinkable. We believe the 
intentions of the statesmen of both 
countries to be profoundly pacific and 
that the Incidents at San Francisco are 
not responsible for the movement of the 
fleet. 

“Japan commenced the war with 
Russia without previous declaration, 
by destroying half the Russian ‘fleet. 
Such a move was very effective the first 
time It was performed and henceforth 
no nation will wait for a formal decla- 
ration of war, but will be ready to 
strike while theré are yet no signs of a 
diplomatic rupture. 

“The cautious and wise statesmeu 
directing American policy are not 
Violating prudence in deciding to con- 
centrate their forces in the region 
where the eye can detect the menace of 
the obscure horizon.” 


To Make Personal Inquiry 

Washington, July 9.—YShe object of 
Director Ishii’s visit to the United 
States, according to advices received 
here, is to ascertain the accuracy of re- 
ports sent to the Japanese government 
by Japanese residents of San Fran- 
cisco and to make inquiry regarding the 
alleged discrimination against the 
Japanese subjects of the Pacific coast. 
He will be accompanied by S. Mori- 
moto, a prominent politician, who is a 
supporter of the present ministry. 
Upon their return to Japan the two 
commissioners will submit a report to 
the foreign office. 


No Desertions In Time of War 

Washington, July 9.—Admiral 
Brownson says he is satisfied that the 
Japanese admiral, Sakamoto, who is 
reported in The Hochi, a Japanese 
anti-governmental paper, to have ques- 
tioned the patriotism of American naval 
crews and the ability of the American 
naval officer, has been misquoted. Said 
Brownson: “While spurred on by a 
spirit of unrest or homesickness, sail- 
ors have sometimes left the American 
navy, they have always done so in 
time of peace. There Is no record of a 
bluejacket deserting in time of war.” 


Americans ‘‘Don't Talk"’ 

New York, July 9.—Admiral Evans 
was asked his opinion of the interview 
with Admiral Sakamoto, published in 
The Hochi, the organ of Count Okuma, 
in which the Japanese admiral said he 
did not think there would be war, be- 
cause the enlisted men of the Amer- 
ican navy would desert rather than 
fight aud that the American officers are 
good at dancing and other social diver- 
sions, but have neither the experience 
nor the patriotism to fight. Evans 
smiled. “We here, in this country,” he 
said, “don't talk.” 


Speedy Vengeance 

Hankow, China, July 9.—The govern- 
or of the province of Nganhwei was 
murdered yesterday at Nganking by a 
sub-director of police who was detailed 
to guard a number of officiais who were 
to attend the distribution of certificates 
at the police school. The assassin was 
seized and decapitated on the _ spot. 
Kefore he was beheaded he confessed 
that he belonged to the active revolu- 
tionist organization. No further dis- 
turbances have occurred. 


To Closely Inspect Steamers 
New York, July 9.—Fifty additional 
Inspectors of excursion boats have been 
nppointed for duty at this port. If the 
30 additional men are not sufficient to 
ensure against overcrowding of the 
vessels more will be appointed. The 
government, it is announced, proposes 
to have all excursion boats regularly 
inspected, and in instances of violation 
of the law officers and pilots of the 

steamers will be rigidly dealt with. 


Dreyfus’ Retirement Confirmed 

Paris, July 9.—Thbe report current in 
inilitary circles that Major Alfred 
Dreyfus, the former captain of arti!- 
lery who was sentenced on a charge of 
treason to imprisonment on Deyil’s 
isiand, was to retire, accepting a pen- 
sion, has been confirmed. The reason 
for this retirement is the ill-health of 
Dreyfus. 


Saloon Keeper Killed Barber 

Knoxyille, July 9—Ed Macklin, a 
barber, aged 25, was shot and killed 
by Edward McNew, a saloonkeeper, 
while the former was in the company 
of the latter’s wife. Macklin and Mc- 
New saw each other about the same 
time and each immediately reached for 
his pistol. McNew fired first and death 
eusued,

Chemist Found Opium In the Stom- 
ach of Mrs. Studley 

Derry, N. HL, July 9.—The presence 
of opium in the stomach of Mrs. Annie 
&. Studley, whose body was found in 
Canobie lake last week, was reported 
by Edmund R. Engell; the chemist to 
whom the contents of the stomach 
were submitted by Medical Referee 
Newell for examination. 

Angell found, besides the opium, 
only such food as would ordinarily be 
eaten for breakfast. He stated that he 
would mweke a more detailed examina- 
tion to determine the quantity of opium 
present. Angell said unofficially that in 
his opinion, unless the woman was in 
the habit of using drugs, the finding of 
the opium went far to strengthen the 
theory that she committed suicide. 

Angell also examined other portions 
of the body, and reported that he found 
absolutely no evidence that the woman 
had been criminally assaulted.

Mayor Tried to Check the Flood of 
Denunciation Uttered by Judge in 
Pronouncing Sentence For Extor- 
ting Money From Restaurant Men 
San Francisco, July 9—Eugene E. 

Schmitz, tbrice elected mayor of San 

Francisco, was sentenced by Judge 

Quentin 

penitentiary for extorting money from 


Dunne to tive years in San 


keepers of Freuch restaurants. Be- 
fore passing sentence the judge made 
Schmitz stand up before a crowded 
courtroom, while the judge scathingly 
denounced him as a rascal. ‘he audi- 
cuce cheered the condemuation of 
Schmitz aud threw hats and canes in 
the air. 

Dramatic incidents marked the sen- 
tencing of Schmitz from the time the 
case Was Called until the court was 
cieared. Then Schmitz issued a formal 
statement, protesting his innocence 
and asserting that he would be a can- 
didate for mayor this fall to seek vindi- 
caution at the bands of the voters. 
When Schmitz was last elected he ran 
us un independent labor candidate 
against a business man supported by 
ooth parties and all the newspapers. 

Schinitz is still subject to trial under 
four indictments for accepting bribes, 
and it is now thought that these cuses 
will not be pressed. 

When Judge Dunne called from the 
calendar: “The people vs. Eugene E. 
Sehmitz,” District Attocney Langdon 
und Attorney Fairall answered in uni- 
gon: “Ready.” 

Judge Dunne inquired of Langdon 
whether it was his present intention to 
proceed with the trial of the other four 
«extortion cases against Schmitz. The 
district attorney replied taat there were 
#0 many other cases ou the caiendar 
that he was unable to say at this time 
whether the four extorticu cases would 
be pressed or not. “But,” be concluded, 
“the prosecution has uo objection to 
the passing of sentence af this time.” 
Judge Dunne thereupon told Schmita 
to stand up. 

The large, black-bearded prisoner 
arose at the counsel teble. His face 
was the color of Ivory. His lips were 
pressed tightly together. He bent his 
eyes in a plercing glance on the judge 
und never once during the dramatic 
moments that followed did he drop 
them. His shoulders were thrown 
well back and he hel h:s head high. 

“Eugene E. Schmitz,” said Dunne, 
efter reciting the facts of his trial and 
conviction, “have you any cause to 
show why judgment should not be 
passed?’ 

“We have,” responded Fairal', and 
as he arose to move for a new trial the 
mayor sat down. Fatrall read briefly 
six grounds upon which a new tral 
ghould be granted. The motion was 
denied. Fairall excepted to the ruling 
and moved for an arrest of judgment, 
epumerating the grounds. This motion 
was also denied. 

The court then asked if the defense 
had any other cause to show. “No 
other,” was the reply. 

Judge Dunne, turning to Schmitz, 
who had again risen, said: “In pro- 
nouncing judgment in this case, the 
court has but very little comment to 
make. It can be said that the verdict 
of the jury in this case has a deeper 
significance than is ord‘narily attached 
to the finding of guilt. It is a message 
to all the people in the city of San 
Francisco that law and order are su- 
preme; that no man, however exalted 
his station or how strong and powerful 
the political, social and financial influ- 
erces which surround him, is above the 
aw. 

“Eugene E. Schmitz, you have hereto- 
fore occupied the highest office which 
the city of San Francisco can confer 
on one of its citizens. You were ele- 
yated to that position because of the 
confidence and trust reposed in you by 
the mass of the——” 

“I am here,” interrupted Schmitz, 
“to receive sentence at your bands 
apd not to be humiliated by a lecture 
which the newspapers can repeat in 
print.” Beyond pausing, Judge lbunne 
paid no attention to the Interruption. 

“You were elected to the position be- 
cause of the confidence and great trust 
reposed in you by the mass of the peo- 
ple. You have by your wilful criminai 
act, so a jury of your fellow-citizens 
has declared, broken that confidence 
and betrayed that trust.” Here Schmitz 
egain protested against the “lecture.” 
Dunne took no notice. 

“Therefore,” the judge continued, 
“it may be said that the penalty which 
the law permits In this case is insuf- 
ficient to meet the demands of justice. 
lt may be suggested, however, that by 
your conviction you will lose the re- 
spect and esteem of all good citizens 
and men; that you will suffer the bu- 
miliation of knowing that your career 
of hyprocrisy, duplicity and dishonor—” 

“] stand here as an American citi- 
zen to demand my rights,” interposed 
&chmitz. “I’m not asking any leniency 
st the bands of this court. I am pre- 
pared to receive sentence. I ask that 
your honor do your duty and pro- 
nounce it lunmediately and that I be 
not subjected to humiliation and de- 
grading remarks which the papers are 
copying and will print.” 


“It is not weusyal,” was Dunne’s re- 
ply. “for courts to be brought into con- 
tact with such brazen acts of effrontery 
as your’s in the present instance. It is 
tbe duty of the court in such cases to 
view the conduct of a convicted felon 
with patience and toleration, not to say 
pity. By your conviction you will lose 
the respect and esteem of all good men 
and citizens. You wili suffer the hu- 
miiation of knowing, J say, that your 
career of hypocrisy, duplicity and dis- 
honor has been exposed and that you 
stand, before those who believed in and 
honored you, morally naked, shamed 
and disgraced.” 

“I deny that,” cried Schmitz. “The 
people of San Francisco know how 1 
was railroaded through.” 

Judge Dunne resumed: “Morally 
waked, shamed and disgraced. It is in 
the knowledge of these things rather 
than In any mere term of imprisonment 
in a state penitentiary, that the full 
measure of your punishment may be 
found. It is the judgment of this court 
that you be confined in the state prison 
at San Quentin for a term of five years.” 

Then, as if in direct and contemptu- 
ous reply to the prisoner’s denial of 
public shame interpolated a moment be- 
fore, the big crowd turned loose its 
feelings in a cheer that rattled the 
windows and drowned the sharp rap- 
ping of the bailiff for order. 


Decision In Negroes’ Favor 

Washington, July 9.—The interstate 
commerce commission, in a decision tn 
the case of Georgia Edwards against 
the Nashville, Chattanooga and “St. 
Louis railroad, held that where a rail- 
road provides certain accommodations 
fer a first-class passenger of the white} 
race it is commanded by the law that 
like accommodations shall be provided 
for negroes who have purchased first- 
class tickets. 


Toid of Japanese Cruelties 

The Hague, July 0.—Prince Yi Tjying 
Chi, head of the Korean deputation 
that was refused recognition at the 
peace conference, delivered a_ lecture 
last night before the International 
Peace club. He strong!y stigmatized 
the horrors and cruelties practiced by 
the Japanese in the occupation of 
Korea and the club unanimously voted 
a resolution of profound sympathy with 
Korea. 


Shot Wife in Public 

Fredericton, N. B., July 9.—In the 
crowded waiting room of the Canadian 
Pacific railroad station at McAdam 
junction, Tom David of Lowell, Mass., 
sbot aud seriously wounded his wife. 
‘he couple were bound from Wood- 
ztock for Lowell, and while they were 
in the station David became enraged 
at something his wife said. The doc- 
tors believe the woman will recover. 


indictment of Teller Runyan 

New York, July 9.—Chester B. Run- 
yan, the defaulting teller of the Windsor 
Trust company, was indicted by the 
grand jury on a charge of grand lar- 
ceny. The case of Mrs. Laura Carter, 
in whose apartments Runyan was ar- 
rested, has not yet been considered by 
the grand jury. Mary Duncan, Mrs. 
Carter's negro maid, was arraigned and 
discharged. 


A Fifty-Mile Racing Track 

Berlin, July 9.—Emperor William 
has grauted provisional approval to the 
decision of the German Automobile 
club to construct at Eilfe!l a motor car 
race track 50 miles long und 30 feet in 
width, to be lald out over valleys, hills 
and bridges and around sharp curves 
and with other difficulties in order to 
render the course as natural as possible, 


Comet’s Brightness Increases 

Geneva, N. Y., July 9.—Observa- 
tions made by Dr. Brooks of the re- 
cently discovered comet show that the 
comet is rapidly growing brighter, be- 
ing now over three times brighter than 
at the time of its discovery.

SAN FRANCISCO EXPLOSION 


Bradley Recedes From Positive State- 
ment That It Was Caused by Gas, 
and Thinks Bomb May Have Been 
Used--Claims of Each Side 


Boise, Ida., July 9.—Part of the San 
Francisco depositions dealing with the 
Bradley explosion was read yesterday 
to the jury that is trying William D. 
Haywood for his life on the charge 
that he murdered Frank Steunenberg. 
The rest of the depositions will be pre- 
sented today. 

The reading began directly after 
court opened, with Messrs. Darrow and 
Borah alternating for their respective 
sides, and, although they pressed 
ahead as fast as they could, a_ follo 
ealeulation made at adjournment last 
night showed that much of today will 
be consumed by the affidavits. The 
depositions have an important bearing 
on the case. 

The depositions probably will fur- 
nish much material for contention when 
the trial reaches the argument stage. 
One objection from the state consti- 
tuted the sole interruption for the day. 
During all the rest of the time counsel 
for both sides seemed united in getting 
all the matter in the sworn statements 
before the jury. 

The state counted it a victory that 
Bradley had receded from his first and 
positive statement that it Was a gas ex- 
riosion and was prepared to believe 
that a bomb might have been used. 
Bradley's first statement was made be- 
fore he knew of Harry Orchard’s con- 
fission or any of the evidence placing 
Orchard in the vicinity of the house. 

The prosecution was also pleased to 
have it shown that Wyte Bradley was 
still inside the door when the explosion 
occurred and that particles of glass 
from the door, tibres from the rug out- 
side the door and pleces of stone and 
cement from the mosaic floor of the 
vestibule were blown into his face and 
body. It will be contended that this 
shows conclusively that the explosion 
was from the outside and it could not 
have been gas from the Inside of the 
house. 

The defense, on the other hand, ts 
satisfied that the depositions show that 
it would have been impossible for Or- 
ehard to reach the vestibule and place 
the bomb in the manner and time de 
scribed by Lim; that the evidence shows 
that a gas leak was the cause of an ex- 
plosion, and that Orchard’s testimony 
as to his movements in the rear of the 
bnilding when he says he poisoned the 
milk is shown by physical conditions 
to be unlikely. 

The delay caused by the length of the 
Bradley depositions may possibly de- 
fer the appearance of Haywood as a 
witness until Thursday. 


Telegraph Strike In Abeyance 

Chicago, July 9—Commissioner of 
Labor Neill and three members of the 
executive board of the Commercial 
Telegraphers’ union have started for 
San Francisco to investigate the teleg 
raplers’ strike. It was agreed  be- 
tween the companies and the union 
that all negotiations toward a settle- 
ment of the grievances, both in New 
York and Chicago, should be held in 
abeyance until Neill and the executive 
board could reach San Francisco and 
confer with the management of the 
telegraph offices there. 


Alleged Illegal Combination 

New York, July 9.—Acting on a peti- 
tion filed by Attorney General Jackson, 
Justice Platzek, in the supreme court, 
appointed R. B. Moffatt to take evi- 
dence based on Jackson's allegatiggs 
that the Postal Telegraph and Cable 
company and the Western Union Tele- 
graph company have formed an illegal 
combination to increase rates In New 
York and other states. The first hear- 
ing In the matter will be held on July 16. 


Land For Evicted Tenants 
London, July 9.—The house of com- 
mons last night passed the evicted 
tenants bill to a second reading by 315 
votes to 98. This bill was introduced 
by Secretary for Ireland Birrell on 
June 27, when_he drew a gloomy pic- 
ture of conditions in the west of Ire- 
land. “There are 2000 tenants to be re- 
instated, the government wants to 
make a clean job of it, and it must ae- 

quire land compulsorily,” he said. 


Dominican Treaty Ratified 

Washington, July 9.—Ratifications of 
the Dominican treaty providing for the 
settlement of the debt of Santo Do- 
mingo were exchanged :t the depart- 
went of state yesterday. The new 
treaty must now be proclaimed by the 
Fresident and it will then be in order

Increase in 
Metropolitan 
Assessments 
Almost Alarming 


The warning of Mayor Thompson 
comes too late to be of any benefit to 
the taxpayers of the city this year. 
Nothing can now be done to keep 
down the tax rate of 1907. Not only 
this year, but several years to come 
are very heavily mortgaged, and the 
day of reckoning is at hand. It Is 
not in the items of current expenses 
that make up the annual appropria- 
tion order, that a saving can be ef- 
fected, as it has been necessary to go 
to the limit every year. In that 
order it is only a question how the 
sum shall be apportioned and what 
receipts are available. 

The items which most effect the tax 
rate are those for maturing debt and 
interest, and also the State tax and 
assessments. The rapid increase of 
the city debt should be a matter of 
more concern to the taxpayers. With 
a debt of nearly $2,000,000 (in ex- 
cess if temporary loans are includ- 
ed) requiring over $80,000 annually 
for interest it is not surprising that 
the tax rate is large, and increasing. 

Then there should be a check on 
the Metropolitan assessments, and a 
change in the method of assessment. 
It is a mistaken idea that these large 
undertakings will cost the city but 
little. Quiney already realizes that 
the water and sewer assessments are 
large, and with the completion of 
the Metropolitan parkway the park 
assessment will jump. 

WATER AND SEWERS. 

The Metropolitan assessments for 
water and sewers since 1900 are given 
below. It will be seen that the city 
is contributing over twice as much 
for sewer as four years ago, and over 


four times as much for water as 
seven years ago.

The Metropolitan assessment for 
parks began in 1902 when $23,036.93 
was levied for the years 1900, 1901 
and 1902.

1905; $12,147.74 in 1906; and $12,- 
910.28 this year.

The State tax of Boston is larger 
this year than last year, and May- 
or Thompson and the City Council 
of Quincy should find out why the 
Metropolitan assessments are smal!- 
er.

$95,967.65 less than in 1906, while that 
of Quiney is $3,712.98 larger.

Haywood’s Counsel Tries to Show 
Mineowners’ Conspiracy 


CHARGE AGAINST M’PARLAND 


Attempt to Show That He Manufac- 
tured Evidence Against Accused 


Man Is Unsuccessful, the State’s 


Objection Being Sustained x 


Bolse, Ida., July 10.—The defense in 
the Steunenberg murder case yester- 
day charged that Detective McParland 
lias been gullty of an attempt to manu- 
facture testimony against William D. 


Haywood, but was unsuccessful In get- 
ting the basis and details of the charge 
Lefore the court and jury. 

Alva A. Swain, Denver correspondent 
of the Puevlo Chieftain, was called to 
the stand and questioned as to a con- 
versation he had with McParland in 
Denver last fall. Mr. Borah, for the 
state, objected to the conversation, on 
the ground that no foundation had been 
laid for it. 

Mr. Darrow, for the defense, who was 
examining Swain, explained that the 
testimony was offered for the purpose of 
showing that there existed a conspiracy 
between the mineowners and the Pin- 
kertons to secure a couviction and ex- 
ecution of the prisoner. “McParland 
approached this witness In an attempt 
to manufacture testimony,” he de- 
clared, “and I believe we have a right 
to show it.” 

Judge Wood said there was nothing in 
the evidence that furnished a proper 
foundation for the introduction of such 
testimony and sustained the state's ob- 
jection. The defense took an exception 
and said they would later make another 
attempt to secure the admission of 
Swain's testimony. Counsel for the de- 
fense are cvidently counting on reach- 
ing the matter through McParland 
himself, but it Is quite probable that 
the state will not call McParland as a 
witness. 

It is claimed by the defense that Mc- 
Parland told Swain that he had a letter 
from Harry Orchard saying that when 
Haywood paid him for the Vindieator 
job he took him to one of the Denver 
banks to draw the money and that 
when they came out of the bank Swain 
was standing at the door and saw 
them. It is said thai Swain told Mc- 
Parland that he could not remember the 
{ucident, whereupon McParland im- 
pressed him with the importance of it 
as evidence and significantly urged him 
to recall it and become a witness in the 
case. 

Detective McParland denies that he 
ever suggested anything improper to 
Swain. He says he got the letter as de- 
scribed by Orchard, who wrote that 
Swain was at the door of the bank on 
the day in question, there being a run 
on the bank, and that he believed 
Swain might remember seeing him. 
He says that when he went to see 
Swain the latter said that he would 
not tell whether he remembered the in- 
cident or not, and asked for another in- 
terview. McParland declares that he 
there dropped the matter and did not 
again see Swain. 

Allen F. Gul, formerly master me- 
chanie of the Tiger and Poorman mine 
and later city engineer of Spokane, and 
lis wife, Mrs. Gill, were also witnesses 
for the defense. They jointly related 
that Orchard attempted to sell them his 
interest in the Hercules mine in Febru- 
ary and March, 1899, which was just 
prior to his departure from the Couer 
d'Alenes, and Gill, who saw Orchard 
in Spokane a month before he killed 
Steunenberg, testified that Orchard said 
that It was because of Steunenberg 
that he lost his interest In the Hercules. 

Other than for the Interest and relief 
afforded by the introduction of the 
three witnesses named, the entire day 
was given over to the reading of the 
rest of the San Francisco depositions. 


New Postal Contract Necessary 

Washington, July 10—The North 
German Lloyd and Hamburg-American 
lines have informed the German postal 
administration that on Jan. 1 next they 
will terminate the present agreement 
relative to the maintenance of sea post- 
offices on their steamers, because the 
compensation allowed is not deemed 
eufficient. The companies, however, 
have made an offer of a rate at which 
they will continue the service. Post- 
master General Meyer will send a pos- 
tal official to Germany to make a new 
contract. 


King Pardons Colonel Lynch 

London, July 10.—King Edward has 
granted a full pardon to Colonel Arthur 
Lynch, convicted of high treason in 
fighting with the Boers and against the 
British forces during the Boer war. 
Lynch had been condemned to death, 
but this sentence was commuted to life 
imprisonment. Later Lynch was re- 
leased “on iicense,” which practically 
amounted to exile. He has since been 
quietly living incognito on the continent. 


Theft of Fine Portrait of Czar 

Berlin, July 10.—A valuable portrait 
of Emperor Nicholas of Russia has 
been stolen from the Berlin national 
gallery. ‘he theft was discovered at 
the hour of closing last night, when 
the guardians noticed that the frame 
which had hitherto contained the pic- 
tnre was empty. The stolen portrait is 
done In olls and represents the czar in 
4 brilliant nniform mounted on horse 
back at the head of his staff.

The 41 eadets who stood by the ship 
und made the trip up from New London, 
following the desertion of 35 of their 
fellows at that port on July 4, stand by 
the claims of the deserters almost to a 
man, and ma{ntain that food conditions 
on board the enterprise up to last Fri- 
day were well nigh intolerable. 

The Enterprise arrived in the inner 
harbor yesterday and is now anchored 
off South Boston. No visitors will be 
allowed on board the ship while she Is 
in Boston harbor, in pursuance with 
orders from the governor calling for the 
inouiry into charges by cadets that bad 
food was served to them. 


Steamer Passengers Swindled 

Portland, Me., July 10.—The police of 
Boston, Bangor and this city are in- 
vestigating the operations of a clever 
crook who has been swindling passen- 
gers on the Bostou-Portland and tbe 
Boston-Bangor steamer lines. A num- 
ber of cases have been reported where 
a young man has obtained loans of 
money in sums ranging from $5 to $20 
on practically valueless rings and 
watches and passed worthless checks. 
One young man, after loaning $5, dis- 
covered that he had been robbed of $50 
in cash and $200 in stocks

Filthy Dairies In New Hampshire

NO COUNTRY WANTS ISLANDS 


Pledge of Early and Complete in- 
EBidependence is Urged--Filipinos Are 
Capable of Working Out Their Own

gest to Its wembers and friends that!

urge upon those within their influence | 
an especially timely argument against | 
the continued and indefinite retention | 
of the Philippine islands. | 

The Immense and unprofitable bur- | 
den of these possessions has never, 
been felt more strongly than today, but, 
iu the popular apprehension that the | 
United States might have become in- | 
volved in war, It is now realized that 
thelr defense would demand an almost 
impossible military and naval force on 
the other side of the globe. The ab- | 
surdity of an enormous sacrifice of life 
and treasure to defend a_ territory | 
whose Inhabitants are discontented 
with their relation to the United States, 
a relationship which is deplored by the 
great majority of our own liberty-lov- 
ing citizens, has become patent. 

A sale to Japan has been suggested 
in many quarters as a method of escap- 
ing from the dilemma. But to sell 
8,000,000 people and their homes to any 
one Is clearly immoral and contrary to 
American principles. There is no evi- 
dence that Japan or any other country 
now wants the Islands. There is 
abundant evidence that the Filipinos, 
especially with the fate of Korea before 
their eyes, are bitterly opposed to a 
cession to Japan. The islands are clear- 
investment—unprofitable in 
peace, a dangerous burden In case of 
war. Our people want to be rid of 
them. How can It be done? 

There is one simple, just and prac- 
tieal method of relief for both coun- 
tries, which would turn a gage of bat- 
tle into a band of peace, and which we 
urge With renewed emphasis, viz: 4 
pledge of early and complete Independ- 
ence to the Philippines (not the limited 
sort foredoomed a failure, such as we 
gave Cuba) together with a “neutraliza- 
tion” by all the great powers, Includ- 
ing Japan. 

The secretary of war deplores the 
“chaos and excesses’ which he thinks 
might occur among the people if left 
to themselves. But it is clearly demon- 
strated th:t there is a large and influ- 
ntlal class of educated Filipinos who 
are able to guide their fellow-cltizens in 
They might re-estab- 
Iivh the government which, until de- 
stroyed by the armies of the United 
States, was successfully conducted un- 
der Aguinaldo’s democratic constitu- 
tion. They might deem an oligarchy or 
even a dictatorship better suited to the 
geulus and present needs of the people. 

There might, and probably would be, 
occasional disorder and disturbances 
for a time, but these could hardly equal 
he disorders arising from our attempt 
tc conquer the islands, and they al- 
ways accompany the struggle for free 
government. The republic of France 
rests upon a foundation built by many 
revolutions. Mexico, now so prosper- 
ous and orderly, had formerly a revolu- 
tion or rising almost every year. The 
United States waged for four years the 
greatest clvi] war in history. Our 
peace was broken by “chaos and ex- 
cesses; the commerce and Industry of 
the world were disturbed. 

Every people must work out its own 
salvation aud destiny according to Its 
own genlus. This Is the aspiration of the 
for them of the great majority of the 
people of the United States, tired of a 
trusteeship which assumes that fhe 
welfare of a people Is something other 
than that which they desire, and anx- 
fous to get rid of the costly and danger- 
ous burden?

BUT ONE SURVIVOR 


Party of Seven on Pleasure Boat 
Which Capsized 


WENT DOWN IN FEW SECONDS 


Large Amount of Ballast and Heavy 
Keel on Sloop Unable to Withstand 


Sudden Squall--Victims All Mem- 


bers of Prominent Families 


Bangor, Me., July 10.—Six young 
men of a party of seven were drowned 
in Penobscot bay late yesterday by the 
capsizing of the sloop Ruth E. Cum- 
nock. The victims were Harry Dugan, 
aged 18; Amos Robinson, 17; Raymond 
Smith, 19; Roy Palmer, 19; Frederick 
Kingwall, 19, and William Vague, 21. 

Of the purty all but Vague, who lived 
‘u South Brooksville, belonged in 
Bangor, and recently went to the Her- 
sey Retrent at Sandy point to spend 
the summer. They were invited by 
William J), Vague of South Brooks- 
Ville, an acquaintsnce of several of the 
party, to teke a sail in bis boat to Isles- 
boro. They inteuded to return in the 
evening. 

The sloop had reached a point off 
Castine when she was struck by a fierce 
and sudden squall and was capsized be- 
fore anyone could shorten sail or bring 
the sloop up in the wind. The water 
poured int» the bout as soon as the gun- 
wale weut under, and her large amount 
of ballast and lead keel sent her to the 
bottom of the bay within a few sec- 
onds, 

Laurent D. Hall, who is a_ strong 
swimmer, succeeded in clearing him- 
self from the foundering craft and 
made a gallant attempt to swim to the 
nearest point of land, miles distant, 
He battled against the tide and the 
rough water kicked up by the squall and 
was several times.on the point of giv- 
ing up the struggle. The accident was 
observed by the pilot of the tug Bis- 
mark, which happened to be in the bay, 
end the tux was able to reach Hall be- 
fore he succumbed. He was given 
stimulants on bourd and later was 
landed on Sandy point. 

The other members of the yachting 
party were either poor swimmers or 
could not swim at all, and gradmally, 
oue by one, they disappeared before 
help could reach them. None of the 
bodies has been recovered. 

When the squall struck the sloop one 
cf the Bangor men was at the wheel. 
Vague was engaged in attending to the 
forward ropes. The boat was consid- 
ered to be a safe one and the accident 
is attributed to the failure of the helms- 
man to bring her up into the wind 
when the squall struck. All of the vic- 
tims are members of prominent faml- 
lies and were widely known in school 
and colleg2 circles of this state. 


$5,000,000 Involved in Will Contest 
Washington, July 10.—An effort to 
break the will of John M. Clapp, who 
left an estate of $5,000,000, was begun 
in the district supreme court here when 
urguments attacking the jurisdiction of 
the local courts to settle the estate 
were heard. Mrs. Francls C. Hall, 
daughter of Clapp, contends the estate 
should be administered in New York. 
Clapp’s widow argues that the case 
should be settled here. Justice Wright 
took the matter under advisement. 


Used Decayed Fruit to Cheat 

Baltimore, July 10—A sentence of 
two years in jail and a fine of $10,000 
was imposed upon John H. Seward of 
the fruit importing firm of J. H. Seward 
& Co. of this city. Seward pleaded 
guilty to the charge of defrauding the 
government by Increasing the weight 
o* decayed fruit on which there was a 
refund duty of 1 cent a pound. Seward 
is belleved to have defrauded the gov- 
ernment out of more than $180,000 
during the past four years. 


Agreement Does Not Suit France 

Paris, July 10.—The government 
has made its first examination of the 
tariff agreement between France and 
the United States which Ambassador 
Jusserand brought back with him to 
Paris and the impression created is de- 
cidedly unfavorable. It Is almost cer- 
tain that france will conclude that 
the tariff concessions asked for by the 
United States are entirely out of pro- 
portion to what she offers.

HEALTH 
DISTRICTS 


The Governor 
To Appoint 
Inspectors 

To Go Over State 


Where Quincy is put. 

At the meeting of the state board 
of health Tuesday they approved a 
districting of the state in 15 districts 
for health inspection under the law 
passed at the last session. Suffolk 
county is a district by itself. The 
four western counties make three dis- 
tricts, but these are the only in 
stances in which county lines are 
drawn. In the eastern part of the 
state generally they are utterly dis- 
regarded and the principle of district- 
ing was convenience of travel and the 
accumulation of capital. Districts 
vary in population from 38,000 in the 
Cape and island district to 652,360 in 
Suffolk. Quincy is put in District 
No. 4, which is named the Norfolk 
and North Bristol and has a popula- 
tion of 176,000. Milton, Holbrook, 
Avon, Braintree, Dedham and _ the 
most of Norfolk county are in the 
same district, but it includes also 
Taunton and the towrs lying noith 
and west in Bristol eounty, and iiaek- 
stone in Worcester co :iuly. Wey- 
mouth, Hingham and Hull are put in 
District No. 3, which bas a popia-a- 
tion of 131,500 and mostiy com- 
posed of Plymouth county, With 
Brockton as its main ee. te of ,op- 
ulation. 

According to the law establishing 
the districts each inspector must be a 
“practical and discreet person, learn- 
ed in the science of medicine and 
hygiene. The term is five years; the 
appointment is by the governor, with 
the advice and consent of the council, 
and the incumbents are liable to re- 
moval at any time by the governor 
and council. The duties of the office 
are thus set forth: “Every state in- 
spector of health shall inform him- 
self respecting the sanitary condition 
of his district, concerning all influ- 
ences dangerous to the public health 
or threatening to affect the same; he 
shall gather all information possible 
concerning the prevalence of tuber- 
culosis and other diseases dangerous 
to the public health within his dis- 
trict; shall disseminate knowledge 
as to the best methods of prevent- 
ing the spread of such diseases and 
shall take such steps as, after con- 
sultation with the state board of 
health and the local state authori- 
ties, shall be deemed advisable for

their eradication; he shall inform 
himself concerning the health of all 
minors employed: in the _ factories 


within his district,-and, whenever he 
may deem it advisable or necessary, 
he shall call the ill health or physical 
unfitness of any minor to the atten- 
tion of his or her parents or em- 
ployers and of the state board of 
health.” These inspectors shall be 
under the general supervision of the 
state board of health, shall keep re- 
cords, make annual reports, and en- 
force the sanitary laws relating to 
factories. The governor, with the 
advice and consent of the council, 
shall establish their salaries, and the 
act appropriates $25,000 for salaries 
the first year and $5000 more for 
other expenses, thus making an 
average salary of $1666. Experts on 
sanitation may be employed.

The steamer “Everett,” the first of 
the three colliers being built by the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Co. for the 
New England Gas and Coke company 
of Boston, for the coal carrying trade, 
was successfully launched this morn- 
ing in the presence of a large and 
enthusiastic gathering of officials of 
the Gas and Coke company and their 
friends as well as a large gathering 
of workmen. Miss Mariam Boynton 
daughter of Mayor Boynton of Everett 
was the sponser for the vessel which 
bears the name of that city. Her 
Maids of Honor were Miss Gertrude 
Woolner of Everett, Miss Helen F. 
Noon of Everett, Miss Jessie E. Hen- 
derson of Everett, Miss Flora G. Evy- 


erest of Everett, and Mrs. Allan O. 
Hancock of Everett. 
The guests for the launch came 


from Boston on a special train which 
left the South Terminal at 9.50 o'clock 
and which was run to East Braintree, 
from which point it was taken to th: 
works over the private track of the 
Fore River Co. landing the party with- 
in a few feet of the launching stand 
that had been erected about the bow 
of the vessel. 

The guests were received by Presi- 
dent Bowles of the company, who 
presented Miss Boynton with a mas- 
sive bouquet of American Beauty 
roses and escorted her to the launch- 
ing stand, which was gaily decorated 
with the national colors.

But it is a fact, if allowance be 
made these fundamental condi- 
tions, that the New Haven system has 
vastly more to show today in the 
way of railroad progress and equip- 
ment than has the Boston & Maine. 
One system has increased its loco- 
motives by nine per cent in five years, 
while the other has increased by 
twenty-three per cent. In freight cars 
the Boston & Maine added less than 
five per cent to its number in the 
same period that the New Haven 
added almost fifty per cent, an in-

Moyer said that he got his first knowl- 
edge of the crime from the Denver 
newspapers and denied that he had ever 
discussed any kind of criminal act with 
Orchard or anyone else, or that he had 
ever given Orchard a cent, except for 
expenses on the trip Orchard made to 
Ouray as a bodyguard for Moyer. The 
witness said that he had no personal 
feeling of hostility for Steunenberg 
and there were no circumstances that 
would make him desire the life of John 
Neville, whom Orchard testified Moyer 
wanted killed. 

Moyer was under direct examination 
from shortly after 10 o'clock in the 
morning and until a few minutes before 
4 o'clock, and most of this time was 
tuken up with a recital of the witness’ 
connection with the Federation of 
Miners. 

Only one important clash marked the 
relations of counsel during the day.

District Attorney Puts Probe to Work 
on Boston Common Councilmen 
Boston, July 11.—The Post says: As 

a preliminary to presentation of the 

matter before the August grand jury, 

When the case is to be handled by Dis- 

trict Attorney Moran in person, he has 

directed his assistant, Mr. McGettrick, 
to begin a thorough inquiry into the 
rumor that money was used with

The specific allegation that one mem- 
ber claimed to have been offered $600 
for his vote In favor of the measure is 
what started the district attorney to 
action, and The Post was informed last 
night that the prosecutor will ferret to 
the utmost to establish either the truth 
or the falsity of the accusation against 
city officials and contractors alleged 
to be In rumored bribery or attempted 
bribery. 

Lieutenant Lee, alded by a staff of 
reliable officers, and accompanied by a 
stenographic corps, headed by Moran’s 
private stenographer, Mullen, have 
started to call upon every one of the 
75 members of the common council and 
prepare complete transcripts for the 
examination of the district attorney. 
Lee began his work last night. No 
intimation .of the results will emanate 
from any official source till the in 
quiry Is completed, and then, according 
to the district attorney, any  bribe- 
giver, offerer or taker will go to jail if 
it is possible to bring such an eventual- 
ity to pass. 


Funeral Dispersed by Fire 

Monmouth, Me. July 11.—Fire, 
which destroyed two small wooden 
buildings here, dispersed a _ funeral 
party, prostrated two persons and 
threatened to obliterate the business 
section. The storehouses of S. K. 
Blake and Simon Clough were the 
buildings burned.

THE KING MAKES SPEECHES 


Expresses Thanks For Welcome to 
Himself and Queen--Prosperity of 
the Emerald Isle an Object Very 
Near to Both Their Hearts 


Dublin, July 11.—The first day of the 
visit to Ireland of King Edward and 
Queen Alexandra was a great success. 
The weather was fine and the city gave 
the sovereigns an enthusiastic and 
royal reception. Both wore the national 
color of Ireland, the king a green neck- 
tie and the queen a moss green and 
mauve toque. 

The king delivered brief speeches at 
the various functions of the day, in 
which he expressed hls grateful thanks 
for the warm reception accorded him- 
self and the queen and congratulated 
the country upon the progress and pros- 
perity indicated In the exhibition.. He 
said his stay must be briefer than he 
could have wished, but he intended to 
wake the most of it, the prosperity of 
country and the happiness and content- 
ment of the people being objects very 
near to the hearts of both himself and 
the queen. 


The king and queen arrived here 
from Kingstown yesterday afternoon. 


After visiting the exhibition they 
passed in procession through the streets 
of Dublin to the vice regal lodge, and 
everywhere dense crowds of people ac- 
corded them a hearty reception. 

The Parl of Aberdeen, lord Lieu- 
tenant of Ireland, and his countess 
gave a garden party at the lodge in 
honor of the king and queen. Invita- 
tions had been sent out broadcast and 
consequently thousands had an_ op- 
portunity to see the king and queen. 

After this function the royal pair re- 
turned to ‘Kingstown in a motor car, 
being greeted everywhere with hearty 
demonstrations of good will. They 
went on board the royal yacht Victoria 
and Albert in Kingstown bay at 6:30. 
The warships and shipping in the bay 
were beautifully illuminated last night. 

Lord Tweedmouth, by command of 
King Edward, has written a letter to 
the Earl of Aberdeen, telling him to ex- 
press to the Irish people “his majesty’s 
and the queen’s most warm and appre- 
ciative gratitude for the very hearty 
and enthusiastic reception given them 
by so many Irishmen and Irish wo- 
men.” 

A curtots rumor Is current here to 
the effect that the portion of the state 
regalia, valued at $250,000, which was 
stolen from Dublin castle recently and 
for the return of which the government 
has offered a reward of $5000, was re- 
moved by an important official of the 
Order of St. Patrick, who has disap- 
peared. 


Congo People For Annexation 

Brussels, July 11.—Premier de Troos 
announced in the chamber of deputies 
that as an outcome of the govern- 
ment’s notification of its intention to 
propose to the chamber the annexation 
of the Congo Independent State, the 
authorities of that state had requested 
the immediate opening of negotiations, 
and that to this end they would appoint 
four commissioners to meet a commit- 
tee from the Belgian parliament. The 
premier added that as soon as the com- 
niissioners had drawn up the bill of 
annexation parliament would be con- 
voked. 


Dry Dock Dewey Closely Watched 

Manila, July 11—The authorities are 
closely watching the great dry dock 
Dewey at Olongapo. There have been 
unsubstantiated rumors that explo- 
sives were recently found on the Dew- 
ey. It is known that a set of plans 
of the dry dock was stolen several 
weeks ago. The Pacific destroyer flo- 
tila has been ordered from Cavite to 
Olongapo for what will probably be a 
long stay. All the vessels will be put 
la first-class condition.

All That Admiral Yamamoto 
Sees In Pacific Squadron 


WAR TALK IS UNNECESSARY 


Sensational Press of Two Countries 
Largely to Blame For It--Japanese 
Calls on Bob Evans and Between 


Them They. ‘‘Declare Peace’’ 


New York, July 11—Admira! Baron 
dis- 
tinguished naval officers, is the guest 
of New York. 
suite arrived in New York from Eng- 
land on the steamer Carmania and Will 
remain here until July 15. The admiral 
is accompanied by a suite of half a doz- 
€u uaval officers. 

The admiral’s first day in New York 
Was a busy one, but he accomplished 
little. He was interviewed by half a 
hundred reporters, Lad his photograph 
taken a score of times, received visits 
from Major General Grant, Rear Ad- 
miral Evans, Captain Adams, acting 
commandant of the New York navy 
yard, and a number of other military 
and naval men, took a long automobile 
ride and dined quietly at the Claremont 
with the members of his party. 

In his interviews the admiral depre- 
cated the war scare which has recently 
appeared in both Japan and America. 
He said that no small incident could 
break the friendship which has existed 
for sO many years between Japan and 
the United States. He thought the 
sensational press of the two countries 
largely to blame for the war talk. As 
to the proposed transfer of the great 
Atlantic battleship squadron to the Pa- 
cific, that was a matter solely for the 
American government to decide and one 
that did not interest him in the least, 
except in that it was a novel naval ex- 
periment. 

Admiral Yamamoto took occasion to 
deny that on his return to Japan he 
would become the leader of the Progrés- 
sive party. He sald that he bad served 
in one cabinet—he was minister of ma- 
rine during the war with Russia—aund 
that he had no desire to have anything 
whatever to do with politics. 

Rear Admiral Evans, who is an old 
friend of Yamamoto, called on him dur- 
ing the afternoon and the two sailors 
had a long chat together. After the 
visit Evans said they had settled the 
whole matter of war between America 
and Japan and had declared peace. 
Yamamoto, be said, agreed with him 
that war talk was all nonsense. 

“It is absolutely silly to talk about 
war between the two countries,” said 
Evans. “There isn’t any more reason 
why we should fight Japan than there 
is any reason why we should fight Italy 
because of Italian outrages in this 
country, or that the Chinese should 
declare war on us because some 
hoodlum hurls a brick through a laun- 
dry window.” 

Admiral Yamamoto will return 
Evans and Adams’ calls at the Brook- 
lyn navy yard today. Later he will 
be given a luncheon at the Holland 
house, where he is staying, by the 
Japanese society, and in the evening 
he will be tendered a dinner at the Un- 
jon League club. On Friday he will 
go to Oyster Bay and will lunch with 
President Roosevelt. On Saturday the 
party will go to Philadelphia and will 
visit the Cramps’ yards and shipyards 
at Camden, returning to New York in 
the evening. On Sunday the admiral 
will lunch with General Grant at Gov- 
ernor’s island and spend the rest of 
the day in sightseeing.

[RETRACTS HER STORY 


Miss Brennan Told of Shooting Bur- 
nap to Save Trouble For Her Lover 

Worcester, Mass., July 11.—A! new 
mystery was added to the Lake Quin- 
sigamond tragedy, in which Charles A. 


Burnap was shot through the heart, it 
is alleged, by Mary Brennan, when it 
was learned that another woman prob- 
ably figured in the case. George W. 
Dewsbury’s story leads to the belief 
that a woman was thrown into the lake 
near the spot where Burnap was shot. 
Following the arraignment of Miss 
Brennan on a charge of manslaughter, 
the detectives turned their attention 
to the new phase of the mystery. The 
girl prisoner was held In $1000 bail, 
and was unable to furnish it. She 
pleaded not guilty. Miss Brennan is 
21 years of age. 

Miss Brennan yesterday afternoon 
retracted her story that she shot Bur- 
nap accidentally and told the state of- 
ficers that she told that story to shield 
her lover, Frank Kelly, a young spe- 
clal officer of the town of Shrewsbury, 
who would get into trouble if it was 
known he was at the Lily Pond house 
with her at the time of the shooting. 

She told the officers a story, which 
Was corroborated by Kelly, on which 
the officers have been searching 
George W. Phipps, proprietor of the 
Lily Poud house. She said she saw 
Phipps ieave the house with his re- 
yolver and heard six shots fired outside 
directly afterward. This was at 12:30 
Tuesday morning.

What ever your choice 
may be of mountains or sea there was 
no mountain that ever kicked up its 
heels as does the sea at unexpected 
times. He said that the launch’ was 
an event of great importance to the 
financial interests and to the .state. 
It has to do with one of the most im- 
portant articles of commerce. It was 
important to his city, a pride tohis 
city and the whole state. While mil- 
lions were invested in railroads, but 
a small amount was invested in water 
ways. We of Everett have a direct 
personal interest in their support. 
There was no place in New England 
more favorable for manufacturing 
purposes than Everett. He then 
spoke of the improvements needed to 
Boston harbor and the Mystic river. 
He hoped that the young men of 
Everett would not forget this. 


President Bowles then spoke on 
his pet subject, the merchant marine, 
and said that he would be glad to 
build colliers named for every town 
in the state, including Newton and 
Newtonville. He then introduced 
Congressman Weeks of Newton. 

Congressman Weeks said that he 
had more than an ordinary interest 
in President Bowles and President 
Richards’ President Bowles was in 
his class and was the youngest man 
ever made Rear Admiral. Mr. Rich- 
ards illustrates the fact that when a 
man is wanted for an important posi- 
tion they go to Newton. He 
young man but successful in 
field.

We have ceased to the 
deep sea sailor, and it is necessary 
to go into the farms to get recruits, 
If we had a large fleet we could get 
men from them for the auxiliary 
cruisers. There was great need of a 
auxiliary and naval reserve. He be- 
lieved that this would soon be recog- 
nized and something done. We are 
doing much for our water ways. A 
large appropriation was made by the 
last Congress for Boston harbor 
the Mystic river. 

Alderman Berwin of Boston, repre- 
sented Mayor Fitzgerald of Boston, 
and spoke of his interest in a bigger, 
better and busier Boston.

IN HIS OWN DEFENSE 


Haywood Gives Testimony In 
Steuneuberg Murder Case 


DENIES STORY OF ORCHARD 


Not Concerned In Plots to Kill or 
Explosions--Met Accuser Only In 
Ordinary Course of His Relatons 
With Miners’ Federation 
Boise, Ida., July 12.—William D. 


Haywood took oath yesterday as a wit- 


ness in his own defense, and in a 


lengthy narrative of his life and work 
as a leader of his fellow-miners denied 
guilt of the murder of Frank Steunen- 
berg and the manifold crimes charged 
against him by Harry Orchard. 

Haywood was pale and _ trembled 
with nervousness when he left the 
table of his counsel and walked to the 
witness stand. When he began to re- 
spond to Mr. Darrow’s questions his 
yolce was low and somewhat uncertain, 
but within 10 minutes he had regained 
his composure and for the rest of the 
afternoon Haywood was master of his 
As he told of his boyhood, 
that began with toil at the age of 9, and 
gave the history of his family, his in- 
valid wife, who sat just to the left of 
the witness stand, began sobbing soft- 
ly. His mother-in-law and her nurse 
soon comforted the wife, however. 

Haywood's testimony was chiefly 
characterized by positive denials of al- 
legations made against him by the 
prosecution. He denied that he met 
Orchard until some time after the Vin- 
dicator explosion; denied that he sent 
Orchard back to Cripple Creek to blow 
up the Independence station; denied 
participation in the Lyte Gregory mur- 
der, and denied suggesting or discuss- 
ing the Steunenberg murder. He 
swore that he never gave Orchard any 
money at apy time or at any place, for 
any purpose. He declared that he 
hever made a threat against Steunen- 
berg, whom he regarded only as he did 
any politician who was swayed by 
capitalistic influence. 

He told of a number of occasions 
when he met Orchard in Denver in the 
ordinary course of his relations with 
the federation and George A. Petti- 
bone, and said he saw Orchard for the 
last time in August, 1905, when Or- 


chard told him he was going to Alaska. 


Haywood said he then chided Orchard 
for deserting his wife at Cripple 
Creek. The direct examination had not 
reached the connection of Jack Simp- 
kins and the action of the federation af- 
ter Steunenberg was murdered when 
adjournment came. 

The state completed the cross-ex- 
amination of Charles H. Moyer at noon, 
and in dealing with his testimony di- 
rected its strongest attack aguinst the 
circumstances under which the federa- 
tlon, at the suggestion of Jack Simp- 
kins, came to the relief of Orchard when 
arrested for killing Steunenberg. 


Arbitrator’s Decision Rejected 

Detroit, July 12.—The Longshore- 
men’s Marine and Transport Workers’ 
association, in biennial session, voted 
unanimously to reject the findings of 
President Gompers of the American 
Federation of Labor, who acted as ar- 
bitrator in the controversy with the 
Lake Sé¢amen’s union over the title of 
the International Longshoremen, Ma- 
rine and Transport Workers. ‘The 
Lake Seamen’s union contended that 
the longshoremen had no right to use 
the words “marine and _ transport 
workers” in their title and Gompers, as 
arbitrator, found in their favor. 


Wanted In Many Cities 

Binghamton, N. Y., July 12.—W. C. 
Lambreth, son of the dean of Union 
college, was taken from this city on 
extradition papers granted by Govern- 
or Hughes by Sheriff Shean of Kala- 
mazoo, Mich., where he is wanted on 
four charges of forgery. The authori- 
ties of Newport, R. I., sent a warrant 
here and sought to extradite him to 
that place, where he is wanted on six 
forgery charges. The authorities of 
Bradford, Pa., also want him on the 
same kind of a charge. 


Leach Made Mint Director 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 12.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt has appointed Frank A. 
Leach director of the mint, to succeed 
George E. Roberts, who resigned to 
accept the presidency of the Com- 
mercial National bank of Chicago. 
Leach is at present superintendent of 
the San Francisco mint. He will as- 
sume his new duties at Washington 
some time this month. 


On Strike Since February 

Havana, July 12.—A conference was 
held here of the members of the cigar 
manufacturers’ combine and the inde- 
pendent firms for the purpose of ar- 
ranging a settlement of the strike of 
the cigarmakers who went out last 
February, denianding the payment of 
their wages in American instead of 
Spanish money. No definite decision 
was reached. 


Japs Gave Authorities the Slip 

Washington, July 12.—Fourteen Jap 
anese laborere who, under the labor 
laws, are not permitted to land in this 
country, evaded the authorities in Phil- 
adelphia and are at large somewhere 
in the United States. The men were 
part of the crew of the ship Erskine 
M. Phelps, from Hawaii. ‘They dis- 
appeared after being paid off in Phila- 
delphia. 


“GUIDA” IN POVERTY 


Famous Novelest Lived In Luxury 
Up to Couple of Years Ago 

London, July 12.—The appearance of 
the name of the English novelist, Ouida, 
(Louisa De La Ramee) on the new list 
ef civil pensions for literary merit oc- 
casioned some surprise here. In- 
quiries were at once made concerning 
the novelist’s circumstances, and from 
them it turns out that the pension of 
$750 a year granted by the government 
is a greatly needed benefaction. 

Until a couple of years ago Mile. De 
La Ramee lived at Lucca, Italy, in lux- 
ury. As a result, however, of her com- 
plete ignorance of the value of money, 
her resources dwindled until she was 
reduced to a state of absolute poverty, 
being sometimes actually in want of 
food. Latterly she has been living ina 
milkman’s squalid cottage at Massa- 
rosa, eight miles from Lucca. 


Fort Grebie Repulses the ‘‘Enemy’’ 

Newport, R. I., July 12.—Foggy 
weather aided the fleet of the “enemy” 
in advancing upon the fortifications 
from the harbor last night in the mimic 
warfare. The fleet approacbed within 
400 yards of Fort Greble before being 
discovered. Immediately the fort be- 
gan a bombardment which lasted for 
45 minutes, the guns In the fort firing 
nearly 200 rounds. The “enemy's” 
fleet poured in a heavy fire on the fort, 
but was finally repulsed and routed 
without being able to effect a landing, 


Steamer Sinks at Her Dock 

Nyack, N. Y., July 12.—Steamer 
Chrystenah, which has plied daily be 
tween Peekskill and New York, sank at 
her wharf here last night. As the 
steamer was being docked slie came in 
contact with submerged piling and 
stove a hole in her bow. ‘The vessel 
filled rapidly, though. there was ample 
time for her passengers and the freight 
to be taken off. The vessel was re- 
cently rebuilt at an expense of $40,000, 


Seven Mine “Yorkers Perish 

Hazleton, Pa., July 12.—Seven mine 
workers, all Italians, were killed in an 
abandoned slope at Honeybrook by 
deadly white damp. Three others are 
missing, but official confirmation as to 
whether they are in the mine cannot be 
secured. The accident is said to have 
been due to the ignorance of the work- 
men regarding the mine gases. They 
had been sent into the slope to meas- 
ure water. 


Peasants Object to Tugboats 

St. Petersburg, July 12.—Two river 
torpedo boats and a battery of ma- 
chine guns have arrived at Ladoga, on 
Lake Ladoga, which receives about 70 
streams and discharges its surplus 
waters by the Neva into the Gulf of 
Finland, to strengthen the force previ- 
ously sent there to suppress the dis- 
turbances due to the opposition of the 
peasants to the use of tugboats on the 
canals. 


Jap Was Drawing Fort Plans 

San Diego, Cal., July 12.—Regarding 
a report that a Japanese was arrested 
at Fort Rosecrans while making draw- 
@:gs of the fort, Major Getchell ac- 
knowledges that a Japanese was ar- 
rested; that he was drawing plans of 
the fort; that he was not a servant, but 
a stranger, and that there is heavy 
punishment for the offense. He would 
not give any further information. 


Sensation atEndeavorers’ Convention 

Seattle, July 12—A sensation wes 
created in the Christian Endeavor con- 
vention when, after C. M. Tate had 
stated in open parliament that the In- 
dians were being abused and permitted 
to fall into moral decadence, Silas B. 
Whitman of the Lapwai Indian reser- 
yation arose and denounced the utter- 
ances of the speaker as exaggerated 
and false. 


Opposition to Railway Merger 

New York, July 12.—Upon applica- 
tion of Attorney General Jackson, Su- 
preme Court Justice Platzek has is- 
sued an order requiring the Inter- 
borough-Metropolitan Railway com- 
pany to show cause why the merger 
agreement should not be annulled and 
the charter voided. The order is re- 
turnable July 19. 


Buffalo Has a Double Murder 
Buffalo, July 12.—Peter Forrestel, a 
saloonkeeper and sporting man, and 
Marie Smith, 32 years old, a waitress in 
his saloon-restaurant, were murdered 
here. George Hodsdon, a painter, is 
accused of the crime. He was covered 
with blood, but declared that he had 

no recollection of what had occurred. 


War Arbitration Still a Dream 

Madrid, July 12.—Premier Maura 
says the advices received by the Span- 
ish government from The Hague indi- 
cate that it is practically certain that 
nothing interesting in the direction of 
arbitration will be accomplished by 
the peace conference. 


Thermometer at 100 In the Shade 

Washington. July 12.—Washington 
sweltered yesterday and half a dozen 
heat prostrations were reported. ‘The 
mercury in the down town thermome- 
ters ascended steadily until 4 o'clock, 
when it had reached the 100 mark in 
the shade. 


Triple Hanging of Robbers 
St. Petersburg, July 12—Three of 
the participants in the pawn shop rob- 
bery In this city June 12, after trial 
by courtmartial, were hanged yester- 
day.

CASE OF ALLEGED BLACKMAIL 


Two Lowell Men Had Derogative 


Verses Which They Threatened to 
Publish Unless Money Was Handed 
to Them--In Federal Officers’ Net 


Boston, July 12.—What the govern- 
ment officials claim was an elaborate 
plan to extort $30,000 from the Salva- 
tion Army was made public when Solo- 
mon Robitscheck of Lowell, an elderly 
dealer in second hand clothing, and 


Sennett Silverblatt, a young Lowell at- 

torney, Were brought before United 
States Commissioner Hayes and held in 
bonds of $1000 each on the charge of 
using the mails in an attempt to de- 
fraud. 

According to the officials connected 
with the office of the United States dis 
trict attorney, Robitscheck either wrote 
or secured possession of a poem cast- 
ing grave reflections on the motives 
and practices of the members of the 
Salvation Army. It is alleged that a 
copy of the verses was sent to General 
William Booth, commander of the 
army, and was addressed to Salvation 
Army headquarters in New York. 

General Booth being in London, the 
letter was opened by Ransom Caghill, 
treasurer of the army. Enclosed with 
the verses was a letter in which, it is 
alleged, the threat was made to ywblish 
the verses and sell them at 5 cents a 
copy unless the army paid $30,000 to 
the sender, Robitscheck. 

Mr. Ransom corresponded with Ro- 
bitscheck for some time, and finally, it 
is claimed, Robitscheck turned the mat- 
ter over to Silverblatt, his attorney. 
Silverblatt, according to the contention 
of the government, wrote only one let- 
ter, but in this letter he made the 
threat, it is claimed, that the verses 
would be published unless the $30,000 
was forthcoming at once. 

The matte? was then turned over to 
the postotlice department and an in 
spector from the Boston office was as- 
sigued to the case. Yesterday Postofifice 
Inspector McLeod and United States 
Deputy Marshal Bancroft visited Robit- 
scheck and Silverblatt in Lowell. The 
officers pretended to be New York 
lawyers sent by the Salvation Army to 
ecttle the matter. According to the of- 
ficers, Silverblatt offered to suppress 
the publication of the verses for $5000 
and later compromised for $2000. He 
was then notified that he was under 
arrest. 

Demanding that the officers produce 
a warrant, Silverblatt, it is claimed, at- 
tempted to make his escape. A brief 
struggle followed, during which the 
lawyer was overpowered. After see- 
ing the warrant he came to Boston 
with the officers without any further 
protest. 

Brought before Commissioner Hayes, 
both prisoners entered pleas of not 
guilty. Bail in each case was placed 
at $1000. Silverblatt secured a bonds 
man in the person of his father, but 
Robitscheck spent the night in jail. 
tobitscheck will appear in the federal 
court today, while Silverblatt’s case 
was continued. 


Effort to Settle Boundary Dispute 

St. Johns, July 12.—Governor Mac- 
Gregor of Newfoundland has completed 
plans for a tour to Labrador, where he 
will investigate personally conditions 
relating to the delimitation of the Lab- 
rador boundary, which is now an un- 
settled question between the New- 
foundland and Canadian governments. 
It is expected that estronomical ob- 
servations will be taken at points 
figuring in the boundary dispute. Mac- 
Gregor will probably be absent about 
a month. 


Accepted $5000 as Bribe 

San Francisco, July 12—Charles W. 
Boxton, temporary mayor of San Fran- 
cisco, on the witness stand in the Glass 
trial, told the story of his alleged de- 
bauchment by Theodore V. Halsey, {n- 
dicted agent of the Pacific States Tele- 
phone company, who, Boxton testified, 
paid him $5000 for having voted and 
used his influence as a_ supervisor 
against the granting of a rival fran- 
chise to the Home Telephone company.

Wrecked Their Pla¢es of Business 
as Result of Row Over a Nickel 
Roanoke, Va., July 15.—Roanoke Is 

quiet after four hours of rioting early 
Sunday morning when a mob wrecked 
uine Greek restaurants, three Greek 
shoe-shine parlors and two Syrian 
shops. The riot was caused by a dis- 
pute about 5 cents between a Greek 
employed in a Greek restaurant on Sa- 
lem avenue and an American who went 
there to buy a sandwich. 

Seven places were wrecked on Salem 
avenue, three on Jefferson street, one 
on Nelson street and one on Railroad 
avenue. Five men have been lodged 
in jail and one of them has been re- 
leased ou $250 ball for his appearance 
at the hearing of the case next Thurs- 
day. None of the Greeks is under ar- 
rest. 

At the wrecked places yesterday the 
proprietors set to work cleaning out the 
debris to be ready to resume business. 
The Greeks have employed counsel to 
look after their interests and have al- 
ready called the attention of the Greek 
consulate in this country to the affair. 
While the disturbance was in progress

With His Visit 

Admiral Yamamoto and his staff 
honored the Fore River Shipbuilding 
Company on Monday with a visit to 
their plant at Quincy. J 

Besides the Admiral the party was 
composed of Captain Y. Mizutani, 
Captain Motoki Kondo, Naval Con- 
structor for the Japanese navy, who 
designed the Satsuma style of ships, 
the best in his country’s service; K. 
Fijii, engineering captain; Captain T. 
Takarabo, Commander K. Kato, Ad- 
miral's L. Arisaki, chief naval 
ordnance officer of the Japanese Em- 
also Lieut. Commander N. Tani- 

Lieut. Commander G. Tomon- 
aga, Lieut. Constructor S. Yoshida, 
Lieut. Constructor Y. Kamimura, Mr. 
K. Matsugata, Mr. O. Matsugata, S 
Kado and N. Yamagata. 

Lieut. Henderson of the United 
States*Navy, who has been detailed by 
Admiral accompanied the 
honored guests. 

The party arrived from New York 
on the 1 o’clock train and were met 
at the Back Bay station by President 
Bowles of the River Co. and 
four large automobiles. These were 
quickly taken 
through the park system to Quincy 
at the River plant at 
exactly 2 o'clock. 

There were fifteen in the party in- 
cluding the Japanese naval officers 
stationed at the works and also Presi- 
dent Bowles. There was also an in- 
terpreter as the Japanese Admiral did 
not speak English and all conversa- 
tion with him was. carried on through 
the interpreter. They immediately 
started for a trip through the works, 
first visiting the part where the steam 
colliers Malden and Melrose are build- 
ing. They were much interested in 
the immense travelling crane that 
runs over the vessels. They were al- 
so shown where the 20,000 ton 
battleship is to be laid down, work on

which has already been commenced. 
From there they saw the scout 
cruiser Salem that is to be launched 


next week. 

They then paid a visit to the scout 
cruiser Birmingham that was launched 
last May. They made a trip through 
this vessel and there was little that 
they did not see. They appeared 
greatly impressed with what they saw 
and were unusually interested in the 
false sheathing that is used in the 
quarters of the men. 

From there they went to the mach- 
ine shop’ and made a_ thorough ~ in- 
spection of the Curtis turbine engines 
that are being built for the Japanese 
battleship Aki and the cruiser [buki. 

During all this time there was 2 
small army of newspaper men fol- 
lowing close upon their heels and a 
corps of photographers seeking van- 
tage points from which to snap the 
Admiral, which he did not appear to 
notice. 

From there they passed through 
the yard leaving by the workmen’s 
gate and thence to the office in front 
of which were the automobiles. They 
had been in the yard just an hour. 

As the party were about to take the 
automobiles for the return to Bos- 
ton, President Bowles said to the 
Admiral through the interpreter, “you 
will probably never see these news- 
paper men again and I know they will 
not forgive me if you depart without 
saying a word to them. 

At this the Admiral turned and was 
presented to the reporters gathered 
about and shaking hands with each 
said, “I have been to this country 
several times and I am greatly im- 
pressed with the energy of your peo- 
ple, especially with the energy dis- 
played by newspaper men. I am 
very pleased to see you here today. 
You are the head of the nation and 
what you say is believed. Be care- 
ful what you say then. It is 
good trying to earn money and some 
invent stories. If you earn money 
do it in a righteous way. Only a 
small part of what is printed is the 
truth. 


There is an old saying in Japan 
that after a rain the ground is firmer 
and after all this talk, which is 
like the rain, the friendship between 
Japan and this country will be all the 
firmer.” 

He then turned again shook hands 
with the newspaper men and enter- 


ing the automobiles -was. soon on 
the way to Boston. As they dis- 
appeared down Howard street the 
party all lifted their hats in good 
bye. 

Returning to Boston 2a banquet 


was served at the Union club. 

After the banquet, says the Globe 
Rear Admiral Bowles welcomed Ad- 
miral Yamamoto, saying that the visit 
of the famous Japanese naval official 
Was opportune as it served to show 
that the friendly relations which had 
always existed between Japan and the 
United States were as strong as ever. 

Admiral Yamamoto got a warm re- 
ception when he arose to reply. He 
spoke in Japanese, bis words being 
translated by Capt. Kondo, The ad- 
miral spoke in warm terms of his re- 
ception in this country and of the 
affection and which Japan 
had always had for the United States. 
He said that it was with the keenest 
feelings of regret that he had learned 
of the accident on the _ battleship 
Georgia. He concluded with the hope 
that nothing should ever mar _ the 
friendly relations which had always 
exsisted between Japan and_ the 
United States. 

He said that the United States pos- 
sessed some of the finest shipyards in 
the world, and he was _ particularly 
pleased with the high character and 
the coatentment of the men who 
worked in these yards. 

The party broke up before 8 and 
Admiral Yamamoto was at once taken 
to the hotel, where he spent but a 
few moments. Then the entire Jap- 
anese party went to the North station 
and boarded the Montreal train.

Commerce Commission Thinks 


THE HARRIMAN CASE 


Attorney General Must Sue 


FUNCTIONS OF THE BOARD 


They Do Not Include Recommenda- 


tion of Prosecutions--Members 


Were Not Unanimous on Omitting 
to Suggest Action Against Magnate 


Washington, July 16.—Members of 


the interstate comission 


colpmerce 
are coufident that there will be legal 
prosecution of the Harriman lines as a 
result of their exposure of their unlaw- 
ful operations. ‘They that it 
will be impossible for the attorney 
general to ignore the damaging state- 
ment of facts which they present in 
their report, and at the same time 
they explain their failure to mention 
the word “prosecution,” in their recom- 
mendations of what ought to be done to 
the magnate. 

The fact is the commission is very 
much irritated because it has in some 
quarters been condemned for the mild- 
ness of its Harriman report. The pub- 
lic has been led to expect a vigorous 
denunciation of the Harriman method 
of railroad management and a stinging 
recommendation for prosecution. Not 
a word was said about punishing the 
magnate, although there was a sugges- 
tion that there ought to be additional 
legislation to vender impossible the 
gobbling up of competing lines through 
stock purchases by powerful systems. 

“It is not the function of the com- 
mission,” said an officer of that body, 
“to recommend prosecutions for viola- 
ton of the lottery act, the statute 
against counterfeiting, the Sherman 
act and other laws. It is our duty mere- 
ly to ask for action for violation of the 
interstate commerce act. 

“Suppose we had informed the attor 
ney general that Harriman had _ vio- 
lated the Sherman law in the purchase 
of the Southern Pacific and in the other 
deals by which competition was sup- 
pressed. The attorney general might 
not have agreed with our conclusions 
after investigating the facts for him- 
self, and then we would be in a pretty 
fix. That is the reason we did not say 
that Harriman ought to be proceeded 
against.” 

“Why didn’t the commission recom- 
mend action against him for violations 
of the interstate commerce act?” 

“There wasn’t any such violation,” 
was the prompt reply. 

“How about the San Pedro pooling 
arrangement?” 

“That has been abrogated; at least 
the reports so state. It would be mani- 
festly improper for the commission to 
express an official opinion as to whether 
some law other than the one which it 
is charged with administering had been 
violated.” 

It develops now that the commis- 
sion was not unanimously in favor of 
omitting all recommendation for prose- 
cution. At least one member thought 
that the seriousness of the offenses 
were sufficient to justify a declaration 
that the laws had been violated. This 
man was overruled by his associates. 

But although the members of the 
commission did not feel at liberty to 
put into writing their official conviction 
that the Sherman law had been vio- 
lated, they do not hesitate to say pri- 
vately that such is the case, and they 
confidently look for prosecutions to be- 
gin after Attorney General Bonaparte 
has had an opportunity to go into the 
history of the several deals that are un- 
der suspicion.

Copenhagen, July 16.—Y. L. Heiberg, 
professor of philology in the UWniver- 
sity of Copenhagen, while studying old

THE “IMPOSSIBLE” HAPPENS 


Navy Department Officials Feit Se- 
cure Against Such Accidents 
Washington, July 16.—Aside from 


signal flags 


their deep concern over the injuries 
suffered by the unfortunate turret 
crew of the Georgia, the officials at the 
navy department were a good deal cast 
down when they learned of the accident, 
us it tended to shake the confidence in 
which they had rested for more than a 
year in the perfection of the regula 
tions so carefully framed with a view 
to safegtarding human life in the tur 
rets. 

April 12. 1904, a terrible accident hap 
pened on the battleship Missouri when, 
through a “flare back,” five officers and 
26 enlisted men met their death. On 
that occusion investigation revealed 
that the cause of the accident was the 
insertion of a new charge in the breech 
of one of the big 15-inch guus before 
the burning guses left by the previous 
charge had fully issued from the gun. 
A naval board was appointed after 
that which recast the firing regulations 
and provided automatic air blasts to 
prevent “fare backs,” and it was 
thougit that every precaution a4 
been taken that prudence could sug 
rest. 

But just two years later to a day 
there Was another explosion in the six 
inch. turrets of the Kearsarge whereby 
three men were badly injured. That 
accident occurred through a. sailor 
handling an iron extractor so as to 
inake a short circuit in the electrical 
current which set fire to the loose pow 
der. Again a board went to work and 
changed the location of the switches 
in the turrets and provided for insulated 
covering of such metal tools, and again 
It was supposed that safety had been 
assured. 

Admiral Brownson, chief of the bu 
reau of navigation, summed up the 
common belief of the navy when he 
said that he was shocked and sur 
prised, for he believed that the depart 
ment had adopted every precaution pos 
sible aud that ignition in such cases was 
impossible.

Crude Oil Engine. 


John F. Wentworth of 27 Miller Stile 
road has returned from Providence, 
where for the last three weeks he has 
been experimenting with his new en- 
gine. Some defects in mechanical con- 
struction were found, but generally 
speaking, his work was a complete suc- 
cess. He succeeded in exploding the 
crude oil in the cylinder obtaining a 
maximum pressure of 800 lbs. per sq. 
in, A maximum net average pressure 
(M, E. P.) of 125 Ibs. was obtained on 
the piston. The fuel used was unrefined 
crude oil and the oil was exploded 
without the use of a spark or any of the 
devices used in any of the present type 
of gasolene engines. This is done by 
compressing a cylinder full of pure air 
to a pressure giving a temperature above 
the igniting point of the fuel and then 
blowing a spray of oil into the clear- 
ance of the engine. The oil for each 
stroke was measured by a fael pump. 

This engine promises to make a big 
change in marine propulsion for mer- 
chant work. Atmospheric conditions 
have no effect upon the engine as it 
does upon the present gasolene engines, 
and there is no spark etc., with 
its possibitities for getting fouled, etc. 

Mr. Wentworth has, since bis gradua- 
tion from Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology, made a study of oil engines 


and has spent considerable money in 
original investigations, with result of 
obtaining the present engine. It is the 
intention of Mr. Wentworth to shortly 
organize the Wentworth Engineering 
Co, to put this engine on the market,

President Wants Particulars 

Oyster Bay, N. Y., July 17.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt sent this telegram to 
Acting Secretary of the Navy New- 
berry at Washington: 

“I am inexpressibly shocked and 
grieved at the dreadful accident on the 
Georgia and the death of the gallant 
officers and men. I wish full particu- 
lars at the earliest possible date, and I 
especially want to know about the man 
who is reported as having lost his life 
while endeavoring to prevent the acci- 
dent involving the destruction of the 
ship. Let me know the condition of the 
wounded men.” 


THE IRONY OF FATE 


Men Perished Through the Means 
Adopted For Their Safety 

Washington, July 17.—It is said at 
the navy department that it is extreme- 
ly improbable that the accident aboard 
resulted from 
any carelessness or lack of precau- 
tion on the part of the personne! of the 
ship. A short time ago a thorough in- 
spection was made of every detail of 
the Georgia's ordnance by Commander 
Schofield. It was found that the ship's 
company was very efficient at all points 
and it was certain that they were fol- 
lowing closely the firing regulations in 
every essential detail. 

In the absence of any other plausible 
explanation the officials here are dis- 
posed to give consideration to the 
theory advanced by some of the Geor- 
kia’s officers, that the powder charge 
ef the eight-inch gun was fired acci- 
dentally by a clot of soot, which came 
floating down smouldering from the 
thip’s smokepipe and settled by chance 
into the open scuttle on top of the tur- 
ret, alighting directly on the 50-pound 
bag of smokeless powder in the arms 
of the loader at the breech of the gun. 
The bag enclosing the powder is made 
of thin serge stuff, which is rather in- 
Bammable. In fact, it is necessary that 
it should be in order to be entirely con- 
sumed in the bore of the gun after the 
charge is fired. otherwise bits of burn- 
ng cloth might accidentally explode the 
aext charge of powder introduced be- 
‘ore the breech gun could be closed. 

In auswer to ap inquiry as to wheth- 
er it is customary to have the scuttle 
on top of the turret open while target 
practice is going on, it was said that 
this Is almost a necessity, owing to the

bigh temperature in the turret, while 
the guns are consuming rapidly great 
quantities of smokeless powder with 
{ts enormess heat generating power. 
The opening also affords an easy means 
ef communication for orders. A fur- 
ther cousideration is the beneficial ef 
fect upon the nerves of the gunners of 
the knowledge that an avenue of es- 
cape is always open to them in case 
of an accident in the turret. A curious 
illustration of the irony of fate is that 
the men apparently perished in the 
Georgia’s turret through the 
means adopted by them to secure their

HAYWOOD'S DEFENSE 


It In Rebuttal Testimony 


VINDICATOR MINE EXPLOSION 


Testimony That It Was Due to Acci- 


dent Is Fiatly Contradicted--Or- 


chard Sticks to His Story In Testi- 
fying Against Alleged Perjurer 


‘Boise, Ida., July 17.—In the last 
Stages of the case against William D. 
Haywood, the prosecution put six wit 
esses on the stand yesterday to rebut

testified to conditions In the 
d'Alene la 1899 and three to the situa- 
tion in Colorado during the strike pe- 
riod of 1903 and 1004, 

Edward Alvard, a physician of 
Burke, one of the mining towus of the 
Coeur d’Aleues, swore that he saw Or 
chard on the day of the blowing up of 
the concentrator at Wardner and that 
he came from the train returning from 
Wardner. This train was in posession 
of the mob that blew up the concentra- 
tor and killed two men. Alvard contra- 
dicted the-witnesses for the defense, 
who said they saw Orchard playing 
voker on that day at Mullen, several 
miles away. ‘The claim of the defense 
is that Orchard was not at Wardner 
and had no part in the riot. 

A. i’. Holman swore in revuttal of 
the testimony of Thomas Wood, a wit- 
ness for the defense. Wood had said 
that he saw Beck and McCormick, the 
two men killed by the explosion at the 
Vindicator mine, in the eighth level be- 
fore the explosion, and afterwards 
found the bodies in the sixth level. He 
suid that Beck carried a revolver on 
that day and that he saw a box of pow- 
| der on a water barrel in the eighth level 
| just before Beck and McCormick went 
up to the sixth, where the explosion oc- 
{curred a few minutes later. The im- 
pression created was that the two men 
| carried the powder with them and that 
Beck dropped his revolver, which ex- 
ploded. and the powder went off. This 
would also account for the finding of 
the shattered parts of a revolver near 


the bodies. 
fired the powder with a pistol. 

Holman was superintendent of a 
neighboring mine and formerly super- 
intendent of the Vindicator. He was 
one of the first to go down-the shaft 
after the explosion. His evidence, 
given largely from a prepared chart 
of the interior of the mine, contradicted 
Wood on many points. 

L. G. Ramsay, a relative of McCor- 
mick, followed Holman. He was in 
charge of the powder in the mine at the 
time of the explosion. He knew Beck 
und McCormick well, and swore that 
neither of them ever carried a revolver; 
thaf there was no powder in the mine 
at the time so far as he knew, and that 
there Was uo water barrel on the eighth 
level as Wood had stated. 

Sheriff Routan of San Miguel county 
was the last witness of the day. He 


testified as to strike conditions. Under 
a searching examination by Mr. Rich- 
urdson, Routan admitted that union 
miners were deported and driven by 
force from the county while he was 
sheriff and that no attempt was made 
to prevent or to punish those who at- 
tacked the union men. He said thatthe 
deportations were made by the leading 
citizens of Telluride. 


While the big trial was going on in 
the dstrict court before Judge Wood, an 
interesting off-shoot of the case was be- 
ing heard by Justice of the Peace 
Savage. C. W. Aller, the depot agent 
who was arrested, charged with per- 
jury, was brought before the magistrate 
for a preliminary hearing. 

The principal witness was Harry 
Orchard, who went over his testimony 
as to his connection with D. C. Scott, 
the railroad agent, who, Aller swore, 
interviewed Orchard in Cripple Creek 
two or three weeks before the explo- 
sion at the Independence depot on June 
6, 1904. Orchard was closely cross- 
examined, but no amount of question- 
ing brought out any material change 
in the original story. A motion to dis- 
miss will be argued this afternoon, Al- 
ler was released on deposit of $2500 
bond.

Judge Grosscup Says Municipal Own- 
ership Would Lower Wages. 
Government coutrol and operation 
would also be found, I think, to have 
a disadvantageous effect upon the spe- 
gial interest of the laboring wan. La- 
bor sometimes gets less than the en- 
terprise employing can afford to pay, 
but labor never gets more, at least for 
any length of time, than the enterprise 
tan ufford to pay. Lowered efficiency 
therefore means lowered wages. And 
public ownership always has been and 
always will be on this account attend- 
ed by lower wages. The men who are 
motormen on the municipal street rail- 


ways of Glasgow, for instance, get a 
litte less than 13 cents an hour; the 


motormen of Chicago get from 21 to 
24 cents an hour. The locomotive en 
gineer of a German government rail 
road gets $50 per month; the American 
locomotive engineer makes easily three 
times that much And through the 
whole schedule of wages paid by pub 
Hc and by private enterprises the same 
difference runs. 

But there is still another side to this 
objection, what may be called its per- 
sonal side, the effect of public owner- 
ship on organized labor. Much as la- 
bor organizations have been abused 
here and there by opposing interests 
and much us here and there labor or- 
ganizations have abused their privi- 
leges, it is in labor organizations that 
the laboring man finds and will con- 
tinue to find the source of bettered 
conditions.

that the labor organization is the la- 
borers’ industrial protector. 

But the many speaking as one must 
have some one to whom to speak, some 
concrete party with whom to deal. 
Under government ownership that par- 
ty would be the whole public. Let not 
the ready sympathy of the people for 
alleviative measures such as factory 
legislation and the like be given too 
wide a significance, for even there 
the task was long and hard, nor the 
readiness of the public to side in at 
times of labor strikes with the em- 
ployees. In those situations the pub- 
lic is an outside party, not the other 
party. Until in some public controlled 
enterprise there is a demand by the 
employee for higher wages or changed 
conditions, some demand that will di- 
rectly cost the public something in dol- 
lars and cents, the laboring man is 
without proof that the public can be 
more easily reached than private en- 
terprise. 

Something in this line, however, 
already know. Government servants, 
from the highest to the lowest, are the 
poorest paid people in America. Put, 
man for man, against corresponding 
grades in private enterprise, the presi- 
dent of the United States against the 
presidents of the great corporations, 
cabinet officers against the managers 
of corporation departments, postal 
clerks on the railways against express 
clerks, laborers against laborers, the 
advantage in every is with the 
employee of the private enterprise. 
And this we know, too—that, though 
the matter has often been urged, the 
people at large will not listen to any 
proposition for increase of pay in the 
government service. Given then a 
private employer or the public as em- 
ployer with whom to deal, the one a 
thousand times more accessible and In- 
finitely prompter to reach results than 
the other, to my mind nothing is clear- 
er than that employment by the public 
would be followed by a severe impair- 
ment of the influence and efficiency of 
the labor organization and of the good 
it has done for its membership.—Hon. 
Peter 8S. Grésscup in American Maga- 
zine.

Electric Lighting Plants Short Lived. 
During the past year the technical 
press has recorded the breaking down 
of a large number of municipal elec- 
tric light plants because the equipment 
was worn out. It is interesting to note 
that in a large majority of cases the 
necessity for abandoning or renewing 
the plant came at a period of from ten 
to fifteen years after it had been in- 
Stalled, showing that the deteriora- 
tion by wear alone amounted to from 
7 to 10 per cent a year. 

According to the municipal owner- 
ship advocates who claim that an al- 
lowance of 3 per cent for depreciation 
Is adequate, these plants should all 
have lived for thirty years, yet wear- 
ing out is only one of the forms of 
depreciation, and most of these plants 
had been hopelessly out of date before 
their breakdown occurred. 

Other cities may well take warning 
from the experience of these and make 
an allowance for maintenance and de- 
preciation far in excess of the esti- 
mates of interested parties if they 
would avold the thankless task of pay- 
ing for broken down plants out of the 
tax levy. 

Council Bluffs Rejects M. O. 

The city council has turned down the 
Municipal ownership proposition in 
tonnection with the city waterworks 
plant and voted to-grant a new fran- 
thise to the water company, whose 
franchise expired some months ago. 
The action was taken after a monster 
petition, signed by almost every busi- 
fess man in the city, had been pre- 
sented to the couneil asking that the 
municipal proposition be killed.—Mu- 
sicipal Journal and Engineer.

She knew a 
number of people prominent in the 
work of prison reform, and I was in- 
troduced to her by one of ‘these. I 
made an effort to establish between her 
and me such a friendship, intimacy— 
eall it love, if you will—that might 
have existed had it not been for her 
conviction of crime, ber imprisonment. 
I signally failed. She was a thing 
apart. All of an-ordinary life for her 
had been lived before she had been 
held up to the world as accused of a 
criminal act. But one interest had 
any hold upon her—the amelioration of 
the condition of prisoners. She never 
spoke of her own case except in rela- 
tion to this object. I waited to hear 
her mention some incident that tended 
to show her innocence, but no refer- 
ence to the justice or injustice of her 


conviction ever came from her lips. 
One day I said to her: 
“Let me hear from your own lips 


that a great mistake was made in your 
case; that» you were innocent of the 
charge of which you were convicted.” 

She looked at me with a singular ex- 
pression, an expression of negation. 
There was no sorrow in it more than 
the habitual sorrow that always clung 
to her. And she said: 

“Would you know any more than you 
know now?" 

“Not by reason; by confidence.” 

“A confidence dead as soon as born. 
No; were it possible for you to have 
that confidence you would never have 
asked me to speak the words. If I 
could inspire you with confidence to- 
day, tomorrow you would be consider- 
ing the pros and cons in my case, 
whether this or that act of mine de- 
noted guilt or innocence. There is but 
one secret I cannot impart to an indi- 
vidual or to the world—the secret you 
have asked of me.” 

I left her with, it seemed, an icy 
hand gripping at my heart. I burned 
to convince myself, the world, that she 
was a wronged woman. If I could 
not, it seemed that I would go mad. 
Then I would say, “Why, even could 
I do this I could not remove the stain, 
the notoriety, the brand of felony.” 

Then I made up my mind that 
must choose a path that should not 
again cross hers.

" FACE uf DEATH 


|Many Acts of Heroism by Men 
of Battleship Georgia 


STORY OF CAPTAIN M’CREA 


Unknown Hero Sacrificed His Life to 
Preyent Far Greater Disaster Than 
Occurred--Cause of Accident May 


Never Be Positively Established 


Boston, July 18.—On board the bat- 
tleship Georgia, in Boston harbor, 
Captain McCrea told the story of the 
disaster in the after turret to The Asso 
ciated Press. He said: 

“I was on the bridge making the run 
for the practice. I was taking observa- 
tions of each shot, not officially, but 
because I wanted to see how well they 
were shooting. As shot after shot was 
a hit from the eight-inch guns I saw we 
were beating the records of the other 
ships of this fleet, and I was enthu- 
siastic. On the bridge J could hear 
the shout from the after turret, so I 
knew When the next shot was coming. 

“I heard the shout ‘fire, but there 
was no shot, and then I saw men run- 
ning aft, and quickly the fire hose, that 
is always Jaid out in readiness when 
there is firing going on, was manned. 
There was ro delay; there was nothing 
to do but pick up the hose and turn on 
the water. 

“T rushed to the after bridge near the 
turret to see what was the matter. 
The water was already being poured 
into the turret, which was intensely 
overheated and throwing out deadly 
gases, In this way the temperature 
was reduced so that men could go in. 

“The, boatswain and Midshipman 
Gravescroft led the way for the men 
up to the top of the turret with the 
hose. No man knew what had hap- 
pened, and no man knew into what 
danger he might be rushing. But 
those men never thought of self or 
danger. They thought only of getting 
their shipmates out to safety. They 
then began to bring out the men. 

“One of the first men brought out 
was the man in whose hands the pow- 
der bag was when it flashed. He was 
laid down on top of the lower turret 
with a blanket under his head. I went 
to him. I could not recognize him. 
His hands were burned to the bones. 
They were but skeletons. With these 
hands raised above his chest and the 
tips of the fingers bent toward each 
other in the attitude of prayer, I could 
hear him saying: ‘O God, O God, O 


God.” He could not move his lips 
enough to utter other words. I bent 
closer and said to him: ‘My dear fel- 
low, God bas heard your prayer.’ He 


was breathing, but in short gasps, and 
soon died. 

“And so the men were brought out 
as fast as they could be taken from 
the turret. But one, I think, was 
wholly conscious, and most of them 
felt relief as soon as they got to the 
open air. ‘The gases from smokeless 
powder are terrible, and many of those 
fellows had breathed in gases and 
flame. That's what kills. The ex- 
ternal burns were hideous enough, but 
to breathe that stuff is fatal. 

“One man in the turret was not hurt, 
Midshipman Kimball, and I do not un- 
derstand how he could have escaped. 
He stayed in the turret and helped 
take out the men. He, too, showed 
grit after the shock he had had. 

“Lieutenant Goodrich set an  ex- 
ample to his men that none but a 
courageous officer could set when he 
plunged right into the flame and gasés 
to lead his men to the air and to safety. 
After he got onto the turret he came 
down the deck and threw himself over- 
board. If our launch had not been 
nearby on its return from examina- 
tion of the target he would soon have 
drowned. 

“Probably one little act, or rather one 
great act, of one of the men prevented 
a far greater disaster. I don't know 
his name. He's dead. He died saving 
other lives. He and one other stood by 
the gun that had just loaded. 
The last powder bag that had been put 
in was protruding a little from the gun. 
When he saw the flash instead of dash- 
ing for the ladder to save himself he 
crowded home the charge in the gun 
and with the help of the other man got 
the gun closed tight before the flame 
reached the bag. 

“If the flame had touched that bag 
there would have been an awful ex- 
plosion, for the powder was confined 
in the gun and would not bave flashed 
as the other did, but would have ex- 
ploded. Not a man in the turret would 
have been left alive, whatever other 
damage might have been done. That 
man gave bis life for the others. 

“I am told President Roosevelt has 
inquired about the man that gave his 
life in closing the shutter from the am- 
munition room to save the ship from 
blowing up. It would be very wrong 
to have a story Jike that go out, 
cause I cannot find that there is any 
foundation for it or need for a man to 
make any attempt to do anything of 
the sort. If the presidents wants hero- 
ism let him look up this brave man who 
stood by his gun to save the rest. 

“The cause of the accident perhaps 
can never be positively established. 
The board of inquiry is made up of ex- 
perts and they are doing everything In 
their power to gather in every fact 
available. 

“I do not see how spontaneous com- 
bustion can be entertained as a theory, 
for if it is we are in danger of being 
blown to kingdom come every minute.

Now as to a spark getting onto the 
cover of the bag and igniting it, I can 
demonstrate by bringing a bag of the 
powder on the deck and putting a spark 
on it that it takes quite a time for such 
a spark to set the powder going. The 
powder is exposed to a spark in the 
turret less than four seconds. It is 
difficult to reconcite this with the spark 
theory.” 

Among the men on the Georgia the 


spark theory is most generally be- 
lieved, though part of the crew be- 
lieves a cigaret caused the trouble, 


in spite of the fact that there is sup- 
posed to be no smoking in the turret. 
But nearly all believe that the cause 
will never be known positively.

A further measure instructs the graud 
ruler to order the Newark lodge to in 
vestigate the man’s antecedents and if 
it be found that he is of negro extrac-

The plan is to build a club- 
house of eight or nine stories, the wer 
floors to be for general use, while one 
floor will be devoted to the exclusive 
use of each college. 


Three Boys Probably Drowned 

Lewiston, Me., July 18.—tThe tind 
ing of a cap among some logs in the 
Androscoggin river convinced the po 
lice that the three boys who disap 
peared Monday while in the vicinity of 
the river lost their lives while playing 
on the logs. “The cap was identified 
as the one worn by Henry Ham. The 
others were Allen Day and Lionel Cov- 
eney. Ham's body was recovered last 
night. 


Increasing Artillery Corps 

Washington, July 18.—In accordance 
with an act of the last congress pro- 
viding for an increase in the artillery 
corps, the acting secretary of war has 
directed the organization of 27 addi 
tional companies of coast artillery, each 
with an enlisted strength of 109 men. 
Points at which the new companies 
will be organized include two each at 
eight forts in New England, 


Twelve Hundred Men Out 

Bridgeport, Conn., July 18.—More 
laborers employed by the American 
Tube and Stamping company have 
joined those who went out on strike 
Tuesday and there are about 1200 men 
idle in both plants of the company.

Spain Would Aid In Development of 
Latin-American Nations 

The Hague, July 19.—At the peace 
tonference yesterday Spain madea dec- 
laration which attracted much atten- 
tion as revealing the desire of the 
Spanish government to assume a kind 
of moral tutelage over the Latin- 
American countries. 

Spain’s declaration says that that 
country adheres to the principles of 
moderation which inspired the Amer- 
ican proposition, limiting force for the 
collection of public debts—these being 
the principles that the government and 
the king bave followed and will always 
follow. 

“Spain sees today,” says the declara- 
tion, “as an accomplished fact what 
she has ardently desired since the last 
conference, namely, the presence at 
The Hague of the representatives of 
the Latin-American nations, which are 
sisters of ours in language and in race. 
Spain is disposed to accept every prop- 
osition tending within the limits of in- 
ternational law to facilitate the legiti- 
mate and peaceful development of the 
Spanish-American republics. The doc- 
trine just enunciated by its illustrious 
author, Dr. Drago, was not included 
in the program; therefore, it could not 
obtain our support, but as an earnest

The position taken by the Haywood 
defense was that Harry Orchard was 
employed by the Mineowners’ associa- 
tion. through detectives, to commit 
crimes which were then charged to the 
federation to arouse public opinion 
against the union workers, and it there- 
fore followed that if Colorado evidence 
for the state was admitted, the defense 
had the right to show a counter-con- 
spiracy. 

The reply of the state was that the 
defense had failed legally to connect 
their case in the particulars, and there- 
fore the evidence merely confused the 
issue. 

In the absence of the jury the argu 
ment gave counsel an opportunity to 
take a wide range in commenting on 
the methods employed by both sides. 
Darrow was impassioned and vitupera- 
tive. He bitterly assailed Orchard and 
the Pinkertons. He maintained that 
Orchard’s story, connecting Haywood 
and the Western Federation of Miners 
with the various crimes to which Or- 
chard confessed, had not been corrobo- 
rated; that the Vindicator mine explo- 
sion was an accident; that the Inde- 
pendence station explosion, where 14 
men were killed, was planned by K. C. 
Sterling and D. C. Scott. railroad de- 
tectives, and that the Pinkertons sent 
men into the region to join the unions 
and incite the members to riot and dis- 
order. Incidentally, he said, the Brad- 
ley incident in San Francisco was due 
to an explosion of gases shown by the 
evidence for the defense, and that Hay- 
wood had not been connected at any 
point with any of the overt acts con- 
fessed to by Orchard except by the 
discredited testimony of Orchard him- 
self. 

Mr. Borah confined himself largely 
to the legality of the question of admis- 
sibility. He forcefully reviewed the 
evidence and assertions made by the 
defense, which, he said, failed to show 
that any conspiracy between the Mine- 
owners’ association and the Piukertons 
existed. He took the position and 
quoted authorities to show that a con- 
spiracy can only be considered after the 
introduction of direct evidence of a 
conspirator.

Panama, July 19.—Mrs. Emiliano 
Chamorro, wife of the leader of the lust 
revolution against President Zelaya, 
has arrived here. On landing in Nie 
aragua, declares, she was impris- 
oned and remained eight days contined 
with the common prisoners, during 
which time an earthquake occurred and 
parts of the walls of the prison fell in. 
Finally, although nothing was found 
against her, she was deported by the 
first steamer without being allowed to 
see her family.

American Dories the Best 

Shelburne, N. S., July 19.—The three 
American dories lifted the Lovitt-Wag- 
ner cup for international dory racing by 
finishing ahead of the Canadian repre- 
sentatives and making a clean sweep of 
the three days’ racing. The American 
representatives have proved their su- 
perlority in light or heavy winds. The 
American boats also swept the board of 
the extra prizes, three cups going to the 
boats making the best percentage of 
points in the three days’ racing. 


A Denial From Clowry 
New York, July 19.—When he 
learned that the striking telegraphers 
at Oakland, Cal., had voted to refuse 
concessions offered by the Western 
Union company, including. it was 
stated, “a 25 percent increase of pay 
after the telegraphers were at work,” 
President Clowry of the Western Un- 
jon denied that any advance in salaries 

had been promised the strikers. 


Chaufteur Fatally Hurt 

New York, July 19.—Thomas F. Don- 
ovan, a chauffeur, was fatally injured 
when an automobile driven by bim 
crashed head-on into an automobile 
containing Chapman Ropes and C. P. 
Cavanaugh. Ropes was badly injured, 
but he will probably recover. Cava- 
naugh was considerably bruised, but 
not seriously. 


A Bubonic Plague Suspect 

Guayaquil, Ecuador, July 19.— 
Steamer Denderah, from southern 
ports, was refused admittance at Guay- 
aquil because of the presence on board 
of a man suspected of having the bu- 
bonic plague. The Denderah con- 
tinued on her way for San Francisco. 


Philadelphians Sweltered 

Philadelphia, July 19.—The parade of 
Elks here was marked during its prog- 
ress by the prostration from beat of an 
army of persons, estimated at 2500. 
But one case resulted fatally. Those 
who succumbed were among the spec- 
tators jammed along the street in a 
solid mass from one end of the line to 
the other. The temperature hovered 
around 90 degrees and the humidity 
was excessive. The total number in 
the line of march was about 20,000 men. 


Would Have Canteen Restored 

Washington, July 19.—The conven- 
tion of the Army and Navy Union 
voted in favor of the restoration of the 
army canteen and for an increase of 10 
percent in the pay of petty officers and 
enlisted men of the navy on every four 
years of service. 


Prison For Manila Cashier 

Manila, July 19.—P. O. Milford, for- 
mer cashier of the defunct American 
Bank of Manila, was sentenced to im- 
prisonment for eight years and 10 
months on conviction of having falsi- 
fied notes purporting to be part of the 
assets of the bank. 


Loss of $500,000 by Floods 

Pittsburg, July 19.—Conservative re- 
ports from interior points of West Vir- 
ginia indicate that the floods caused by 
storms and cloudbursts are receding 
and that the damage will reach at least 
$500,000. Four deaths have thus far 
been reported. 


King and Pope Good Friends 

Rome, July 19.—The pope has com- 
missioned Father Bernardo, head of the 
Harrar leper settlement in East Af- 
rica, to convey his autograph letter and 
the grand cross of the order of the Holy 
Sepulchre to King Menelik of Abyssin- 
ja. Bernardo brought to Rome an auto- 
gtaph letter from Menelik to the pope 
and conferring on him the decoration of 
the Star of Ethiopia. 


Mowers Mowed Down by Police 

Riazan, Russia, July 19.—Peasant 
disorders here resulted in a sanguinary 
conflict with the rural police. Po- 
licemen were dispatched to an estate 
upon receipt of news that tlre peasants 
hag begun arbitrarily to cut down the 
grass on the meadows. Upon their re- 
fusal to desist the police fired a volley 
which killed or wounded 11 of the 
countrymen.

Jackson, Miss., July 19.—Governor 
Vardaman has pardoned Mrs. Angie 
Birdsong. She was recently sentenced 
to five years in the penitentiary for the 
killing of Dr. Butler in Lawrence

Japanese Foreign Minister Hayashi 
arrived at Seoul late last night, re- 
ceiving a hearty welcome. He drove 


to Ito’s residence. 

A number of Koreans, calling them- 
selves elder statesmen of Korea, have 
sent a long letter to Ito, intimating 
that the Japanese would receive their 
support in fair dealing toward the em- 
peror, but, failing that, they would die 
a ngartyr’s death and that the whole na- 
tion would do likewise. They denied 
that the court was implicated in the 
sending of the delegation to The Hague. 

The emperor’s abdication will most 
likely be followed by the calling of a 
new convention which, while keeping 
Korea’s national existence intact, will 
limit the sovereign power in some form 
whereby the ruler can his 
powers only with the consent and ap- 
proval of the Japanese resident general, 

The cabinet ministers, including the 
newly appointed household minister, 
have resigned. It is pla eae that the 
emperor was very angry at his 
ters on account of their having advised 
him to abdicate. He said to them that 
he occupied the throne by right in-

Much unrest prevails about the pal- 
ace and at another place a crowd of 
2000 assembled.

In such cases, the electric bell is 
hung from the triped set on the bot- 
tom of the sea on the edge of the 
shoal at the required point, and this 
bell is struck by a mechanism operat- 
ed by a current of electricity con- 
veyed through a cable from. the 
signal station on shore. Such a sta- 
tion at Point Allerton, is operated 
through cables more than two miles 
long. The bell strikes any code that 
is desired and the sound travels 
through the water so that vessels 
from five to 10 miles away hear the 
bell and get directions accurately in 
a fog or at night when equipped with 
the receiving apparatus.

Seoul, July 20.—The abdication edic 
of the emperor is his first commu 
tion to the world since the repudiation 
of the convention of 1905. A transla- 
tion of the text of the edict follows: 

“I have been, in succession to my 
ancestors, on the 44 years and 
have met many disturbances. I have 
not reached my own desire. Whil 


ministers are frequently improper men 
and progress is not controlled by men, 
the times are contrary to natural events 
A crisis extremely urgent in the life 
of the people has : and the prog- 
Tress of the state is more than before 
dm periled. 

“I fear a danger like that that be-

Chief of Police Maruyama distr al ed 
carbines to the palace police, but the 
cTowd continued to increase. It re 
mained orderly. 

At the Japanese residency Marquis 
Ito and Viscount Hayashi, in answer to 


an inquiry of the correspondent of 
The Associated Press regarding the af- 
fect of the emperor's action, its import 
ance in effecting a settlement of the 
whole Japanese-Korean situation, and 
whether it was in accordance with the 
plans of Japan, said they were not pr 
pared to make a statement. 

Marquis Ito, however, stated that 
both before and during his audience 
when the emperor and cabinet were 
weighing the question of abdication, bh 
refused any participation. The em- 


peror repeated his declaration that he 
Was not responsible for the sending of 
the Korean delegation to The Hague 
and asked Ito's opinion of the cabinet’s 
representation regarding abdication. 
Ito replied that the matter wholly con- 
cerned the Emperor of Koreu and not 
himself as the representative of Japan. 
Furthermore, Ito declares the cabinet’s 
whole course of action was based on its 
own initiative. 

A heavy rain, following the 
break of yesterday, was largely in- 
sirumental in dispersing the crowds. 
All traffic has been stopped and Japan- 
ese shops are guarded. The police re- 
port that 25 Japanese were killed and 
wounded in the day’s rioting. The 
casualties among the Koreans are un- 
known. 

An official Japanese report ascribes 
the shooting yesterday to Korean sol- 
diers who could not be controlled by 
their officers. The noise of the firing 
and the news that casualties had re- 
suited greativy alarmed the emperor, 
who Jast night sent a long apologetic 
message to Marquis Ito to the effect 
that he regretted that his ignorant sub- 
jects had caused violent commotion. 
He therefore relied upon Ito to take 
measures necessary to prevent further 
trouble. 

Marquis Ito called on General Hase- 
gawa to take charge of the city and it 
is now under military control. The 
troops have been offered for the safe- 
guarding of foreign cox Seoul.

THIRTY-ONE LIVES LOST 


Freight Crew's Error Responsible 
For Terrible Railroad Accident 
Salem, Mich., July 22.—Thirty-one 

people are dead aud more than 70 in- 

jured, many of them seriously, as the 
suit of a head-on collision which 6e- 
eurred when a Pere Marquette excur- 
siou train crashed into a freight near 

here. The trains came together in a 

cut located at a sharp curve about a 

mile east of Salem. 

The passenger train of 11 cars, carry- 
ing the Pere Marquette railroad shop 
employes of Ionia and their families to 
the Michigan metropolis for their an- 
nual excursion, was running at high 
speed, probably 50 miles an hour, 
down a steep grade. It struck the loco- 
motive of the freight train with terrific 
force. Behind the two locomotives six 
cars of the passenger train lay piled 
in a hopeless wreck. Five of the pas- 
senger coaches were undamaged. 

Responsibility is put squarely up to 
the crew of the freight train by  offi- 
cials of the road. Officials who ar- 
rived at the scene of the wreck soon 
after the accident secured from the 
crew of the freight the orders under 
which it was running and which clear- 
ly showed the position of the excursion 
train and that the freight bad en- 
croached upon the other train’s running 
time. The treight crew left the scene 
early, but railroad officials said that 
they explained simply that they bad for- 
gotten. 


Scared to Death by Elephant 

Bethel, Me., July 22.—Fright, fol- 
lowing the collapse of a circus tent 
during a severe storm, is ascribed as the 
cause of the death of Mrs. Fanny Mer- 
cier of this town. One of the elephants 
is said to have pushed the automobile 
in which Mrs. Mercier was riding so as 
to turn it completely around in the 
darkness, and when a flash of lightning 
revealed the huge head of the animal 
directly upon her, Mrs. Mercier col- 
lapsed. 


Leishman Asks For Satisfaction 

Constantinople. July 22.—Having re- 
ceived no official communication from 
the Turkish government on the subject, 
Mr. Leishman, the American ambas- 
sador, has addressed a note to the porte, 
calling attention to the formidable 
bomb explosion in frout of the Amer- 
ican embassy a week ago. He asks 
that energetic action be taken to dis- 
cover and punish the guilty parties. 


Had No Use For Clothing 

New York, July '22.—Max Bigimal, 
46 years old, was arraigned in the 
Morrisania court, charged with un- 
dressing in Moshbolu park. He was 
found crawling around on the green 
grass. He said as nature had pro- 
vided no clothing for mankind he did 
not sée why it should be worn. His 
reasoning did not appeal to the judge, 
and he was fined $10. 


Peace Through Friendliness 

Mexico City, July 22.—When Minis- 
ter Sanchez of Nicaragua was _ re- 
ceived officially at the national palace 
President Diaz stated that Mexico's at- 
titude towards Central America was 
the same as that of President Roose- 
velt—the establishment and mainten- 
ance of peace in Central America 
through friendliness and not by the 
exercise of force. 


Trainmen Suffocated In Wreck

A Thirty-Year Concession 

Teheran, July 22.—Parliament has 
accepted the amended concession to 
the German bank, omitting the objec- 
tionable clauses and refusing to grant 
any special privileges.

GUERILLA WARFARE LIKELY 


Prediction That It Would Bankrupt 


Japan In Three Years--Koreans 


Wronged For the Purpose of An- 


nexation of Their Country 


New York, July 22.—Knowing, as I 
do, the Korean temperament and the 
policy which Japan has pursued in the 
peninsula, predict that 
Japan will secure peace there only by 
the decimation of the people.” 

This is the opinion of Homer B. Hull! 
burt, for several years intimately asso 
ciated with the Korean court and a 
confidential advisor to the deposed Em- 
peror of Korea. Hullburt, who has 
just come to America, is thoroughly 
familiar with the situation at Seoul at 
this time and with the policy pursued 
by Japan in Korea, which, he 
brought about the abdication of the old

emperor and the precipitation of the 
greatest crisis in the history of that 
country. 

“It is hard to arouse the Koreans 


to the fighting point,” continued Hull- 
burt. “They are almost infinitely pa- 
tient, but drive them to desperation 
and they will turn on their tormentors 
as they did in 1592, and then nothing 
but extermination will give Japan 
peace there. But to exterminate 13,- 
000,000 people or even to beat them into 
quiescence will be no easy task. 

“And who could blame the Koreans 
if they should turn upon those who are 
trampling them to the ground? ‘The 
Koreans are fast approaching the turn- 
ing point and despair will arm them to 
resistance, even though it be suicidal. 
The Korean people, thoroughly 
aroused, could carry on a guerilla war- 
fare that would bankrupt Japan in 
three years. The enormous vested in- 
terests of Japan in Korea would fall 
to a shadow of their present value. 
Thousands of the better Japanese them- 
selves, witnessing in the desperate re 
sistance of the Koreans a proof that 
they have been wronged, would de- 
mand a change of policy. 

“It is time for the Korean people to 
cease looking for aid from the outside. 
It will never come. The great national 
uprising which alone can save Korea 
will come of itself unbidden when the 
time is ripe. To be effective it must 
not come until the point of desperation 
has been reached and it must be spon- 
taneous, and when it comes we shal! 
see whether Japan is a second Turkey 
in Armenia or whether she will be 
shamed into a semblance of gend§ne 
enlightenment and give Korea the jus 
tice of which she has been so ruthless- 
ly despoiled. 

“The manner in which the abdication 
of the Korean emperor was brought 
about demands some _ explanation. 
Marquis Ito denies any connection 
whatever with the event, but no Ko- 
rean cabinet would dream of propos- 
ing to the emperor such a traitorous 
plan as this without being driven to it 
by the threats of the Japanese. 

“One of the most notorious of the 
Korean agents of Japan is the home 
minister, Yi Chi Cong. who told Vis- 
count Tanaka last winter that he might 
rob Korea of the priceless pagoda of 
Pungduk. Another is the one who be 
fore the late war ‘sold’ the forests of 
the Yalu to the Russians. These Ko- 
reans would meet instant death at the 
hands of the Korean people if they 
were not guarded by the Japanese 
troops. 

“It is said that Mr. Hayashi has 
gone to Seoul to help straighten out 
things. I take it this is the Hayashi 
who was Japanese minister to Pekin. 
He is the man who forced the 1905 
treaty down the throat of Korea. His 
going to Korea is ominous, 

“It is worth while asking what the 
Japanese expect from this forced abdi 
cation. In the first place they wish to 
publicly reprimand the emperor for 
daring to send a protest to The Hague. 
In the second place it is to pave the 
way for the setting aside of the entire 
dynasty and the annexation of Korea 
to Japan.” 


Europeans Like American Shoes 

Washington, July 22.—The bureau of 
manufactures has ready for issue a 
report on the leather, boot and shoe 
trade in European markets. American 
made shoes are shown to be popular 
and their sale has become so general 
that European manufacturers are imi- 
tating the American shapes and styles. 
In many cases European imitations 
are stamped with the brand “Amer- 
ican shoes.” 


Home Rule Wanted In Iceland 


Copenhagen, July 22.—King Fred- | 
erik, accompanied by Prince Harold 


and Premier Christensen and 40 mem- 
bers of the rigsdag, sailed yesterday for 
the Faroe islands and Iceland. The 
object of the journey is to settle the 
constitutional difficulty with Iceland. 
arising from the demand in that island 
for home rule.

Boise, Ida., July 22.—Argument in 
defense of William D. Haywood will 
begin today and for the next two or 


three days Messrs. Richardson and

Mr. Richardson will take the position 
that Haywood had not been connected 
with the crimes to which Or- 
chard has confessed and that the al- 
leged conspirator has not been corrobo- 
rated as required ,by the law of con- 
spiracy. This will involve a review of 
all the evidence from the period of 
trouble in the Coeur d'Alene district of 
Idaho in 1899 down to the murder of 
Steunenberg by Orchard in 1905. He 
will present the legal side of the posi- 
tion of the defense at every point and 
disassociate Haywood and the federa- 
tion from all knowledge of, or participa- 
tion in, the crimes in which Orchard 
earned the title of “boss killer.” 

Mr. Richardson will argue from the 
evidence that Orchard was not pres- 
ent at the blowing up of the concen- 
trator at the Bunker Hill and Sullivan 
mine in 1899, and that, therefore, his 
evidence in this matter is impeached 
and worthless; that the explosion at the 
Vindicator mine in Colorado and the 
killing of Beck and MeCormick was 
an accident with which Orchard had no 
connection; that the blowing up of the 
Independence depot in Colorado, where 
14 men were killed, was the result of a 
scheme to create public feeling against 
the striking miners and that the killing 
of the non-union miners was not in- 
tentional; that Orchard had no connec- 
tion with it, or If he had, that Haywood 
had no knowledge beforehand of what 
was going on. 

The killing of Lyte Gregory in Den- 
ver Richardson will lay to the door of 
personal enemies of Gregory, who was 
engaged in strike breaking. The God- 
dard and Gabbert bombs, concerning 
which so much has been said, will not 
be considered by the defense as seri- 
ously bearing on the case, but at the 
same time that if such bombs were 
made and planted, the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners had nothing to do 
with them. The same disavowal of 
connection will be argued as to the 
Bradley explosion and the Steunenberg 
murder itself. 

From first to last, Richardson will 
take the ground that Orchard, having 
foully murdered Steunenberg, has 
woven the members of the federation 
into his story at the behest of Detec- 
tive McParland and Governor Gooding 
of Idaho under promise of immunity.

Doctor a Victim of Thugs 

New York, July 22.—Dr. James E.

Ottumwa, Ia., July 22.—Mrs. Flor- 
ence Jaques, wife of one of the foremost 
attorneys of Iowa, has been regularly 
appointed to the police force. It was 
in order that she might better prose- 
eute the enforcement of the humane 
laws of the state government that she 
was placed upon the force as a police 
officer. There is no salary attached to

BOYS LOSE THEIR CASE 


No Justification For Measures Taken 
by Cadets on the Enterprise 
Boston, July 22.—Immediate dis- 
¢harge of the ringleaders of the cadets 
who left the Massachusetts nautical 
training schoolship Enterprise at New 
London on July 3 because of alleged 
bad food, and immediate dismissa! of 
the steward on board the Enterprise, 
constitute the action to be taken by the 
board of nautical training school com- 
missioners as a result of the investiga- 
tion conducted by the board of inquiry 
appointed by the governor at the com- 

mission's request. 

Governor Guild received the commu: 
nication from the commission submit- 
ting its action, and the governor at once 
sent his reply, in which he approved 
the prompt and strong action taken by 
the commission. ‘This means that the 
boys lose their case and that Captain 
Low and the officers of the ship are 
exonerated from all criticism. 

The inquiry board found that cer- 
tain articles of food served to cadets 
and ship's officers and crew at certain 
times were bad; that the most sani- 
tary methods of caring for the food 
supplies were not invariably followed; 
that the complaints of the cadets as to 
insufficient shore leave were unjusti- 
fied, and that the measures taken by 
the cadets to obtain better conditions 
were not justified. 

The commission holds that hazing, 
which bad been stamped out, was the 
primary cause of the uprising; that the 
charge of “graft” publicly made was 
dropped before the board of inquiry; 
that “the revolt was a most aggra- 
vated and unjustifiable case of mu- 
tinous conduct; that the ringleaders 
of the uprising and the ship's steward 
will be discharged, and that in future 
every meal will be inspected by the 
ship’s surgeon. 


End of Boston Teamsters’ Strike 


Boston, July 22.—The strike of 
Teamsters’ union 25 members against 
eight big local firms, Which began 


April 3 and has been marked through- | 


out by disorders, resulting in an injune- 
tion being issued against the union and 
several arrests for disturbances and 
violation of the injunction, was de- 
clared off yesterday. The men are al- 
lowed by the union to go to work where 


they can secure the conditions for 
whch they struck. The firms still ad- 
bere to their determination to deal 


with the men individually and not with 
the union. 


Big Show Tent Collapsed = 
Clinton, Mass., July 22.—The main 
tent of Washburn’s trained animal 
show blew down upon an audience of 
between 800 and 900 people Saturday 
night, but only two people were in- 
jured badly enough to be taken to the 
hospital. A sudden gust of the wind 
carried the canvas high to the top of 
the poles and then the whole affair 
dropped on the crowd of panic-stricken 
spectators. The three large poles fell, 
the seats collapsed, and the lights went 
out. 


Target Practice Mishap 

Milford; Mass., July 22.—‘I’m 
ing to shoot you.” ‘The police say that 
with this warning Mrs. Margaret Nagle 
Barsamiam, the 16-year-old wife of 
Carl Barsamiam, with whom 
eloped about a year ago, picked up a 
Flobert rifle with which she and her 
husband had been practicing target 
shooting, took deliberate aim and fired.

CRASH 


Pacific Steamers Columbia and 
San Pedro In Collision 


FORMER QUICKLY GOES DOWN 


About Fitty Persons’ Are Drowned 


~ Off Coast of California--Wooden 


Vessel Loomed Up In Fog and 
Sank Her Stem Ten Feet Into III- 
Fated Ship--Passengers Asleep 


When the Disaster Camej 


Eureka, Cal., July 23.—The best ad- 
vices are that approximately 200 of the 
249 souls on board the steamer Colum- 
bia death that 


went to the bottom near Shelter Cove 


escaped when vessel 


about 1 o'clock Sunday morning in a 
collision with the steam schooner San 
Pedro. 

Oue hundred and seven of the Colum- 
bia’s passengers and 37 of ber crew 
have been brought to this port by steam- 
er George W. Elder, which towed the 
colliding schooner San Pedro from the 
scene of the disaster to Bureka. A 
jate message from Shelter Cove says 
that four more lifeboats have been 
picked up, one of them containing 18 
persons, another 15, another 16, while 
the number in the fourth is not re 
ported. The survivors who were 
brought to this port are being cared for 
at hotels and in private houses. 

Captain Doran and First Officer 
Whitney were on deck when the Colum- 
bia sank, tle captain's last words being: 
“God bless you.” 


Just as the Columbia was sinking 


her boilers exploded. This counter- 
acted the suction and saved many 
lives. Husbands and wives were sepa- 


rated and fathers and mothers and chil- 
dren became to each other in the 
excitement when the boats collided. 

The Columbia, a 300-foot steel vessel, 
while bound from San Francisco to 
Portland, Or., with 189 passengers and 
a crew of 60, collided with and was 
rammed by the San Pedro, a 170-foot 
wooden steamer, south-bound for this 
city. 

The sea was smooth, but the weather 
was foggy. The San Pedro, looming 
out of the mist a few ship lengths away, 
bore down on the Columbia at high 
speed, despite frantic efforts to clear. 
With a grinding crash the San Pedro 
sank her stem fully 10 feet into the Co 
lumbia’s port bow. 

Nearly all of the Columbia’s passen- 
gers and many of her crew were 
asleep in their cabins and bunks when 
the crash came. As the San Pedro 
backed away the sea poured In through 
the ragged hole in the Columbia’s bow 
above and below the water line and in 
five minutes the Columbia sank to the 
bottom, the deep waters of Shelter 
Cove covering over the tops of the Co- 


lost 


lumbia’s masts. 

The story of that five minutes Is yet 
to be told, and until it is told by some 
survivors the facts of the tragedy can 
be but guessed at. 

Shortly after the collision the steam- 
ers Roanoke and George W. Elder and 
the steam schooner Daisy Mitchell 
came on the scene and stood by. The 
Elder took the San Pedro in tow and 
the latest report announces their ar- 
rival in Eureka. The stem of the San 
Pedro was smashed to splinters, one of 
her masts was snapped off at the deck, 
and she was settling and had a heavy list 
when taken in tow. Captain Hansen 
remained on board. 

The Daisy Mitchell offered assistance 
to the Elder, but this was declined. 
She picked up a lifeboat and a raft of 
the Columbia and brought them to this 
city. 

The officers of the Merchants’ Ex- 
change in this city and of the various 
newspapers have been besieged by rela- 
tives and friends of the Columbia's pas- 
sengers, but the insistent and tearful 
requests for information of the victims 
and the rescued remain unsatisfied. 


France and Germany Friendly

present status of the relations between 
France and Germany and says he be- 
lieves that an understanding based. on 
economy will be the ultimate outcome. 
He declares that Germany does not 
seek colonial expansion and that she 
does not intend to oppose France in 
Morocco, where she asks only the open 
door for her commerce. 


Republics Cannot Federate 

Mexico City, July 23.—Captain Por- 
ter of New Orleans, who has just ar- 
rived in this capital from Central 
America, expresses his opinion most 
emphatically on conditions in that re- 
gion. He maintains that the proposed 
federation of the republics is a dream, 
owing to the misgovernment which, he 
says, exists in four of the republics. 


American In Trouble Abroad 

Dresden, July 23.—Emil Simon of 
New York is under arrest in this city 
on the charge of having run over and 
killed a woman with his automobile 
near Luckenwalde. Simon is held with- 
out bail pending an investigation. It 
is reported that the state attorney has 
refused $12,500 bail for Simon.

Aboard Met With a Mishap 

Paris, July 28.—Premier Clemenceau 
and General Picquart, the minister of 
war, made an ascension in the dirigible 
military balloon Patrie yesterday after- 
noon. The trip lasted two hours. 
While over the dome of the Invalides, 
after having encircled the Eiffel tower, 
a waterpipe burst and immediately the 
premier was drenched with hot water, 
which, however, was not hot enough to 
scald. No oue was hurt by the accident, 
but the two ministers were consider- 
ably disconcerted by the mishap. 

They were reassured eventually by 
the pilots of the airship, as well as by 
the steadiness of the airship itself, 
which the aeronauts coolly and syste- 
matically went about repairing. This 
occupied 20 minutes, while the Patrie 
floated in safety and, to the spectators 
watching below, appeared to be maneu- 
vering. 

After reaching the solid ground again 
both Clemenceau and  Picquart de- 
clared that they enjoyed the trip very 
much and made light of the accident. 
Commenting on the voyage, the pre- 
mier said: “I was impressed with the 
feeling of security and stability. It 
was like standing on the deck of a war- 
ship.”

HAYWOOD'S DETENSE 


No Connection Shown Between 
Him and Orchard 


TT, 


OLD CRIMES IN COLORADO 


Claim That They Were Brought Up 
by Prosecution to .Take Blood of 


Defendant--Independent Explosion 


a Plot Laid to Mineowners 


Boise, Ida., July 23.—For four hours 
and a half yesterday E. F. Richardson 
pleaded with the jury for the life of 
William D, Haywood. Under order of 
the court the hours for the day sessions 
Were changed and in place of sitting in 
the afternoon, court met at 6 o'clock 
last evening. Judge Wood was in 
formed by the jury that the extreme 
heat of the courtroom was too trying 
on some of the jurors, and he complied 
with their request for a late evening 
Session, 

The contention of the defense, Rich- 
ardson declared, is that no matter 
whether Orchard committed the crimes 
to which he confessed or not, no con- 
nection has been shown between br- 
chard and Haywood. Concluding a 
discussion of the Vindicator mine ex- 
plosion, Richardson declared again 
that the preponderance of testimony 
showed it to be an accident. 

Orchard’s testimony as- to receiving 
money from the federation for crime 
was not corroborated by a single wit- 
Richardson asserted, and should 
not be considered. As to the coming 
of militia to Cripple Creek, Richardson 
said they came at the behest and in the 
service of the Mineowners’ association, 
whose members were assessed so much 
a month to buy the certificates of in- 
debtedness issued by the state. 

Discussing the law as applied to Or- 
chard, Richardson charged that the 
state had no corroborative circum- 
stances of the character as to the mur- 
der of Governor Steunenberg and for 
that reason a general conspiracy was 
charged. 

“He had his picture taken holding a 
smoking revolver over a companion ly- 
ing in a position of death over a card 
table. This photograph,” said the law- 
yer, “depicted the character of Harry 
Orchard, the ‘tinsel hero,’ and showed 
the hereditary taint in his blood, 

Mr. Richardson declared that, while 
under the ruling of the court he was 
not allowed to discuss the deportations 
from Cripple Creek or the employment 
of detectives in the various miners’ un- 
ions, he wanted to dwell as much as 
possible on conditions in Colorado. 

“T want to weave into your minds the 
thought that will come to you when we 
reach the tragic event at Caldwell, so 
you will understand why we have on 
the one side Harry Orchard, finely 
dressed and clothed and in safety, al- 
though he is the confessed murderer 
of your late governor, and on the other 
the effort to take the blood of these 
men—to get them out of the way at the 
instigation and for the benefit of those 
whose names I shall mention hereaf- 
ter. What I want you men to know is 
that if these men were guilty of the 
crimes charged against them in Colo 
rado they would long ago have been 
called to account to the Colorado law.” 

Mr. Richardson dismissed the mur- 
der of Detective Gregory in Denver 
with the statement that absolutely noth- 
ing was shown to connect the federa- 
tion with the crime. 

Next in the consideration of the at- 
torney came the blowing up of the In- 
dependence depot. He demanded to 
know why young Neville, who was said 
by Orchard to have been with him on 
the day of the explosion, was brought 
to Boise but never put upon the stand 
to corroborate the confession with it. 

“There is something behind this 
prosecution,” declared Richardson. 
“But I do not mean Mr. Hawley or Sen- 
ator Borah. I have no fault to find 
with them. I think that the jury, the 
court and everyone will say that in the 
main this case has been tried fairly and 
decently by the attorneys on both sides. 
But somewhere there is influence which 
kept Neville off the stand.” 

Mr. Richardson charged that the In- 
dependence depot explosion was the re- 
sult of a plot by the mineowners to ex- 
tirpate, root and branch, the federation, 
which was trying to control wages and 
secure work for its members under 
proper conditions. 

Answering Hawley’s taunt in his 
opening address as to why the defer e 
had not put Steve Adams on the stanu, 
Richardson said: “It would have been 
a case of dog eat dog and Hawley and 
Borah knew it. Under the same influ- 
ences that worked on Orchard they se- 
cured a confession from Adams, which 
he repudiaied. They have the confes- 
sion and we have the repudiation. The 
whole truth, gentlemen, is that one was 
afraid to put him on the stand and the 
other did not dare to. 

“In passing here, I want to say that 
the only reason Moyer was put on the 
gtand is that not a scintilla of evidence 
was brought here to connect him with 
any crime except the unsupported word 
of Orchard. As to George A. Pettibone, 
he will take the stand at his own trial 
and explain satisfactorily the transac- 
tions he had with Orehard.” 

In conclusion, Ricbardson said that, 
in his opinion, Orchard, the typical 
wanderer and tin-horn gambler, read of 
the explosion and adopted it as his 
own. In any case, Richardson said, in 
this, as in every part of Orchard’s testi- 
mony, there was not a scintilla of evi- 
dence to connect Haywood with the 
jacident, ; 
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Rhode Island Police Looking For 
Three Dangerously Insane Men 
Cranston, R. I., July 23.—The police 

ef Providence, Warwick and tais town 
kre scouring the woods and farming 
districts in an effort to locate three in- 
sane, escaped inmates of the state hos- 
pital. Two of them unsuccessfully at- 
tempted to commit murder, while all 
are considered dangerously insane. 

Two of the men escaped yesterday. 
They climbed through a. skylight, 
dropped to the ground from the roof of 
the hospital, and disappeared in the 
woodland which surrounds the institu- 
tion. They were Elton Cook and 
Thomas MeGarrahan, both of whom 
have homes in Providence. 

The other prisoner whom the police 
have been pursuing is Frank Weeden of 
been pursuing is Frank Weeden of 
Cranston. He was committed to the 
state hospital after a nearly successful 
attempt to murder Daisy F. Couiters 
and Grace Lentz of Auburn, with both 
of whom he had fallen in love. He es- 
-aped a short time ago and was cap 
tured. Last week he made his escape 
again. 


Goff Under $10,000 Bail 

Providence, July 23.—The writ for 
the arrest of Isaac L. Goff, the founder 
and former president of the defunct 
Home Realty company, was served at 
Goff’s house. Bail was furnished in 
the sum of $10,000. The writ is return- 
able on Sept. 2. The writ charges that 
Goff, acting for the Home Realty com- 
pany, negotiated a loan of $20,000 from 
the Atlantic National bank of this city, 
representing, it is claimed, that the 
Home Realty company was in a sound 
financial condition. It is further al- 
leged that when an examination into 
the company’s affairs was made, since 
it declared its insolvency last week, 
only $6 was found in the treasury. 


Fired Shot Which Killed Brother 

Providence, July 23.—Michael Kaye 
ney, who was arrested on the charge 
of murdering his brother, Cornelius, ad 
mitted to Judge Palmer that he had 
fired the shot which killed his brother. 
He was bound over without bail for the 
grand jury. Palmer said after the hear- 
ing that Kaveney was probably insane 
and that he would, in all probability, be 
committed to an asylum. 


Two Youths Drowned 

Duxbury, Mass., July 23.—Charles 
L. Parritt and Walter Sampson of Bos 
ton, both 18 years old, were found on 
the flats of Two Rock channel at low 
tide, an overturned dory in which they 
bad been sailing being found nearby. 
The two young men were fast friends 
and yesterday was the last day of a 
two weeks’ vacation which they had 
had been spending here. 


Wife Slayer Will Recover 
North Chesterville, Me., July 
Harvey A. Searles, who killed his wife, 
slightly wounded bis brother and at- 
tempted suicide a week ago, is consid- 
ered out of danger and is expected to 
have a speedy recovery. Heis in charge 
of a keeper, having been formally 
placed under arrest on the charge of 
murder.

Emperor of Korea Forced to Ad- 
mit Validity of His Act 


ITO CONTROLS THE CABINET 


———I— 


Next Step Wili Be to Exile Deposed 


Ruler From Seoul--Hayashi Sug- 


gests Council of State For Shap” 
ing Aftairs of Hermit Kingdom 


Seoul, July 24.—The cabinet’s report 
to Marquis Ito of the former emperor's 
new pledge of abdication, in form posi- 
tive and final, was published yesterday, 
the impres 


and reversed widespread 


sion that the first instance was not one 
of abdication but of “imperial contor- 
tion.” Ito’s subservient cabinet, in an 
all-night engagement with the former 
emperor, wrung from him the verbal 
admission of the validity of his casual 
abdication and secured his signature to 
a classification proclamation, also an 
acknowledgment of the mikado’s con- 
gratulations to him as emperor de facto, 
which acknowledgment had been re- 
sisted by the deposed ruler. 

The working members of the cabinet 
who enjoy Ito’s protection and patron- 
age are passing in and out of the palace 
with a guard exclusively Japanese. 
The work of the cabinet will not be 
finished until the ex-emperor is exiled 
from Seoul. This, the next step, if ac 
complished without the poisoning of 
the deposed ruler or the consummation 
of some similar tragedy, will be a land- 
mark in Korean history. 

Viscount Hayashi, the foreign min- 
ister of Japan, whose presence in Korea 
supports Ito, in an interview in the ad- 
ministration paper, is understood to 
suggest 2 council of state, with power 
to act for the elimination of interfer- 
ence by the throne. 

The censorship proclaimed over Jap- 
anese press correspondents is described 
as precautionary, on account of the bit- 
terness displayed toward Ito's con- 
servative course in reshaping the des- 
tinies of Korea. 

Theatres, amusement places and the 
markets are open for the first time in 
four days. The stores of ammunition 
possessed by disaffected Korean troops 
are extremely small and little trouble 
is expected. Ito expects valuable re- 
inforcements of bluejackets from Jap- 
anese warships for emergency use. 


As Viewed by Russian Press 

St. Petersburg, July 24.—The Rus- 
sian press gives tardy expression to its 
views on the recent happenings in Ko- 
rea. The Rech comes out with a brief 
article in which it calls the alleged 
Japanese abuse of Korean independ- 
ence “the most glaring injustice of our 
times.” The, Novoe Vremya sarcasti- 
cally contrasts the lofty principles 
enunciated by the Japanese delegates 
to the peace conference at The Hague 
with the “wanton disregard of Korean 
rights and susceptibilities by the Jap- 
anese government.” It recognizes, 
however, that Russian in 
out of the question. 

The foreign office maintains a strict- 
ly neutral attitude, based on the as- 
sumption that the abdication of the em- 
peror was not accompanied by any vio- 
lation of the Portsmouth peace treaty, 
which, it is explained at the foreign of- 
fice, Russia is scrupulously observing. 
The foreign office considers, moreover, 
that the recent occurrences have in no 
wise changed the existing hard facts, 
explaining that the Japanese have been 
absolute masters of Korea for two years 
past. “The Japanese,” an official said, 
“now have an opportunity to exhibita 
broad degree of statesmanship in re- 
storing order and contentment in Ko- 
rea.”

Attempt at Train Wrecking 

Rutland, Vt., July 24.—What is_be- 
lieved to have been an attempt to 
wreck an express train on the Rutland 
railroad a mile north of South Shafts- 
bury by placing sleepers on the track 
was frustrated by two children, John 
and Mary Patten, who live nearby and 
who removed the obstruction before the 
train went through. The sleepers 
were found on the track earlier by the 
crew of a freight train and removed to 
one side. Evidently the sleepers were 
again later placed on the track. 


Noted as Song Writer and Poet 

Louisville, July 24.—Colonel Will S. 
Hays, the veteran river editor of The 
Courier-Journal, song writer and poet, 
died here of vertigo, caused by a stroke 
of paralysis suffered in 1903. He was 
70 years old. Hays always claimed 
the authorship of the original words of 
“Dixie” and that he was responsible 
for the arrangement of the music. 
Hays’ most famous song was “Mollie 
Darling,” the sales of which reached 
2,000,000 copies. 


After Brazilian Concessions 

Rio Janeiro, July 24.—Harvey Gra- 
ham and Leslie Jennison, who are at 
the head of a company of Canadian 
capitalists, have proposed to the Bra- 
zilian government that in return for 
certain concessions they will under- 
take to work the iren mines, assuring 
the exportation of gt least 1,000,000 
tons. 


Had $50,000 in Counterfeits 

Bilbao, Spain, July 24.—An American 
giving the name of Duryea was aar- 
rested here while trying to get change 
for a counterfeit $500 American bank 
note. When examined counterfeit bills 
to the face value of $50,000 were found 
in his possession.

Lost Fisherman Rescued Barely 
Time to Save His Life 

Boston, july 24—Adrift in mid- 
ocean with only a small jug of water 
for four days, and in a dying condition 
when picked up, is the story of Daniel 
Morrise, a member of the crew of the 
Gloucester fishing schooner Clara G. 
Silva, who arrived here on steamer Bos- 


ton from Yarmouth. Morrise was 
hauling his trawls on Brown's bank 
when he was enveloped by a big 


fog bank. For a day and a night he 
tried to locate his schooner, but with- 
out success, and he laid down to die. 
He was finally picked up by a passing 
steamer and brought to Yarmouth. 

Gloucester, Mass., July 24.—Three 
more of the eight men who weut astray 
in their dories from the fishing schoon- 
er Clara G. Silva on the Nova Scotia 
fishing grounds have been picked up, 
making six so far rescued. The schoon- 
er Waldo L. Stream, which arrived 
here from a fishing trip to the Georges, 
reported that she had spoken the schoon- 
er Fannie A. Smith, and that the lat- 
ter had been in communication with 
the Portland schooner Angie B. Watson, 
which had on board two of the men 
from the Silva. A dispatch was _ re- 
ceived here that another of the men 
was landed at Yarmouth by a Nova 
Scotia schooner. 


Doomed to a Living Death 

Soston, July 24.—Doomed to pass 
the rest of her miserable existence at 
the leper colony on Penikese island, 
and unaware that she has fallen a vic-

Bail 
was placed at $8000, but it was not fur- 
nished. 


Missing Woman a Suicide 

Providence, July 24.—The body of 
Mrs. Elizabeth J. Pearce, who had 
been missing for four days from her 
home, was found off the shore of War- 
wick. With the body was found a 
pint preserve jar, tightly sealed, in 
which was a note disclosing her iden- 
tity and stating that she was obliged 
to drown herself because a certain wo- 
man persisted In speaking ill of her. 


Disapproval of Subway Plans 

Boston, July 24.—Approval of the 
plans of the proposed Cambridge sub- 
way, submitted by the Boston elevated 
railway, was refused by Mayor Ward- 
well of that city in a letter to President 
3ancroft of the Boston Elevated. Ac- 
cording to the statutes the mayor must 
be satisfied with the plans of the un- 
derground way before it can be con- 
structed. 


Condition of Explosion Victims 

Boston, July 24.—A report from the 
victims of the battleship Georgia at the 
United States naval hospital at Chel- 
sea is to the effect that Seaman Fone 
has grown worse and the outlook for 
fhim is extremely unfavorable. The 
condition of Seamen Meese, Thomas 
and Bush has also grown worse, while 
the remaining victims are out of dan- 
ger. 


Train Kills Aged Woman 

Worcester, Mass., July 24.—Mrs. 
Flora H. Perkins, 77 years old, was 
struck and killed by a train while 
crossing the railroad tracks at Brattle 
street. She, with her aged sister, was 
about to cross the track when they saw 
the train approaching, but after start- 
ing to cross Mrs. Perkins hesitated and 
was struck. The other woman escaped. 


Automobile Kills Little Girl 

Fitchburg, Mass., July 24.—Gertrude 
Hassett, 5 years old, was struck and 
almost instantly killed by an automo- 
bile driven by Eldridge G. Davis of 
Somerville. Rev. and Mrs. Edward G. 
Folk of Somerville also occupied the 
vehicle. The party were taken to the 
police station, but later released. An 
inquest will be held. 


Sentence of Forger Ball 

Boston, July 24.—Arthur LL. Ball, 
who was arrested here on a charge of 
the forgery of a check for $800 which 
was given a Boston automobile firm, 
was sentenced to from three to five 
years In state prison. It was stated in 
court that Ball was wanted for alleged 
forgeries in Louisville, Rochester and 
Fall River.

Armenians to Secure Money 

New York, July 25.—The district at- 
torney’s office has obtained a number 
of letters in connection with the mur- 
der of the rug merchant, H. S. Tav- 
shanjian, which showed that for sev- 
erul months there have been communi- 
cations sent to’rich Armenians in this 
city, demanding that amounts of money 
be sent to the Hunchakist society on 
pain of death. The letters confirm the 
reports of a widespread conspiracy to 
get money and which the district at- 
torney thinks is alavming. 

Police Commissiouer Bingham states 
that for a long time he has known of 
Armenians who were blackmailing 
rich merchants. “An Armenian friend 
of mine, a graduate of Yale, has told 
me a good deal about the rascality of 
the Armenians,” he said. “It only 
bears out my request that a fund of at 
least $15,000 should be given the police 
commissioner for secret service work, 
so that men can be hired to go among 
the foreigners in disguises and get evi- 
dence.”

No difficulty about the treaty of an- 
nexation itself is anticipated. It is 
expected to be similar to the one pro- 
posed by Count Merodel when he was 
premier in 1895. The document simply 
declared that the sovereign of the 
Congo, Leopold II, cedes his sovereign 
rights and all the assets of the Congo 
Free State to Belgium, which in turn 
assumes the liabilities of the Africau 
state. 

The real fight will follow upon the 
terms of the colonial law. When Bel 
gium was felgian colonies 
were not foreseen and no provision was 
made in the constitution for colonial 
administration. The Belgian royalists 
want the law to practically convert the 
present Congo administration into an 
autonomous government not respons! 
ble to parliament. 

The other side also desires to give 
the Congo full antonomy, but 
that unless the administration is made 
directly responsible to the Belgian 
parliament there will be no way of cor 
recting present abuses and preventing 
the exploitation of the natives for the 
benefit of the rubber and ivory com 
panies. In other words, they say the 
humanitarian reasons which now ex 
ist for annexation would be defeated. 
and the whole scheme for getting the 
Congo out of the clutches of its pres- 
ent maladministrators might as well be 
abandoned. 

The indications are that the whole 
subject will be threshed out in parlia- 
ment during the fall, and January or 
February, 1908, will see ‘the Congo 
Free State a colony of Belgium, in- 
stead of a personal dependency of King

Darrow Turns His Batteries on 
the Haywood Prosecution 


ARGUES FOR LABOR UNIONS 


Sneers at Universities, Declares Ha- 

tred For the Rich, and Says Our 
Only 
Laws Made For Benefit of the Poor 


Constitution Is to Destroy 


Boise, July 25.—The career of Frank 
Steunenberg, the 
governor of Idaho, 


murdered formet 
was discussed at 


length yesterday afternoon by Mr. 
Darrow in his plea in behalf of William 
D. Haywood, charged with the murder. 
published in 
The Miners’ Magazine, the official or 
gan of the Western Federation, Dar 
row. said the action of Steunenberg in 
asking for United States troops to 
quell riots and the establishment ot 
martial law In 1899 was unjustifiable 
and had properly stirred up intense 
feeling in labor circles against the gov 
@rnor. 

Mr. Darrow's argument, still unfin- 
ished, develoged into an appeal for la- 
bor as plea capital and a denuncia- 
tion of ali opposition to labor unions. 
He held an audience startled and open- 
mouthed, as one after another of the 
sentiments poured from his lips. His 
attack on Orchard was anticipated, 
and in this respect he fulfilled and sur- 
passed the limit of expectation. 

Three hours were given to Orchard 
and it was only when vituperation, 
physical force and words were spent 
that Darrow turned to James H. Haw- 
ley, the leading counsel for the state, 
and the Pinkerton detectives for some- 
thing on which to pour the lesser volume 
of abuse. ‘The state of Idaho came in 
for a large share of Darrow’s denuncia- 
tion for the part it hus played in the 
prosecution, Culture, education, the 
constitution, the supreme court and 
wealth—each in turn was described as 
constituting a part of a combination 
against the workingman. 

Mr. Darrew sneered at universities. 
“And what is a cultured man,” he ex- 
elaimed, “but a cruel tyrant, always.” 

Reaching the climax of sympathy for 
the working class and hatred for the 
rich, he assailed the constitution of the 
country and cried: “The constitution! 
The constitution! It is here only to de- 
stroy the laws made for the benefit of 
the poor.” 

Mr. Darrow’s support of labor un- 
ions and union men was passionate, 
and his eulogy of the Western Federa- 
tion eloquent. Lovingly he touched 
on the beauty of self-sacrifice found in 
the “struggle for humanity where 
only the workingman is_ found,” 
while, in the bitterest sarcasm, his 
volce pitched In its highest note and 
his arms upheld, he heaped abuse on 
the selfish rich and upon the adminis- 
tration of the state of Idaho, 

The gourtroom was crowded, and 
Darrow paced to and fro, addressing 
each of the jurymen in turn, and 
pleaded that an Idaho jury would 
never find a verdict against Haywood 
upon the testimony of Orchard, who, 
he sald, was “corroborated only by a 
dog, a wall-eyed horse and J. H. Haw- 
ley.” 

Mr. Darrow, in closing the argu- 
ment of the morning session, said that 
“if the Jury should hang Bill Haywood 
one million willing hands will seize 
the banner of liberty by the open grave 
and bear it on to victory.”

All Over Country 


The action of Quincy lodge of Elks 
in extending the hospitality of the 
the guests at the launching 
S. 5S. Salem on Saturday is 
commended everywhere. Much has 
been heard of the B. P. O. E. of late; 
of the phenomenal growth of Quincy 
lodge; of the Nationa’ conyention at 
Philadelphia, and many good times. 
it is not surprising that Quincy peo- 
want to Know more about such 
a hospitable order, which is coming 
to the front not alone in this city, 
but in the country at large. 

Concerning the Elks Leslies Week- 
This organization, which 
is less than forty years old, has de- 
veloped a vitality unsurpassed in the 
history of fraternal bodies. The 
order had its origin in the city of 
New York, its natal day being Febru- 
16th, 1868 and it was primarily 
intended to be a benevolent and pro- 
tective association for the purpose of 
aiding members of the amusement 
profession and kindred arts. The 
fact that so many brilliant enter- 
tainers were to be found in its ranks 
attracted men of liberal and Bohem- 
ian tendencies, and the barriers ori- 
ginally erected were removed, and in

New York granted a charter to.a 
grand lodge of this order, enabling 
it to institute Lodge No. 2, located 


in the city of Philadelphia. 

As these two cities were for many 
years the most important theatrical 
it was not found necessary tu 
enlarge the number of lodges untii 
1876, when No. 3 was establish€d in 
the city of San Francisco. Chicago 
No. 4 and Cincinnati No. 5 also were 
added to the roster in the same year, 
but so conservative was the growth 
of the order that at the beginning of 
1882 there were but fourteen lodges 
with a membership of about six 
thousand. Since 1882 the growth has 
been marvelous, and there are now 
1,074 lodges located in every city 
town, Or village of the country with 
a population of five thousand or up- 
ward. The last lodge to receive 
numerical designation is Columbia 
No. 1,074, located at Columbia, Pa.

In many of the cities of 
the country it supplies the poor of the 
local community at Christmas time 
with food, clothing, and fuel, and a 
number of the lodges subscribe for 
and prepare u Christmas-tree, from 
which are distributed to the children 
who would otherwise be unable to en- 
joy Yuletide festivities useful 
ents and toys. 

The order maintains a 
Bedford City, Va., in which its aged 
members, unable to sustain them- 
selves in the battle of life, are sup- 
ported in a manner compatible with 
the title of “home,” which is givea 
to the institution, and the last days 
of the veterans are passed in an at- 
mosphere wherein pride is not wound- 
ed, nor the obligations of fraternity 
forgotten. 

There are several unique features 
of this popular order which have 
attracted wide attention. It is per- 
haps the only secret society which de- 
mands as a qualification white male 
citizenship of the United States as 
a requisite for admisson, and not more 
than one lodge may be instituted in 
any one corporate community. The 
citizenship clause of its laws enables 
it to conduct its business upon the 
lines of American institutions, while 
the non-creation of a rival lodge in 
the same city prevents the friction 
which invariably results from com- 
petition among-men who subordinate 
organization to their own personal 
ends. 

No lodge of the Order of Elks car 
be established in any locality not un- 
der the absolute jurisdiction of the 
government of the United States, an? 
Great Britain and Canada cannot be 
granted this privilege.

The Requirement 
In the Salem 

To Be Launched 
Here Tomorrow 


Built by a Massachusetts Company, 
her name selected by a Massachusetts 
man, and to be christened by a Massa- 
chusetts girl, the Scout * Cruiser 
Salem rests on the ways at Fore 
tiver ready for launching tomorrow 
at noon. The Salem is the second of 
the three scout cruisers for the U. S. 
Navy authorized by Congress to be 
launched by the Fore River Ship- 
building Co. from its yards at 
Quincy. 

Her name was selected by Justic2 
Moody of the Supreme Court of the 
United States, while be was secretary 
of the Navy, and she will be christen- 
ed by Miss Lorna Pinnock, the daugh- 
ter of Mayor Pinnock of Salem. 

The chief characteristics of this 
new cruiser will be her great speed 
and her coal carrying capacity giving 
her a very wide range of operation. 
The plans call for a speed of 24 
knots an hour and the Salem and the 
others of her class will be the fast- 
est ships in Uncle Sam's navy ex- 
cept some of the torpedo craft. 

It seems especially fitting that this 
modern war vessel should be named 
for a city whose history is so closely 
linked to that of the United States 
merchant marine, and which in the 
old days furnished many swift clipper 
ships whose glorious achievements 
make a chapter in the annals of our 
country which all are proud to recall. 

The kind of service the Salem wil! 
be called upon to perform is well 
indicated by the word “Scout.’ She 
will be able to seek out an enemy, 
keep track of his movements and, by 
reason of her great speed, keep out 
of range of his guns. To give this 
great speed the Salem will be equipped 
with the American Curtis Turbine 
Engine making her the first ship of 
the U. S. Navy to be thus fitted. 

In modern warfare at sea, a fleet 
of battleships needs vessels of great 
speed for scout duty, to keep in 
touch with a base of information and 
operation, or in touch with another 
fleet, as well as to skirmish about for 
trace of the enemy. For this work the 
Salem and other scouts are admirally 
fitted. 

She will be used as a _ despatch 
boat at times and her fighting quali- 
ties are not to be despised. With a 
crew of 350 men and a battery of two 
5 inch and six 3 inch rapid fire guns 
and two torpedo tubes she could 
play havoc with an unfortified plac2 
and as a commerce destroyer her 
prowess would be almost limitless 
She can protect herself from torpedo 
attack and when things get too hot 
she can put on steam and race away 
to safety. 

The Salem is much nearer comple- 
tion than most ships are when 
launched. Seen on the ways, the ex- 
ceeding sharpness of her prow 
most noticeable and every graceful 
line of her hull bespeakes the great 
speed which is her prime requisite. 
The high free board, or “sides” as a 
landsman might describe it, accentu- 
ates the effect of her tapering prow 
and makes it look indeed like a 
knife blade. 

The arrangements for the launch- 
ing have all Leen completed. Ths 
invited guests will be taken from 
Boston by special train leaving the 
South Station at 10.25 A.M. and 
carried directly to the yards of the 
Fore River Co. at Quincy, where they 
will be met by President Francis T. 
Bowles of the Fore River Co. and es- 
ecorted to the launching platform. 
Mayor Pinnock of Salem and a large 
party of officials and distinguished 
citizens of that city will be present, 
as well as representatives of the U.S. 
Navy and Army and gentlemen prom- 
inent in financial and maritime cir- 
cles. 

The cruiser will be christened by 
Miss Lorna Pinnock the 13 year old 
daughter of Mayor Pinnock, who will 
be assisted by two school girl friends, 
Jeanette Lee and Doris Lougee, who 
will serve as maids of honor. 

After the launching luncheon will

be served in the mold loft and speech- 
es will be made by President Bowles 
of the Fore River Co. who will pre- 
side, by Mayor Pinnock of Salem, 
Congressman O'Connell, Hon. Alden 
P. White of Salem and others. 

The street railway will see to it 
that all who desire to attend the 
launch have transportation, and extra 
care will be run both on the Quincy 
Point and Weymouth Landing lines, 
leaving Quincy at 10.50 and 10.55. 
Extra cars will also be run on the 
11.20 trip. 

The Quincy Elks have been as- 
sured that a large number of the 
Salem launching party will accept 
their invitation for an afternoon in- 
spection of some of the many histori- 
al places with which the “City of 
Presidents” abounds. 

Arrangements have been made sv 
that the special train from the launch 
will stop at Quincy where it will be 
met by a committee of the Elks with 
special cars. 

It is proposed to visit the Dorothy 
Q house, and if arrangements can be 
made, the birthplaces of the Presi- 
dents on Franklin street and the 
burial places of the Presidents be- 
neath the First church. 

It is possible that one of the 
granite quarries may be visited, and 
also the races of the Quincy Yacht 
club at Houghs Neck. It all de- 
pends upon how much time the 
visitors can spend in the “City of 
Presidents.” 

After the return from the sight- 
seeing trip the club house of the 
Elks on Foster street will be visited, 
where a buffet lunch will be served 
in a large tent between the club 
house and the Lawton estate.

A Big Discount. 


North Adams is one of those cities 
which continues to allow a big 4is- 
count for prompt payment of taxes.

WAS FOR CONQUEST 


Further Details of Congo “Scien- 
tiiic” Expedition 


A DARK PICTURE BY LEMAIR 


Native Soldiers and Wives Flogged 
In Carrying Out Orders of King 


Leopold--Final Realization of Cel- 


uge of Innocent Blood 


Brussels, July 20.—Major Lemair is 
continuing the publication of his recol- 
lections of the Independent 
State. The major served 18 years in 
the Congo in command of native troops. 
Upon his return to Belgium he was 
notified that he would be prosecuted for 
cruelty towards the men under him, 
and he retaliated by beginning the pub- 
lication of a seusational exposure of the 
reyoltiug conditious prevailing in the 
hative army. 

Aside from painting a black picture 
of the conditions in the the 
memoirs of the major reveal that the 
scientific expedition led by him into the 
Bairelghaza region, on the northern 
frontier, in 1904, was an expedition for 
conquest in disguise. The major de- 
clares that King Leopold gave him per-

sonal instructions to vanquish the 
Anglo-Egyptian forces coming down 


from the Soudan at any cost. “Il cannot 
be held accountable for these acts,” the 
major writes. “Il am only responsible 
for the complete execution of these in- 
structions.” 

Major Lemair admits that on several 
occasions during this expedition, which 
lasted three years and two months, he 
caused native soldiers’ and even their 
wives to be flogged. He penetrated to 
regions never before reached by a 
white man and inhabited by wild tribes 
and cannibals, and he claims that there 
was no way other than flogging to pre- 
serve the discipline indispensable to the 
security and success of an expedition 
among brigands accustomed to kill, 
raid, and capture and to ill-treat wo- 
men. 

In every instance of flogging, how- 
ever, he faithfully reported the facts 
and never received. a word of censure. 
On the contrary, he was accorded 
nothing but for his conduct of 
this expedition and he wus even deco- 
rated by King Leopold. No charges 
were preferred against the major until 
the administration decided he had been 
too insistent in calling attention to the 
frightful and unchecked abuses in the 
Congo. 

The statements made by

came to hand as to what was going on 
there. 

A perusal of Lemair’s recital carries 
that he is a sincere he- 
liever in future of the Congo, de- 
voted to the cause of the blacks, and 
determined to put an end to the exist- 
ing atrocious and disgraceful adminis- 
tration. During his 18 years’ service 
he crossed Africa twice without firing 
a cartridge against a native. On one 
occasion he entered by way of Zam- 
besi, and came out two years later at 
the estuary of the Congo. 

When, as a young man, Lemair began 
his work in the Congo, “amid the rattle 
of musketry, the banging of cannon 
and the burning villages,” he said he 
was taught that this course was the 
only one to bring the natives to their 
Four years’ service, however,

the 


senses 
opened his eyes to the true reasons why 
Africa was being deluged in innocent 
blood. Since then he had defended the 
blacks—-pointing out their good quali- 
ties—and upheld the work of the mis- 
Sionaries. He realized the danger of a 
continuance of irresponsible control in 
the Congo and became a champion of 
annexation as the sole remedy. 

Continuing, the major relates his re- 
peated and vain attempts to have the 
soldiery under him punished for'their 
ill-treatment of natives. “I have seen 
them,” he writes, “kick the poor rub- 
ber and ivory bearers until they fell 
from exhaustion, and then torture the 
unfortunate amid howls of laughter. I 
repeatedly reported cases of robbery, 
murder and outrage, but these reports 
were unheeded.” 

Some of the depositions made by wo- 
men who were being conducted to the 
various posts as workers are most piti- 
ful. They swore they had been stolen 
by the soldiery during raids, mal- 
treated at the hands of the men and 
then either sold to chiefs or made to 
work like slaves. Some had seen their 
parents and children killed before their 
eyes and others had been subjected to 
unmentionable indignities. 

Major Lemair’s narrative of the 
hardships and trials endured during the 
Bairelghaza expedition rival the expe- 
riences of Dr. Livingstone. Through- 
out his entire service Lemair never 
carried a revolver when he went out 
to punish the troops. To this end he 
would sometimes use his fists or the 
butts of the soldiers’ own guns, 


Passengers Knew Nothing of Danger 

New York, July 29.—With a fire 
burning in her hold, steamer Hamilton, 
from Norfolk, raced up the bay, while 
two fire boats, summoned by wireless, 
kept abreast of her ready for action.

INMATES FOUGHT FOR L 


Fourteen Deaths as Result of Ex- 
plosion and Tenement House Fire 

New York, Jaly 29.—An_ explosion, 
accompanied by fire, shattered an Bast 
Bide tenement late last night and with 
the crumbling walls 14 persons went 
down to death. The horror was a repe- 
tition of the periodical blaze that 
sweeps through the densely populated 
foreign section of the city. 

The wrecked building was at 222 
Christie street, where a six-story tene- 
ment rose above the grocery store base- 
ment. An explosion as yet unaccounted 
for tore out the front of the building 
and the fire that followed caught the 
20 families, numbering about 100 per- 
sons, mostly Italians, while most of 
them were sound asleep. Of the In- 
jured many jumped from the windows, 
others were caught by falling timbers, 
many were dragged from the hallways, 
while others received their wounds 
during the panic and made fight among 
other for an exit.

Of the dead and dying the larger 
part are women and children. In the

“Flare Back’’ Report Unsatisfactory 

Washington, July 29.—The text of 
the report of the board of investigation 
in the case of the explosion on board 
the Georgia is unsatisfactory to some 
of the experts in the navy department. 
The board’s decision is that the ap- 
parent cause was a flareback. It is 
pointed out that had the board con- 
fessed its inability to find any cause 
for the disaster there could be eon- 
tinued watchfulness for some hitherto 
unknown defects, but as long as the 
accident is attributed to the flareback 
the ordnance experts will probably con- 
fine their efforts to its prevention.

Bim Leaf Beetles 
Quite Common, 


The destructive insect, known as 
the Elm leaf beetle, are quite common 
in some parts of the city, but owing 
to the good work of Andrew Stewart 
and his gypsy moth gang they have 
done but little damage to our trees. 

The beetle is a small worm, yellow 
in color, and about half on inch long. 
They breed very fast and their work 
is destructive. The method used to 
keep this insect in hand is to apply 
tanglefoot to the tree. The tanglefoot 
is applied with a comb and it is nec- 
essary to stir it up with a comb every 
few days, otherwise it becomes hard 
and the beetle readily crawls over it 
without getting caught. 

One of the places infected are the 
large elm trees on the Thomas Crane 
Public Library grounds, and if any- 
one desires to make a study of the 
beetle here is his opportunity, for 
they can see a million or more of 
them. Fortunately, however, they are 
stuck hard and fast in the tanglefoot.

WILLNOT ANSWER QUESTIONS 


Effort Made to Ascertain Physical 
and Mental Condition and Business 
Capacity of Defendant In Big Suit-- 


Possible Contempt Proceedings 


Concord, N. H., July 380.—Another 
skirmish in the “next 
against certain friends and followers 
of Mrs, Mary B. G. Eddy occurred be- 
fore Magistrate Cook over the question 


friends” suit 


of taking depositions from persons con- 
nected with Mrs. Eddy’s household, and 
Cook is considering the question of Is- 
suing an attachment for contempt 
against two of the parties who refused 
yesterday to testify. 

The only person having knowledge 
of Mrs. Eddy’s affairs who appeared 
before Cook, other than the attorneys 
for the defense, was H. C. Wilson, as- 
sistant secretary at Pleasant View, the 
residence of Mrs. Eddy. Wilson refused 
to answer certain questions of the coun- 
sel of the “next friends” and the magis- 
trate was informed that Calvin A. Frye, 
who had also been summoned, would 
also refuse to testify. Cook will an- 
nounce his ruling on the contempt mo- 
tion of the counsel for the plaintiffs 
today. 

An effort was made by William E. 
Chandler and John W. Kelly, the coun- 
sel for the “next friends,” to hold the 
meeting before the magistrate yester- 
day, as an adjournment from that of 
July 17, but none of the opposing side 
were present. 

Two adjournments were necessary 
before Wilson, who had been sub- 
poenaed, appeared yesterday afternoon 
with Messrs. Streeter and Hollis, the 
opposing counsel. Streeter urged that 
there was no order by the court setting 
off the statutory right to take deposi- 
tions and that Judge Chamberlin had 
denied the motion to limit such taking. 

Magistrate Cook ordered the hearing 
to proceed, and Wilson, after the first 
question had been asked him by Kelly, 
at once stated that he should refuse 
to answer by advice of counsel. He 
said, however, that he would appear 
before the masters appointed by Judge 
Chamberlin at their hearing on Aug. 13 
and give his testimony. 

Mr. Kelly persisted In asking Wilson 
regarding the physical and mental con- 
dition of Mrs. Eddy and her business 
capacity, but Wilson still refused to an- 
swer. 

The magistrate ruled that the wit- 
ness must answer the questions, but 
took Kelly’s motion for the issuance of 
an attachment for contempt under con- 
sideration. As Streeter announced that 
Frye would also refuse to answer, the 
question of an attachment for con- 
tempt against him was also made and 
taken under consideration. The magis- 
trate, however, stated that he would 
not consider a contempt motion against 
Mrs. Laura A. Sargent, another mem 
ber of Mrs. Eddy’s household who had 
been summoned, and who, it was 
stated, would act in a similar manner 
to Wilson and Frye. A continuation of 
the contest is expected today. 

Another development of the 
yesterday was the issuing by 
Shurtleff of the superior court of a com 
mission to Fred E. Fernald of Boston 
to take depositions in Massachusetts in 
the case of Eddy against Frye. The 
time for taking the depositions has not 
been fixed.

Presentation to 
Cruiser Salem 


Plans are already under way in 
Salem for the presentation of a suit- 
able gift to the scout cruiser which 
bears the city’s name. At the time 
it was announced, some two years 
ago; that the government was to 
build at Quincy a scout ship and 
name it “Salem,” it was decided that 
when the vessel was completed and 
actually in service, the citizens would 
show their appreciation of the honor 
done this city, which has played such 
an important part in the maritime 
history of the world. 

The Salem Board of Trade  toolc 
the matter up, also the city govern- 
ment, and it was decided to appoint 
a general committee to act in the 
matter, this committee to be made up 
of prominent citizens, representatives 
of the city government, Board of 
Trade, Salem Merchants Assciation, 
and other civic organizations. 

The Salem Evening News, the local 


paper, suggested the idea of a popu- 
lar subscription, limiting these sub- 
scriptions to 10 cepts each, be the 


subscriber rich or The pape: 
opened its columns for this purpose. 
Nobody was allowed to give more 
than the dime. The success of the 
enterprise exceeded all expectations, 
for over 10,000 people each sent a 
dime during the three or four weeks 
which it was conducted, and_ this 
money, placed on interest, will amount 
to about $1,200.00 when the time 
comes for the purchase of a gift. 

Just what the gift will be has not 
been decided. There is a _ general 
sentiment in favor of a bell 
with the the city of Salem 
engraved on surface, together 
with an appropriate inscription. 
Some favor a set of colors or a ship's 
library; others a piano, while still 
others think that the gift should take 
the form of a silver service. 

The city will probably appropriate 
additional and the Board of 
Trade, Merchants Association, and 
other bodies will contribute. The $1,- 
000.00 raised by the newspaper was 
not a separate sum, but part of the 
general fund, which will be pooled 
and used for the purchase of a gift 
or gifts by this general committee. 
Now that the vessel is launched, the 
general committee will be called to- 
gether and active steps taken. 

The Salem Marine Society, com- 
posed of ex-ship masters, is also con- 
templating the presentation of a 
separate gift to the ship. Just what 
this will be has not been officially 
decided, but will probably be a ship’s 
clock for the cabin. 

It is planned to have this gift from 
the citizens presented to the cruiser 
some time next summer, when it is 
hoped that the cruiser will be seni 
by the government to the famous ol? 
port for that purpose.

The investigation did not 
disclose the origin of the fire.

Kansas City, July 30.—Frank F.

Delicious iced tea was served all 
day Tuesday at the birthplace of 
President John Adams. It was the 
well known brand, “May Queen,”. an 
orange Pekoee Ceylon tea presented 
to Adams Chapter by Thomas Wood 
& Co., importers, Commercial wharf, 
Boston. It was very refreshing and 
served to hundreds of visitors during 
the reception. 

At the Dorothy Q house nearly 300 
visitors were shown about during the 
day.
